round for frefh objects that might encreafe his revenue, 
extend his dominion, and aggrandize his fame (2).

Thither the baleful 
blafts’that accompanied the inundations of Tamerlane, 
AiTKengzebe, and Nadir-Sh*aw never.extended. In¬ 
deed, as tl\e whole kingdom with a mere trifle of ex¬ 
ception, is feparated from the adjacent diftri6ls, either 
by deep morafles, or by lofty mountains, coiiered with 
im^ienetrable jungle, it feeing protefted by a peculiar 
indulgence^ of nature from fuch difafters. Happy, too, 
under a fucceflion of Princes, mildly reigning in unin- 
terruptedpeace, lime immemorial; and, rendered opulent 
by the great variety of Ipice, and timber, with which 
their country abounded: tliat peaceful people did not 
interfere in the politics of neighbouring Princes, much 
lefs did they provoke the impending florin.

A temporaiy cefTatian of hoflilitics, was Jthe only 
falutary confeqiience tliat enfued from negociation, for, 
although apparently of a conciliatory nature, it produ¬ 
ced neither a foundation- for peace, nor any relaxation 
of military preparations. To affign the caufe^s tliat produ¬ 
ced an unproclaimed truce for upwards of two months, 
between inveterate enemies not five miles afunder, would 
be to put truth too much to the hazard. It is probable, 
that the wounds or bruifes which the Sultaun liad receiv¬ 
ed, hiswant of cannon, togetherwiththc inequality of the 
force now under his command to the talk that he had 
undertaken, contributed to his apparent inaclivity (i}' 
During that period, how’cver, he obtained from My- 
fore and Seringapatam, troops, battering guns and 
ftores, without moleftation; whilfl; the Rajah, on the 
other hand, making the like ufe of this interval, through 
the influence of religion encouraged by a temporary 
fuccefs, affembled about one hundred thoufand Gen-

toosfzj, all of whom were carefully diftributed on 
the lines. 

The fnonth of March had opened with a period to 
all interchange of civilities, and^ with the movements 
of confiderable bodies of troops, when a party conlifting 
of about one thoufand men were fent from the lines, 
as well to rcconoitre, as to clear away the Brufhwood 
in front of the Meilore gate (3), Ere they advanced 
four hundred yards, a body of the enemy, that had lain 
in 'ambuni, attacked, and drpvc them back with con- 
fiderable fiaiighter, notwithftanding their being fup- 
ported by a heavy fire from the ramparts. On the 4th 
of the month fome timber cut down by the Sultaun 
difeot^ered a work of great extent within the diftance

Mellore; but it had no material effe6l on the walls.

The befiegers had by the 20th extended their lines to 
the weflward fo as to embrace a Ipace of nearly three 
miles; they had completed, fev eral confiderable batte¬ 
ries; and, advancing by zigzags from four different di- 

reftions, they approached within fourteen feet of the

counterfearp of the ditch. Such was the feverity of 
the cannonade, and fo perpetual was the difeharge of 
mufquetry, th^t by the 29th of the month, of all the 
guns on the- lines two only remained ferviceable; one 
of them in the fort of Millore, the other in a baflion 
ibmewhat to the weflward: and not a man durfl appear 
upon the ramparts(2).

To render thefe operations fiill more fuccefs- 
ful, the Sullaun, as at the memorable fiege of Manga¬ 
lore during the former war, had conftru6l;ed mortars 

from which w^ere thrown fliowers of ftones and large

billets of wood. Having completed their works, the 
Mahomedans, inftigated by fuperftiuon, or fome other 
unknown motive, obferved a liftlcfs inaQ;ivity for the 
fpacc of ten days. From whatever caufc this extraordi¬ 
nary condu 61 took its rife, it fuggefted to the befieged 
the idea of an enterprizc which was produ6live of 
ferioiis confequences. 

At three o'clock in the afternoon on tlie 9th April 
two parties confifting of about one thoufand five him- 
'dred men each, fallied from the lines. The one ad-

The former divifion advancing with a good covntenance

was difcovered and fired upon by a fmall party that 
the enemy had concealed in an advantageous poll.

This fudden check, though not the foie caufe of imme¬ 
diate vi8;ory, contributed confiderably to bring about 
the defeat that enfued. The affailants took poll in one 
of the enemies lines; but, the batteries having by this 
time taken the alarm, ‘opened with fuch a heavy dif- 
charge of round and grape, that with the afliilance of 
the troops on duty in the trenches, they were compel¬ 
led to withdraw: not however until they felt the bay¬ 
onets of their oponents. The eaftem divifion fucceed- 
4ELd ftill worfe. Charged from different directions by a 
refolute body of Mahomedans who.added difcipline 
to other advantages the Nairs were happy to regain 
their lines. To warfare of this nature they had been 
but little accuflomed. 'The refult proved the temerity 
of the attempt; foj,.a lofs of one hundred and thirty men 
not only dii^irited the befieged, but, in proportion to 
flic tema* with which they were llmck, itoonfirmed 
flic confidence of the MyjcxFeans. 


All 
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All the batteries opened againll the walls .on the 
morning'of the 12th. From this period a conftant can¬ 
nonade, flight and day, attended by occafional fhow- 
ers of rain mouldered the walls, .making a* pra6licable 
breach of at lead three quarters of a mile in extent. 
By break of day on the i5t}a, the enemy had planted 
fmall flags on their lines as a fignal for attack, and, 
without lofs of time, three diftincl columns advanced 
to the if orm. The refiflance at the breach was fo incon- 
fidcrable as fcarcely to merit mj^ntion. Fear appeared to 
have fupplanted the courage that the befiegcd had late- 
ly fhewn ; nay, amazement, diftraflion, and terror, feem 
to have ihade deep impreflion on the whole defenfivc 
hod. From a heavy fall of rain during the night, 
numbers of them had retired-for dicker to the ncijjfli-

bouring cottages. Some wez'e einplo) ed in colle6ling 
firewood, others in drying their cloatlics, and the few 
that remained in the lines, dying for protctlion to the ex¬ 
tremities of the breach, lurked .where the ramparts were 
intire. The columns preding to the centre of the 
opening advanced in fafety. Stimulated by the pre¬ 
fence of the SuLTAUN, they furmounted obdacles, which, 
if defended with valour, would have rendered this a

Of the lat¬ 
ter, two battalions thM: had been raifed for the Service 
of the Travatico^e Rajah in the Carnatic, wtre prevail¬ 
ed iipoh to face abbot and give one fire; but, aban¬ 
doned by their affociates, thby could not be perfuaded

Day after day added to the 
confternation and diftrefs of the Travancoreans, and 
rendered it the more neceffary for the Carnatic troops 
to be on their guard. The arrival, however, of Lieut. 
Col. H ARTLEY with a detachment from Bombay on 
the 23d, revived the defponding fpirits of the one, and 
ftrensithened the confidence of the other- It was at a 
•period materially interefting to Great Britain, and cri¬ 
tical with refpe6l to the Rajah, that this junftion took 
place, for, whilft the dfetachmtnt meditated on the pro¬ 
priety of retiring to Cochin, the Gentop leaders had 
determined to feekfor fafety in precipitate flight. The 
Sultaun filling the ditches by overturning the ramparts 
as he advanced, had by the 26th, ere6led batteries 
againft the fort of Cranganore. Prote6led by his can¬ 
non, he made rapid progrefs with his approaches; and, 
by the 7th of May, he had demolifhed the defences 
and filenced all the guns in the fort. 

No ferious afts of •hoftility had by this time taken 
place between Great Britain and the Sultaun on the 
Coaft of Malabar, althpugh the ufdal indignant treat¬ 
ment of Chriftians marked all his aftions and every ftep 
/Of his march. Other motives, however, befides policy, 

contributed 
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<contributed to induce Lieutenant Colonel^ Hartley 
not to attempt the defence of Cratiganorc. An offi¬ 
cer of ^Engineers, that had been fent 4o examine the 
poft, reported a total deficiency, of cannoTi, of ammuni¬ 
tion, and of provifions; he reported alfo, that the ene¬ 
my were not only well provided with artillery, but were 
far advanqed in the fiege, having erefted batteries with¬ 
in three hundred yards of the ramparts. To thefe dif- 
advantages it may be added, that as the reft o*f the lines 
h^d been completely demoii(hed, Cranganore, of itfelf, 
, availed but little; nor would the parfimony of the Mi- 
niRer m'ant the ufual allowance of cafh to the work-

thefe circumftances it was judged advifeable to evacuate 
the poft.

A SKETCH OF THE WAR 

Guided by the diftates of honor, and by the wife and 
juft policy of. the great nation which he reprefcnts, the 
Governor General declined to enter into any engage¬ 
ment that might affed Tippoo in deviation from the 
treaty of 1784. He, however, kept up a good«undcr- 
ftanding with thofe Courts; adjufted accounts with 
Nizam Ally on fair and equitable terms; and paid a 
balance of above nine lacks of rupees to which his 
Highnefs was in ftrid juftice entitled (1). 

Soon after this period it became evident that Tip- 
POO SuLTAUN entertained ftrong intentions of hoHility 
towards our Ally of Travancore. So clear a prcln Ic, 
to an attack of a far more ferious nature than any that 
had hitherto been made on the Carnatic, could not 
efcape the penetration of Earl Cornwallis. Or¬ 
ders were, confequently, fent to the Government of 

Fort St. George, to confider any hoftilitles on Travan-

lant Commodore Cornwai-i-is, whofe fpirited exertions 
in the weftern hemiiphere» during the former war, juftly 
obtained the general applaufe of his country, was at

femble, which from its ftrength would be capable of 
protecting fupplies, of co-operation with the powers in 
alliance; or of defultory inroads into Myfore, fliould 
the movements of the enemy render that meafure ad- 
vifeable. It was now rumoured, that Earl Cornwal¬ 
lis meditated to take the charge of the war upon him- 
felf. The arrival, however, of Major General Medows 
'at Fort St. George, about the latter end of Februan^^, 
put a flop to this report; and as the indefatigable Jfpi- 
rit of that Officer was immediately direCled towards 
aflembling the troops, the gloom that inaClion had for¬ 
merly thrown over the Britiffi intereft throughout the 
Decan, gave way before brighter profpeCls. By the 
18th of March, an encampment might be feen in the 
neighbourhood of Conjeveram (4) under the command 
of Colonel Musgrave, an officer who had particu¬ 
larly diftinguiffied himfelf in America. This force 
moved towards Trichinopoly on the 29th, and was 
joined on the following day by the firft divifion of the

out advantas^eous to Great Britain, and creditable to her 
Arms. Whilft the climate proved favourable to the 
operations of the troops in one collefled body, the Ge¬ 
neral was fecure of brilliant fuccefs; but, the annual 
yifitations of the monfoon, together with the difficulty 
of procuring fubfiftance during the approaching rainy 
feafon, rendered a reparation of the troops indifpen- 
fably neceffary.

The General that v?ars in the Eaft, although he has 
provided an ample porportion of troops, ftores, and trea- 
fure, for the execution of his defigns, will ftill find that 
he has many obftacles to remove and difficulties to en¬ 
counter. The climate is highly unfavourable to the

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European part of an army. If rumours of hoftilkies ha\'e 
gone, abroad, the utmoft exertions, together with the 
moft laviih expenditure of money, cannot/ on fome oc- 
cafions, procure carriage and draught cattle either to pur- 
chafe or hire(i). Coolies, Lafcars, Bearers, with various 
other defcriptions of followers‘are indiQ)enfably neceffa- 
ly to attend troops in the field (2); and, thefe can only 
be obtained through individuals who already poJTels the 
confidence of the natives. Here, it is in times of peace 
only that preparation for war can be made with e£Fe£l. 
In a country where not only the neceflaries of life, but 
every fpecies of equipment muft be conveyed on beafts 
of burden, forage too becomes a moft material *objeft 
of attention. Every expeftation for that article muft

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trifl, and diftant from Trichinopoly about fifty miles, 
was at that time the neareft poft occupied by the enemy. 
Thither the General direfted his courfe, advancing by 
eafy marches until he reached Coitore(i). In order to 
colle6l grain and to afford proteftion to the country, the 
army halted ten days at this place* With fimilar in¬ 
tentions Major CuppAGE was detached on the third of 
the month with three battlions of fepoys to Kiftnave- 
ram. Captain Brown with the lame views had been 
previoully detached to Coortalliim with his own batta¬ 
lion. Thefe judicious arrangements, befides fecuring 
to the General what fupplies the country could afford, 
fumilhcd an opportunity to repair the carriages that 
had been damaged, and to refrclh the cattle after iheir 
fatigue. 

Previous to any. effufion of Chriftian blood, fome 
interchange of civilities took place between the leaders 
of the two hoilile armies. The Sultaun anxious for 
the fate of his moll valuable pofleffions haftened to 
avert the ftorm that threatened them by conciliatory 
prol>orals. The cantion with which he had lately de-

the favor of the Almighty, there may never be the 
fmalleft deviation therefrom. In the fame manner 
** as I before wrote on this futgea, fo I now again write 
“ to you—Conftantly rejoice me with accounts of your 
welfare—^may you be prolperousT' 

To this letter the General dilpatched the following 
anfwer juft as the Army entered the dominions of the 
Sultaun. ** I received your’s, and I underftand its con- 
tents. You are a great prince; and, but for your cru- 
city to your prifoners I Ihould add an enlightened 
one. The Englifli equally incapable of offering an 
infixlt as of lubmitting to one, have always looked 
upon war as declared from the moment you attacked 
their ally, the King of Travancore. God does not 
“ always give the battle to the ftrong, nor the race to 
^ the fwift, but generally fuccefs to thofe whofe caufe 
" is juft—upon that we depend.” 

The Sultaun no (boner received this letter than 
he fet out for Seringapatam with the utmoft expedi¬ 
tion. He directed that all his regular troops ihould 
aiTemble in that neighbourhood. For a time, he aban¬ 
doned his eaftem low countries to their fate; and, re- 

gardlefi 
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gardlels of the ftofes with whkh hisnumerbtisgarri- 
fons*on the plaim prov he committed their 
prote6ii(m to looties and peohs* 

On the 12th the Britifh army again proceeded (i), 
and three days afterwards poffellion was taken of Car- 
rore, which had been previoufly abandoned by the 
.enemy. This fort is well built. It has a ftrong ftone 
wall with fevcral baftions, a deep ditch, and good gla¬ 
cis. The ftrength of the place, the fxckly ftate of the 
army, the importance of ther conquered diftrift, and 
the advantage of communication with Trichinopoly, 
contributed as inducements towards fixing on Carrore 
for a conftant poft (2). At this ftation an hoipital was 
eftablifhed. All the fick amounting to upwards of 
twelve hundred men; all the iron eighteen pounders, 
two of brafs, and two howitzers, were depofited in 
the fort; all the convalefcents, with two companies of

But, as 
apparent refiftance now, might from the contagion of 
example, octafion ferious oppofition by other garrifons 
at a future period, this requeft met with a peremptory 
refufaL 

Daraporam, abandoned by the enemy, w«is taken pof- 
feflion of without oppofition on the loth (i). Cornet 
Rideout, on this day, having under his command a 
troop of Stevenfon’s regfinent furpnfed a body of the e- 
nemy’s horfe, that were negligently areilmg the vic¬ 
tuals, They amounted to about a hundred and {ifty 
in number; and, although half the troop had been on 
detachment, the attack was made vnth fuch fpirit, that 
the whole 'party were put to death, with the exception 
of one firdar and ten privates, whom he broaglit pri- 
fonors lnto camp. Sixty horfes too graced the fuccefsful 
addrefs of the viftors* 

At Daraporam, the General found a large fupply of 
gr.ain and other neceflaries. He determined to form

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a depot at this ftation, and from thence to move with 

as little incumbrance as poflible towards Coimbatore. 

He direfted that all the Tick, aU the convalefcents of 
» 

the army, all weak horfes, all draft and carriage cat- 
tie unfit for immediate fervicc. all the battering cannon 
with their flores, all wheel carriages not abfolutely ne- 
celfary fliotild remain benind; that captains, ftaif 
odicers, fubalterns of cavalry and artillery flionld dou¬ 
ble up in their tent' : tlmt in the infantry four fubalterns 
fnouldi h ive but one u arquee; and, in fliort, that all the 
camp e(nup igc which could poiTibly be difpenfed with, 
Ihoiud be-put iiito the fort* Four companies of the 
firli European Coaft regiment with a detachment of 
e^vo hundred fepoys were ordered in as a garrifon, and 
the command w^as bellowed on Captain Swain. 

Ics the garrfon left in Daraporam, Major 
Youngk with his own regiment of cavalry, the 2d, yth, 
and 20th battalions of native infantry and fix fix-poun- 
ders had dire6lions to remain in that neighbourhood, 
until further orders. This detachment from its central 
fituation was well calculated to efcort provifions from 
Carrore for the army, and to co-operate with any body 
of troops, that might be employed in the redu£lion of 

K Dindigul 
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Dindigul 'or PalligaiUchcny. There were alfo good 
grounds to expecl that a confiderable fupply of grain 
miglit have been colleHed and thrown into cither of 
the magazines that muft of neceflity have been eftablidl¬ 
ed previous to any irruption into the upper country. 
The Aimy divefled by.thefe meafures of every pofl'ible 
incumbrance, marched towards Coimbatore (i), and 
took polTellion of it on the 21ft without moleftation. 
Fifty Peons that garrifoned the place attempted as they 
fled to burn the Pettah. They did not however fuc- 
ceed. 

Coimbatore wafhed on one fide by a very large lake, 
and fituated on thefkirts of anextenfive plain at the dif- 
tance of about feven miles from the mountains, had for¬ 
merly been the capital of an independent and powerful 
Rajah. The fort, which is very extenfive, was found in 
good repair, and the town although abandoned by its in¬ 
habitants, fuft'ered but Iktle damage. Here the Sultaun 
had erefted a (lately Palace wherein he occafionally re-

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fided. It is a mafterly piece oF architeclure decorated in 
the Mahomedan ftile. Some of the apartments are very 
fpacious though not much ornamented. The upper 
rooms, which conftitute the haram, are •richly painted, 
and have annexed to each two clofets and a bath. In (ront 
of tl\e palace, a veranda highly liniriied, looks into 
a large area with an elegant* range of buildings on 
' cither fide, and direclly oppofite Hands a well built 
trcafiiry which compleats the fquarc. 

The dependence that diflii8s have on their capitals 
throughout Hindo'lan, together with the extraordinary 
fertility and vail extent of the coiinti*)', rendered Co¬ 
imbatore a poH oi the utmoll importance ; it was there- 
fore furnilhed with a Hrong garrifon, which was aug¬ 
mented or diminiflied according to the exigency of the 
fervicc. From their lirfl appearance, until now, the 
enemy difeovered by their want of countenance 
that none of the Sultaun’s liable liorle, had as yet 
appeared in the field. Thofc that hitherto oppo- 
fed the army were a defpicable banditti called looties. 
A fet of unprincipled wretches that feel attachment for 
the banners of no Prince; that exift by indiferiminate 
plunder; that acknowledge no diftin£lion of friend or 

K. -2 foe, 
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foe, where their intereft is concerned ; and, that are ecu'- 
fequently alike obnoxious to anddetefledby theregu*- 
lar troops of all ftates whatfoever. 

The General had now to combat with an eiiemy far 
different from that jull deferibed. On the 2 2d of the 
month, he received intelligence of Sahid Sahib’s ap¬ 
proach to Demiacotta with not lefs then three thoiifand 
ftable horfe. He immediately determined to give battle, 
and for that purpofe detached the whole cavalry fup- 
ported by two companies of fepoys, with four pieces 
of cannon to that poft. By 10 o'clock at night, the 
detachment came up with about thirty of the horfe, 
all of whom were made prifoners. The fort hav¬ 
ing now taken the alarm commenced a heavy fire, 
which, together with a fcarcity of forage, rendered it ne- 
ceffary to fall back fome diflance. 

( 5 n the 28th, the cavalry again advanced towards 
Demiacotta with the fepoys and guns. *They paffed 
clofe to the fort without a fhot on either fide, and foon 
after the enemy’s tents were feen at the diflance of about 
two miles. When our troops had approached as near 
as the river, which run between them and Sahid Sahib 
would admit, a few Ihots, well aimed by Captain How- 

ley, 
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LEY of the Madras eftablifliment, from the fi:?; pounders, 
made him decamp with great precipitation and confu- 
fion, dire6ling his flight towards the Guzzlehatty pafs. 
The immediate obje6l of the detachment being thus cF- 
fe6led, the whole fell back to Velladi, from which place 
they moved occafionally to Shawore, Shallore, Occarro 
and to the ^ other adjacent villages, according as it be¬ 
came advifable from the intelligence obtained with 
refpeft to fupplies of grain and of forage. 

Other obje6ls, however, befidcs that of repelling Sa- 
HID Sahib's divifion rendered it neceffary to con¬ 
tinue this detachment in advance for fome further time. 
Whatfoever plan of operations the General might think 
proper to purfue in the low countries, it was evi¬ 
dent that a chain of pofls clofely conne6lcd with each 
other, extending from the Coroinandal Coaft to the 
foot of the Guzzlehatty-pafs, muft be attained previous 
to any invafion of My fore from the Coimbatore dif- 
trift. On this principle, Tanjore, Trichinopoly, Car- 
rore, Erroad and Sattimungulum, prefented themfelves 
as links that muft of necefCty be fecured; and, in 
order to obtain pofteflion of fuch of thefe pofts as were 
ftill occupied by the enemy, as well as to keep the 

country^ 
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country, and in particular the line of communica¬ 
tion, free from Sahid Sahib’s horfe, it became rcquifite 
to watch his movements at Sattimungulum and Poon- 
gaur, the only places at which the Bcvaiiee river was 
at that time fordable. 

JvIotLves of hill greatec importance urged the pro¬ 
priety of keeping a watchful eye on tliofe fords. Cap¬ 
tain Sir John Kennaway, rcGdcnt at Ilydrabad. h^ul 
intimated to the Englilh commander, that the Sultaun 
had reviewed a well appointed army to the eaftward of 
.Seringapatam, ,about the yth of this month, and a Bra- 
min that had arrived in camp from that capital, with 
various other tehimonics conlirmed this intelligence. 

Julf as Lieutenant Colonel Floyd advanced towards 
Sahid Sahib, Lieutenant Colonel Stuart had inftruc- 
tions to proceed againfl Palligautchcrry. The monfoon 
had bv this time fet in to the fouthward at a feafon oF- 
of the year much earlier than ufual; inceflant fhowers 
of rain had overflown the whole face of the countiy; 
and, the unfurmountable obftacles that from this cir- 
cumftance took their rife, rendered it neceflary to 
abandon the defign of reducing Palligautchcrry until 
tlie waters (hould fubfide.—^The detachment,confequent- 

Xy 
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ly, fell back to Poodoor, diftant from Coimb4torc about? 
twelve miles. 

Anotjier detachment confifting of the firft native 

# 

Carnatic brigade, with one eighteen and fix fix-poun¬ 
ders, which fet out on the firft of Aiiguft, under the 
Gomifiand of Lieutenant Colonel Oldham, to reduce 
Erroad, was attended with better fuccefs. To ftrengthen 
this detachment, Lieutenant Colonel Deare, of the Ben- 
gal artillery, with his Majefty's 36th regiment, the 5th 
and 25 th battalions of Coaft native infantry, tw^o na¬ 
tive companies excepted, proceeded by the fame route 
on the 5th of the month. This reinforcement, which 
condu£led fix pieces of cannon, four fix and two* 
twelve pounders proved unncceftary, for, Erroad had 
furrendered to the firft divifion, on the day that fuc- 
ceeded the departure of the fecond from camp, after 
an interchange of a few fliots with the advance 
guard. 

Two other divifions of the army were put in motion at 
the fame inftant with that under the command of Lieu¬ 
tenant Colonel Deare. Major Skelly, with his Majefty s 
52dregiment and two twelve-pounders, was fent to com¬ 
mand at Daraporam; and, in order to reduce the ftrong

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fortbf Dindigul, Col. Stuart advanced by the route of 
Yarriacottah with a detachment confifling[ of the 2d re- 
ginientof native cavalry, the 2d, 7th and 20th battalions 
of Carnatic native infantry, two companies of the 1 ft 
European Coaft regiment, together with about two hun¬ 
dred men from the engineer and artillery departments,

with fix fix-pounders and two mortars, under the imme¬ 
diate command of Lieut Colonel Moorhouse. 

To render this corps the more competent to the 
prefent fervice, Lieutenant He lass of the coaft eftablifli- 
ment, had been fent to Carrore with four companies 
of the 2d battalion of native infantry, fome days previ¬ 
ous to the departure of Colonel Stuart, in order to 
efcort two iron eighteen pounders to Yarriacottah, at 
which place he had been direfted to wait the orders of 
that officer (1). Captain Oram, then on his way from

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for the fervice, and with propriety, for the ftrength of 
the hill, together with the incorruptible integrity and 
refolution of the Killedar, difcovcred that all expe6la- 
tion of reducing the fort, by any other means than by 
regular approaches, had been founded on falfe intelli¬ 


gence. 

On reconnoitcring Dindigul, Captain ^Oram difco- 
vered that it had undergone coniiderable repairs and 
improvements fince the late war; the wall of the 
upper fort had been •almoft wholly rebuilt; inftcad 
of two baftions which was all it then had, eight were 
now completed; three eifterns that had been repair¬ 
ed by the direftions of Sahid Sahib fupplied it with 
abundance of water; and, as the upper and lower forts, 
contained from fix to feven hundred fighting men with- 
gut any fcarcity of cannon, ammunhion, or provifions, 
it was judged advilable not to hazard an attack. 

Agreeably toliis inftruftions Captain Oram fummon- 
ed the Killedar, Hyder Abbas, to furrender the fort; he 
protefted that private property Ihould not be touched, 
th^t the troops ihould be cfcortcd through the late ac- 
j^uirod territories into whatever part of Myfore they pre¬ 
ferred. 
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ferred, and denounced at the fame time the Cocfimander 
in Chief’s determination to put the garrifon to the fword, 
fhould they perfift in a wanton and ulelefs defence. 
This fummons was fent by a Subadar. 

The haughty Mahomedan although he deigned ta 
fend a verbal reply, could not be prevailed on to keep 
the letter. ‘‘ Tell your Officer, that it is not poflible 
“ to account to my Piince, for the furrender of a 
fort like Dindigul, therefore, if any other perfon 
‘‘ comes on that errandy I- will blow him from a 
cannon.” 

Notwithftanding the difficulties that arofe from'great 
improvements in the fortification of Dindigul, as well 
as from its natural ftrength, the fervice was fo vigorouf- 
ly profecuted, that by dint of perfeverance and extreme 
fatigue, all the ordnance of the detachment opened 
againft the walls- dn the morning of the 20th, from bat¬ 
teries that had been ere£led to the northward of the 
Pettah, within five hundred yards'of the bill. 
zures, however, that had been opened for two? guns 
on the 21ft would, not bear on the breach, yet, although 
there was an imeeffant fire kept by the few?!: upon the 
parapet,, it was taken dowm^ and by ten o’clock, the 

L 2. whole 
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whole of the heavy cannon had their proper direftion. 

Two additional iron eighteen pounders .now ar¬ 
rived under ,the efcort of Lieutenant John Taylor, 
with fpme European artillery from Carrore; and the 
cannonade which lafted for two days, though anfwered 
by the fort, with confiderable effeft, made a breach of 
fome extent in that part of the work which was vifible 
to the beliegers; but, as the nature of the hill concealed 
about fix feet in height from the foundation of the wall, 
fo much of it remained intirc. Several circumftances 

o 

at this time induced Lieutenant Colonel Stuart to 
determine on a ftorm, of which he direfted that Major 
Skelly fhould take the lead. 

A feijeant and twelve, fupported by Lieutenant Evans, 
with thirty men, in equal proportions from the grena¬ 
diers of the 52d regiment, from the light infantry of that 
coips, and from the fourth European coaft regiment, 
compofed the forlorn hope. After this divifion, the 
European flank companies, together with the 2d and 
22d Coaft battalions, advanced in fucceflion. The on- 
fet was refolute and fieree. The reception was deter¬ 
minate and bloody. Attack fucceeded attack with 
frefli and redoubled fury; but the Killedar inured to 

danger. 
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danger, and not to be furpaffcd in valour, headed his 
beft troops at the breach, which was further defended 
by mufquetry from a turrett at one extremity, and from 
the flank of a baftion at the other, neither of which de¬ 
fences had been hurt; a number of pikemen too flood 
ready fo pufh down whofoever obtained the top of the 
wall. Animated by the example of their leader, again 
and again, the aflailants repeated their efforts; yet the 
defperate refiflance of the garrifon fupported by various 
advantages from nature and art, rendered it neceflary to 
abandon the defign of carrying Dindigul by ftorm, for 
a time. The party confequently foiled, remained in 
the ditch of the lower fort, leaving the gallant Maho- 
medan in pofleflion of his fhattered yet well defended 
ramparts. 

Towards ten o’clock. Major Skelly judicioufly di- 
re61ed that Captain Oram who had the immediate 
command of* the native troops fhould advance feme 
companies up the hill. The ready execution of this 
order prevented the enemy from ftrengthening the 
defences at the breach by keeping up a conflant and 
well direfted fire during the night. About four 
o’clock in the morning, this party was withdrawn, and

countries. After a careful concealment of all grain and 
other valuable articles in pits dug into the earth, they 
abandoned their houfes removing at the fame time 
their cattle of whatfoever defcription, yet t:he fertility 
of the foil and the dexterity of the natives in fcarch- 
ing, rendered it impoflible to prevent the invaders 
from procuring coiifiderable fupplies. In traverfmg 
thefe didrifts. Captain Wahab experienced but little

After fome neceflary arrangements had been adjufted 
the detachment that had reduced Dindigul marched 
againft Palligautcherry by the route of Daraporam (2).

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Stuart with the flank companies of the 71ft and 72d 
regiments, with eight companies of the 14th battalion of 
native infantry, and with four battering pieces of can¬ 
non, eighteen pounders. The other two companies 
of Captain Wahab’s battalion had been ftationed at 
Warridre and Madoogery under Enfign Shaw, on 
purpofe to protefl the cattle of the army whilft graz¬ 
ing, and, as thefe feveral detachments had confiderably 
weakened the line, it was judged advifable to continue 
Enfign Shaw on that fervice f6r a time. Kistna and 
Prumaul, two of the enemy’s fpies, who had been tak¬ 
en on the former attempt againft Palligautcherry, at- 
tended this force; their lives haying been forfeited, it 
was natural to fuppofe that they would endeavour to 
redeem them by fome eflential difcovery. 

The batteries opened againft Palligautcherry on the 
morning of the 21ft September, with fuch juft aim and 
fcientific effeft, that the guns of the fort had not only 
been filenced, but before night a praflicable breach was 
reported ( 2 ). Lieutenant Colonel Stuart had by this

filence which prevailed that the garrifon had evacuated 
the foru They repeatedly called aloud, but no one 


** opportunity, and inftantly went down with oife of the grenadier connpanica cf the zd bat> 
** tat.on of fepoy*, and took poireilion not only of the high part of the glacis and gateway, 
but alfo of the circular woik. Major Skellv Ibllowcd in a few minuter wiiii ihice more 
** grenadier companies of fepoyt, and half a company of the jrd rej^initnt: the other 
•* half tha' was at work foon followed. The c-)mpany of the ad battalion was oilcovered and 
•• fired on frem the fort; but retu*'ned the fire, and kept their ground with great (leadinefs 
" till the rcA of the party came up and enabled them to maintain the lodgement. Lieutenant 
*' Macicenzte with the pioneerr and working parties, with gabions and tafcincs alfo came 
•* up from the eaft battery, and in the face of an iitcrfiitni fire of mufq tctry and frequent dif- 
** charges from a gun on a baAion immediately oppoitte, foon converted the top bf tUe glacis 
** into a parapet, clofed op the gateway and the gorge of the circular work fix feet high, 
** made a platform of the gate, and in four hours, by midnight, aa eighteen pounder was 
*< firing from the gateway, as througli the jport hole of a Asip, laying open the breach, and 
** from end to end raking the fert. The four mortars were alfo brought down and chucked 
the Aiells over with inevitablo effort. The fire of our murquecry from the glacis and the 
** circular work at length overcame that of the enemy, and at three o’clock in the tttorntng, 
** juA as the gorge of the acircuUr work was ready to receive two more eighteen pounders 
** whuch Major Moorbhouse had ordered for the eaA battery; we unexptrtedly heard a 
** naan cry oat Coule, and delired to treat. 'j'he terms cf prou-rtion from the Narrs, fccurity 
** to psribns and property gframed.—-Our men wero admitted into the covert-way, and in the 
•* morning the garrifoa affifted us to get the plank over the ditch, which bad fsrved them as a 
*' bridge, and had been thrown down in the afternoon, on withdrawing tlteir parties from the 
*' covertway. At fix m the morning the companies of grenadier Sepoys, who had behaved 
•* fo Aeadily during the nrght, marched over this bridge in grea.t triumph and with Aill more 
** eafe, marched into the body of the p^e through the breach. W^n the troops entered 
** the fort, tbeKiUrdsfr Jismevn Khwn, » Pitan, was feated in Us Durbar, in great A.ite,

** of reputation in Tirpoe’a Army. His garrifon, he fays, cunfiAed of 4.C0 fighting men, and 
** aoA Pi<nieess« bte ktey wero not £> bravo as h« could-have wiihed them; he lays, be had fix 
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made anfwer. Captain Oram’s .voice .was however

heard at a battery where Captain Wahab was then on 
duty. That OfBcer immediately advanced with the 
grenadier coitipany of the 2d Coaft battalion and topk 
pofCefrion of the glacis, barrier, and of a high circular 
outwork which commanded the other defences in this 
quarter. Major Skelly, field officer on duty, to whom 
Captain Oram had Tent early information of thefe 
tranfa£tions inflantly arrived, and on examining the pods 
that had been obtained, he determined to maintain 

i 

the lodgement, and direcled that three companies of 
fepoys, and one of the 5 2d regiment, fhould immedi¬ 
ately be called for that purpofe. 

The fort, which by this time had taken the alarm, 
kept up ^ -brifk fire, but the fepoy grenadier company 
maintained their ground with much fteadinefs until 


** or eight killed, aad eight or ten wonnded, but his killed mod have been confiderably more, 
** as we found feveral dead bodies on the ramparts, and in dideit-nt places, of ivhom he did not 
*• know. Our lofs during the the fiege is only one Serjeant, and two Sepoys, ki led in the 
trenches by cannon (hot; and Enngn Macmillan, ot the 5zd regiment, three privates 
** of that regiment, and three Sepoys wounded Jail night, but none of them dangeroufly. 
The fort is quadrangular, a fmall but neat place; none of the faces 200 yards in length 
the tampart, berm, ditch and covertway, all remarkably good And broad, particularly the 
** ditch which is aUo very deep, and-without the afliftance of the garrifon would have ceft 
** us both time and trouble to pafs. The fort is wretchedly provided with guns and military 
(tores, and has nothing in it of any value, except aoo,ooo mufleet bullets, and provtfions for 
1000 men for two Months. Among fume of the Killedar*s papers, delivered over with 
** the public accounts, is a letter from Tirroo ordering him,.to make MuiTelmen of all 
■* the Nairs and Iniidels in this diftri£t, which has the following empbatical concluGon. In 
** Aiort, you arc by every exertion of judgemeut and policy, whether by violence or by 
confent, to make a Moflfulman of every infidel in your wftrm.V— Periodical Publications of 
..the time. 
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'the arrival of the reinforcement enabled them to fecure 
the lodgement. Enfign Macpherson of the 5 2d regi¬ 
ment, who a6led as an aflfiftant engineer, having 
brought up the workmen, in a few hours converted the 
gateway into an embrafurc from which an eighteen 
pounder* raked the fort with irrcfiftible effe6l. By three 
o’clock in the morning, two other guns of the fame 
calibre were ready to open from the gorge of the cir¬ 
cular work, but the enemy intimidated further by a 
conftant difcharge of fhells from four mortars and by 
vollies of mufquetry, requefted permilFion to furren- 
der(i). Terms nearly fimilar to thofe allowed to the 
garrifon of Dindigul were granted on this occafion,' and 
poflellion was taken of Palligautcherry early in the 
morning. Here, a confiderable quantity of grain, 
and other articles fell to the captors. It was dire6led 
that all the Iron battering guns fhould remain in the 
fort. The 2d and 2 2d Coaft battalions were ordered 
for its garrifon; and, as capacity for the arrangement

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of the fupplies that miift be drawn from the PaHtgatit- 
cherry diftri6l was not lefs neceffary than experience 
and military talents. The command was h^ftowedf on 
Captain Wahab. 

Whilft the fucceisful and meritorious exertions of 
Lieutenant Colonel >&tuart, of Lieutenant# Colonel 
Oldham, and of Major Skelly, deprived the Sultaum 
of the territory which had until now remained in his pof- 
feffion in the low countries to the fouthward of the Be- 
vaneeand Cauvery rivers (i), the detachments that Sa- 
HiD Sahib advanced to ravage the country in his front 
met with perpetual rebuffs. Of thefe, the mofl: confidera- 
ble were oppofed by Lieutenant Colonel Floyd, by 
Major Appleck, and by Lieutenant Baillie, all of his 
Majefty's 19th light dragoons, on occafion? diftitift, 
both as to- time and fituation. 


Oh the ir6th of AuguJfl, Lieutenant Colonel Floyd 
with a corporal and fix dragoons fet out from his en- 
eswnpment at Shawore towards a troop that had* been 
fent on detachment in courfe of the foregoing day, un-

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der Lieutenauit Huddlkstone. On tlie Colonel’s arri- 
val iit.Oucarrp, he haid intelligence that: a body of the 
enemy’s ijorfe plundered the country, and advanced to 
attack tlie d-ctachment. With twelve lile from the troop 
and his own original efcort, LieutencUit Colonel Floyd 
proceeded in qucfl of this enemy, he difeovered their 
adyance within one hundred yards of the village of Ou- 
carro, and by an immediate and refoiute charge, he 
put the whole body of tlie enemy to flight. Subadar 
Cawder Beg with Mahomed I^oossein, of Barley’s 
regiment, particularly diftinguifhed themfelves by their 
gallantry on this occalion (2), 

Four days after this fkirmifh, Major Affleck having 
under his command two troops of dragoons, and an 
equal number from Barley’s regiment, liad been 
abroad to fcour the country', and to avenge whatever 
injuries had been done to the inhabitants. The par¬ 
ty had advanced but an inconfiderable diftance when 
it fell in with a large body of the enemy’s horfe whom

they inftantly attacked with fpirit and fuccefs.(i). The 
fugitives that efcaped were indebted for fafety to their 
ufual habit of flying in all 4 ire 6 iions. Upwards of for¬ 
ty \\ ere cut to pieces, but as their horfes were trained to 
pufh for camp on the fall of their riders, twenty only 
could be caught. 

Not many days after this Ikirmifh, Lieutenant Hud¬ 
dleston e whilfl: he reconnoitred in front of the en- 

€ 

campment,. fell unexpe6ledly on a confiderable body 
of Sahid Sahib’s horfe that lurked on the fouthern 
banks of the Bevanee river. Thefe he immediately 
attacked and repulfed, but fupported by a body ftill 
larger, they faced about, and attempted not only to 
furround the troop, but threatened to cut of its retreat. 
In the mean time, news of thefe untoward circumftan- 
ces had reached the encampment. The picquets which 
confifted of one troop of the 19th light dragoons and 
two of native cavalry under the command of Lieute¬ 
nant Baillie, ruflied on to the relief of Lieutenant 
Huddlestone, they cut in amongft a large body of the 
enemy’s horfe and put them to the route; they drove the

ando’apid, and, having completely elfefted their defign, 
both parties returned in fafety to camp. 

Whilft the cavalry were engaged in thefe Ikirmifhes 
againft Sahid Sahib’s divifion. Lieutenant Colonel 
Oldham and Major Younge were employed on the 
important fervice of filling the Magazine at Erroad (i). 
In order to benefit further by the exertions ai}d expe¬ 
rience of Colonel Oldham, in this capacity, hehadin-

adjacent diftri6ls could afford, and, at the fame time, to 
fend a detachment confifting of the 5th and 35th batta¬ 
lions of native infantry, with one eighteen, two twelve, 
and two fix pounders, under Major Cuppage, to Allicoo- 
ly, to co-operate with the cavalry in the redu£lion of 
S^ttimungulum and Demiacottah (i)* The 16th bat¬ 
talion of native infantry had been alfo ordered to 
the fame place a few days previous to the march of this 
detachment. Thefe three battalions, the 19th light dra¬ 
goons, the 2d and 5th regiment of native cavalry, 
with all the artillery of this corps, croffed the Beva- 
nee on the 26th of Auguft under the command of 
Lieutenant Colonel Floyd. Sattimungulum was im¬ 
mediately fummoned to furrender, but the Killedar

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hefitatecl on the meafures that he ought to adopt. 
In the mean time. Captain Stewart, who had been 
Pent with his battalion in advance, difcavered that the 
troops on guard at one of the gates had abandoned 
their poft. Of this circumftance he neglefted not for 
a moment to take advanta^je. He ruQied into the 
body of the work, and by this fudden and judicious 
movement he obtained poffeflion of the fort without 
lofs of blood. 

Although the troops in the field had hitherto fub- 
lifted, in a confiderable degree, at the expenfe of the 
enemy. Inch were the exertions of the refpe6live com¬ 
manders, that grain had been collected in the feveral 
Magazines, fufficient for upwards of one year’s con- 
fumption; the draught and carriage cattle of the 
army, from the rich verdure that covered the whole 
face of the country, had completely got the better 
of their fatigue; and, the cavalry horfes, fattened with 
luxuriant choulum, reje6led all grain and enriched 
the contra6lors. 

To account for the high ftate of cultivation at which 
Coimbatore had arrived will be found a lefs arduous than 
intereftincT talk. The mountains called Ghauts, whiift

they deeply indent the plains at feveral diftinft points^ 
do not terminate, but, in their range they frequently 
advance and recede without any break or dimunition 
of height: confequently, they give rife to an incredi¬ 
ble number of ftreams. The Cauvery, the Bevany^ 
and the Noel rivers, too; from their interfeftion of the 
country in fo many different direftions; from the va¬ 
rious branches that are forced out of them into fe- 
parate and diftin6l cliannels, as well as from the fup- 
ply of water that they receive from a double monfoon, 
contribute in a high degree to the fertility of the foil, 
and, though the religious tenets of the Bramins have a 
ftrong tendency to forward cultivation, the moral and 
political doarines of that fefl; are not lefs calculated to 
encourage agriculture.. 

Quiet, fober, diligent, and abflemious, though corrupt 

I 

as yce can make him with refpe^l to fome other duties, 
the Hindoo ryut more then compenfates for the want 
of that arrive induftry which chara£lcrifes the chriftian 
hufbandman, by a degree of patient perfeverance un¬ 
known amongfl the inhabitants of other countries; 
accuftomed through every flagc of life to bend his body 
or^to fquat upon the ground, he readily becomes an 

excellent 
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excellent cultivator of the earth, and, from t]ie minute 
attention with which he regards whatfoever is the objccSi: 
of his purfuit, no weed is fo trifling as to. efcape his ob- 
fervation, no tendril fo concealed as to avoid his re- 
fearch. The land, too, as if grateful for fuch ex¬ 
traordinary attention, yields a return beyond any equal 
{pace on the furface of this globe. Without any manure 
whatfoever, and folely dependant on water to fertilize 
the foil, Hindoflan, in general, produces two, three, and 
fometimes four harvefts (i). Tanjore annually produc¬ 
es five, nay fix fucceffive crops have been reaped in 
that country. But, though fafeinated beyond all mca- 
fure by thefe bewitching feenes, by thefe choice gifts of 
nature and of induftry, ftill, as the defeription of them 
is in fome degree foreign to the prefent defign, it 
mufl give way to the continuation of military opera¬ 
tions. 

With what anxiety and concern the Sultaun be¬ 
held his moft valuable and productive territories, thus

** variety of fpecies, the foil is fp fertile in fome places, that a fingle grain of rice will yield

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wrefted out of his pofTeffion, can be better conceived 
than conveyed by any communication of thought. 
The fall of Sattimungulum having deprived him of all 
accefs toX^oimbatore butby the ford of Poongar, heboid- 
ly determined to defeend the ghauts, at the Guzzlehatty 
pafs, and to try his fortune on the plains before that ford 
Ihoud be alfo occupied. Widely dilferent was the army 
that he aJembled for this purpofe and reviewed in the 
beginning of Auguft at Scringapatam from that with 
which he invaded Travancore in the foregoing Decem¬ 
ber. Yet, the difference 'was flill more 'wude between 
tlie corps that he had now to encounter and his antago- 
nifts on the former occafion. However, in expecta¬ 
tion of bringing about by ftratagem and fineffe, what he 
was unable to accomplifh by force of arms, he put his 
troops in motion as foon as he had fatisfied himfelf 

t 

with their equipment. 

Until this period of the war none of frhofe calami¬ 
ties that invariably tarnifh Mahomedan invafions had 
extended their baneful influence to the low countries. 
Conqueft was not dilgraced with murder or rapine. 
Whatfoever tended to bring diferedit on the cauJfe 
met with condign punifhment. Humanity, the conftant 

attendant 
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attendant on Proteftant armies, circulated with free 
fcope. Mercy and mildnefs foftened the liardQiips 
that the necellity of the times had inijifted upon the 
people; they cherifhed the peaceful hulliandman that 
could not be completely protefted, and clofely accom¬ 
panying the anxious and watchful care with which the 
new fubjefts had been treated, they convinced them 
that nothing neceflary to their happinefs fhould fuf- 
fcr the moft diflant negle£l(i)*.

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CHAPTER THE THIRD. 

T he torFents of abufe that have been poured forth 
by popular orators againft their countrymen in the 
eaft, to anfwer certain political purpofes, can never be 
ftemmed whilft learned writers, through mere declama¬ 
tion, contribute to imprefs on the minds of the public 

vague ideas of opprellions, extortions, and other viola- 

O tions 
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tions of.good order unneceflarily committed on the 

f 

harmlefs Hindoos/’ — “ Happy would it be”, fays a 
learned profeiTor, " if any of the four European nations 

t 

" who have, fuccelTively, acquired extenfive territories 
" and power in India, could altogether vindicate itfclf 
" from having a6led in this manner,” As fleams that 
find vent from alembicks catch fire at the approach of 
a light, and endanger tlie adjacent vats, fo do thefe 
mifchievous allegations arreft difpofitions prone to hu¬ 
manity and poifon the rpinds of the people. Like me- 
phitick fwmes, that colle£l on water-butts in the holds 
of fhips, they do no hurt whilfl in confinement; but the 
iqoment that the bung is flarted, the mariner muft look 
to his <^dle. 

How far other European nations can acquit them- 
felves of thefe cruel infinuations, however neceffary 
for them to declare, is wide from the fubje6l of the pre- 
fent enquiry; all that is now intended, is to affirm 
with confidence, that although in the transfer of exten¬ 
five dominions from one people to another by con- 
queft, it is impoffible that many individuals, particular¬ 
ly amongfi: the principal families, fliould not fuffer 
hardlhips; yet, no great revolutions were ever fo ftrong- 
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ly marked by humanity and general benevplence as 
thofe effected by the Britifh nation in India. 

When^ crimes of fuch deep hue come to light the 


perpetrators of them, muft, at all times, be branded in 
civilifed fociety with a ftamp of infamy; confequently, 
allegatijDns of that tendency, ought never to obtain be- 
. lief until every prepoITeffion has been minutely fifted ; 
until every tendril of prejudice has been eradicated; 
until truth has been traced through every pofTible fibre; 
and until proof and convi6lion. have been fubftantiated 
be)’ond the poffibility of error. Indire6f infmuations 
of barbarity always wound more deeply than fpecifick 
attacks, becaufe, their poignancy being artfully con¬ 
cealed, they evade all detection, and readily impofe 
on the humane malicious prefumptions for pofitive 
proofs. It-is nqt whether the natives of Hindoftan 
enjoy more comfort under the Britifh Government, than 
they did before their country had been vifited by ftran- 
gers of the Muffelman perfuafion, that can here deter¬ 
mine. The point at ilTue is, whither their fufferings have 
been increafed or diminifhed by the introduftion of 
Chriftians into India; and, whither the principles and 
praftice of a Mahomedan or Chriftian Government, 

O 2 on 
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on a candid comparative view, are bell; calculated to 
render the Aborigines happy. 

If a greater progrefs in fciencifick knowledge and 
civilifation; if perfe 61 ; toleration in religion however 
diflbnant from reafon and nature; if a certainty that 
their burdens have not been increafed by their, prefent 
rulers; and, if the confideration that it is not Hindoos, 
but the followers of Mahomed, that have fullered by 
the conqueds of the Chriftians, can alFill in fixing a juft 
criterion for decinon, ^there can be little room to 
hefitate. 

Britifh declaimers againft their countrymen in India, 
will find it dilficult to produce one inftance of cruelty 
in the Eall, that does not owe its invention, either to 
the Aborigines themfelves or to their Mahomedan con¬ 
querors. They will find it difficult to prove, that a Bri¬ 
ton has been at all privy to thefe barbarities, or that he 
has introduced others in their ftcad. 

At the puniftiments that Hindoos infli^l: on their de¬ 
linquents, the moft hardened chriftian would fhudder; 
and at the inhuman villanies that they commit under 
the cloak of religion, his very hair would ftand on end. 

A delpot that fews up inferiors in raw-hides, on the 

fuppofition 
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fuppofition of offence, is not known among chriftiang* 
It is mot to Britain that India is indebted for the inven¬ 
tion of pipchingwith cloven bamboos the extremeties 
of the human frame; neither was the praflice of bury¬ 
ing a delinquent to the chin in an eretd poflure, and of 
tantalizing with his cravings, by expofing food and wa; 
ter at a fhort diftance, imported into India by Britons; 
ftill more dcteflable to that people, mufl; appear the 
abominable and cruel wretch, that deprives his father 
of exilfcnce, as fjon as he onjLlives the power of felf- 
maintenance, although the a6l from its frequency, at¬ 
tracts not the lead fymptom of compaffion among the 
“ harinlcfs Hindoos.” 

From whatfoever delufion thefe iinjufl declamations 
prevail, it is a notorious fact, that one uniform atten¬ 
tion to the diclate^ of humanity has invariably marked 
the footfleps of Britons, and the progrefs of their arms, 
from a Clive to a Cornwallis; and, thofe who have 
ferved in ftations of refponfibility are not to be told, 
that the fatigues of their appointment are confiderably 
encreafed by the vigilence neceffary to prevent the na¬ 
tives from cruelly abufing each other. 

After a reftdence of many years in India, Mr. Hol- 

WELL 
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WELL fays, that the Gentoos, in general, are as degene¬ 
rate, crafty, fuperflitioUvS, litigious, and wicked a peo¬ 
ple, as any race of beings in the known world, if not 
eminently more fo; and, in a letter from Colonel 
Harris to Captain Parr, whilfl in command of an 
out ftation in the Coimbatore diftri^i, are the follow- 
ing words “ As the natives holding a truft or ap- 
pointment are often impreffed with fentiments which 
‘‘ lead them to pra61:ices highly unjuftifiable. General 
“ Medows places implicit confidence in your zeal and

Inftanccs out of number, might be adduced in confirmation of the text. During the RohiL 
w.:r, ample proie^ion, afforded to the natives by the 6ri.ifh troops under Colonel Cham« 
rioN. availed them nothing. The inftant the army advanced SujAH*UL DowtA ravaged the 
Ct unt-y, plundered the inhabitants, cruelly abufed their petfons, and after rubbing them of alt 
tlieii jewels and other valuables, he fet their villages on fire. 
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ing a man of fair repute; but, a (incere wifh to do away 

any part of that odium, which is fo freely, wantonly, 

and unjuflly laviftied in the fpeeches and writings of

learned men, is offered in apology for a digreUion, 

which may be clofed with this remark, that it would 

be commendable in orators and authors, to meafurc 

.their aflertions by the left of eftablifhed fa61;s, and not 

by the unfounded afperfions of individuals foured into 

abufe by difappointment or difeontent* 

The defeent of the Sultaun into the Coimbatore 

diftii6l was fo fudden, fo filent, and fo fkilful in all 

refpe6ls, that it inftantly occafioned a very material 

change in the general arpe£l of affairs. It laid open 

prorpe6is that threatened with difaflrous calamity the 

intcrefts of Great Britain throughout the Carnatic. 

In a jufl balance^it appeared, for a time, not only to 

render the war, at the beft, tedious; but, evidently to 

outweigh all former fucceffes. It was a touchftone to 

IBritifh prowefs. 

That an enemy not fhort of forty thoufand fighting 
men accompanied by double the number of followers, 
provided with an immenfe train of artillery, and fup- 
plyed with a confiderable ftock of provifions, Ihould 

defeend 
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defcend.the ghauts at Guzzlehatty undifcovered, muft 
appear truly ftrange, to fuch as are at all acquainted with 
the nature qf that pafs, and with the fituation of th^ 

f 

detachment in advance. But that they Ihould have 
croffed the Revany river, without any intimation of 
their approach, mull: have llruck the General as the 
leafl; probable of all improbable events. Of this pi£lure 
whatfoever is mafterly appertains to the Sultaun; 
and, until the difcipline and valour of the troops are 
brought into view, the patriot that attempts to paint 
the fcencs in their true colours, muft for ever wilh the 
flrft features veiled under a deep Qiade or thrown into 
a diftlnt back-groud. 

At two o’clock in the morning of the 13 th Septem¬ 
ber, Captain Child having under his command the 
^picquet of his Majefty’s 19 th light dragoons, and thofc 
of the 2 d and 5 th regiments of native cavalry, was or¬ 
dered to reconnoitre the country as far as the ford at 
Poongar, fome miles diftant from the encampment. A 
few hours afterwards the 5 th regiment of native caval¬ 
ry under the command of Major Darley, was alfo or¬ 
dered to advance halfway to Poongar to fupport the 
picquets if neceffary, feveral large parties of the enemy 

had 
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had by this time crofled the Bevanec, and towards 
break of day. Captain Child difeovered a formidable 
body of hprfe at a very inconfiderable dift-GncCr This 
was net a time to hefitate. An immediate and judicious 
charge fccured to the picquets a fafe and unmolefted 
retreat. , 

Two roads lead from Sattimungulum to Poongar, one 
winds with the river, the courfe of the other is in a 
more dire6l line. The former was taken by Captain 
Child, but as Major Darley had no intimation there¬ 
of he followed the latter, and therefore did not fall in 
witli the Picquets. The country through which thefe di- 
vifions had to pafs is in a very high ftate of cultiva¬ 
tion, and, being almoft wholly laid out in enclofures of 
from one to two hundred feet fquare, bound by a clofe 
milk hedge, the rajige of the eye is very confined. 

Tlie regiment had advanced but a few miles when 
about two hundred of the enemy's horfe were obfer- 
ved at a fmall diftance. A difpofition was rapidly 
made for attack and purfuit. From the nature of the 
country it became necefTary to form into two divifions ; 
the one on the right was commanded by Lieutenant 
Wilson, the other by Major Darley ; both advanced 

P to 
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to the charge, came up with the enerriy, and put them 
to flight. The fugitiv^es being moftly difmounted by 
the onfet, or'flain by the fword or carbine, few efcaped^. 
except fuch as concealed themfelves among the bufhes, 
whilft our lofs was trifling. Large bodies of horfe now 
appeared advancing from different dire£lions; Major 
DArley therefore judicioufly determined to take port 
on a height in his rear, where both flanks would be co¬ 
vered by a flrong hedge. 

Having difpatched a well mounted European Serjeant 
to Colonel Floyd with intelligence, the Major ordered 
a fquadron to cover whilft the remainder of his corps 
pafled a narrow defile to obtain the pofttion which he 
intended to occupy. The fquadron flood firm, and 
repulfing by the lire of their carbines a large body 
that threatened the regiment, the whole paffed the c"e- 
file in fafety. Major Darley now formed his men on 
the gYoiirid that he determined to difpute; and although 
riieir Virgin Swords were oppofed to ten times their 
ntimbers, he had the fatisfaftion td witnefs the adroit- 
nefs df field day evolution, as well as 'the difcOmfi- 
ttffe of the Enemy.

The a4vantage that .difcipliqe has ov.et the,bravery 
of ijidiylduajs and the power of disjointed multitudes, 
lieyer appeared more conlpicuoMS t:har> on this occa- 
A corps of cavalry not exceeding three hun¬ 
dred in number, remained unbroken and unmoyed in 
Xlof face of from fix to feven thoufand horfemen, equal- 
4 y armed^ and as individuals nothing inferior in perfon'al 
.courage, Variotis movements were now made by the 
Myforean horfe in order to induce Major Dailey to 
waiter his -pofition; a fmart fire was kept up on dif¬ 
ferent p?irts of his regiment; nay, many Sirdars of the 
Sultaun’s .army .in order to encourage their main body 
]to advance, charged our Officers and perifhed in the at¬ 
tempt, Several, however, from their amazing dexterity 
in the management of their horfes had the good fortune 
.to efcape:unhurt, ^ 

Under thefe ciccumftances it is impofiible to afeer- 
tain tbc ,e;xaft lapfe of time. In all probability, 
upwards of three quarters of an hour had pafled, 
before the 3 d regiment of native cavalry, command- 
icd by Major Stevenson was announced in the rear. 
The junflion was at a period critical indeed, for it inti¬ 
mated that on this day the cavalry of the‘ King and 

P 2 Com- 
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•Company fhould prevail decidedly over thofe of the 
Sultaun. At a fhort conference the two Majors de¬ 
termined that no time fhould be loft in charging the 
enemy; but, as Barley’s had already undergone much 
fatigue, it was propofed by Major Stevenson that his 
regiment fhould lead the attack. The picquets under 
Captain Child on their retreat to camp, attra£led by 
the found of the mufquetry now approached the field 

ff 

of a6fion. Colonel Floyd was alfo fecn at no great 
diftance with the 19th light dragoons. 

The enemy obferving fo many parties haftening to 
the fupport of their opponents, and confcious of the 
ill fuccefs they had already experienced againft this 
fmall body, gave up the conteft. Confequently they 
began to move off; ftill, however, they preferved order. 
Our cavalry advanced with Ipirit; came up with the fu¬ 
gitives, and purfued them with confiderable flaughter. 
Two troops of the King’s dragoons had got into an en- 
clofure in which there was a large body of the SuL- 
taun’s horfe without any paffage for efcape except that 
by which both parties had entered. In thefe troops 
there were feveral men that had feverely fuffered in cap¬ 
tivity after the late war; and, as they had it how in their 

power 
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power to fatiate their refentment, the opportunity was 
not neglefted. The enemy made bold reliftance; yet 
the conteft was foon decided by the nervous arm of the 
Britifh dragoon. A ftandard of Mahomed graced the 
viftory, and with it upwards of live hundred brave 
Muffelipen with moft of their horfes, were for ever loft 
*to their prince, whilft our fufferings were confined to a 
few flelh wounds. 

For Ibme days previous to this a6lion, rumours of the 
Sultaun’s defeent into the Coimbatore country, by the 
Guzzlehatty pafs, had circulated through the detacli>- 
ment. An immenfe cloud of dull that rapidly approach¬ 
ed the cavalry now confirmed thefe reports beyond a 
pofiibility of doubt. Indeed, it was too evident that great 
part of his infantry had even palled the river. It was 
therefore jugded proper to form a junction with the line^ 
which had been already drawn up in order of battle upon 
a rifing ground in front of the encampment. The cap¬ 
tured Horfes being fecured, this meafure was put into ef- 
fefl: without any lofs of time. 

In order to form a juft conception of the conteft at Sat- 
timungulum, it may be necefiary to convey feme idea of 
the grotmd on which the detachment was encamped, of 

the 
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the adjacent river, and of the country in its i^^houTr* 
hood. The fort of Sattimungulum, is fituated in a. plain 
on the Northern bank of the Bevanee, at the bottom of 
the mountains. From this fort a road about fifteen miles in 
length leads through the Guzxlehatty pafs into the kingdom 
of My fore. An inflexion of (the river near to th^ ground 
of encampment, confined the motions of the detachment 
either to the front of the enemy, or to the road that leads 
:to Coimbatore; and on the left there -was a rock, the 
-ground near to which had a craggy, rugged, and uneven 
hirface. 

About nine o’clock in the morning, three guns that 
had been brought down to the oppdfite bailk of the ri¬ 
ver, opened upon our grand guard, which was imme¬ 
diately ordered to join the line. The Sultaun by this 
meafure, cxpefled to attrafl the attention of the detach- 
^ment Whilft his main body moved to attack our left in 
a quite different direftion. A general difpofition was 
now made to refift the advance of the enemy. The ca¬ 
valry were polled with their rear towards the rodk already 
deferibed; the Infantry cjftending the* line to the right of 
^the Cavalry, prefented a-firm'front to the ’Sult aun ; and, 
the baggage of the detachment under the proteflion Of 

jFour 
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l&ur troops of the 2 d re^ment commanded by Major 
pAt'figR, was with the Surgeons difefted to take poft be¬ 
hind the rock, and amongft the Clones. 

From the cldfencfs of the hedges with which that coun¬ 
try aboundsy . the enemy brought fix pieces of cannon to 
play on# the line, without any intimation of their ap- 
• proachj until it was conveyed from their own mouths. 
The ordnance of our detachment' made immediate an- 
fwer; but as the quantity" of ammunition would admit 
of no wafle ; and as there was much realbn to cxpefl a 
kngth of ferious and clofe a£lion, it was judged expedi¬ 
ent not to contend with this enemy in wliat has been al¬ 
ways confidered his forte a- diftant cannonade. Unmo- 
lefted therefore by Colonel Dr are,, he rapidly brought 
more guns into play> and from the iemickcular fituation 
in which he placed*them, it was evident that he was ta¬ 
king meafiires to furround the detachment. Various 
movements now became nccefrary to prevent die enemy 
from getting the range of our line. 

Before two o’clock fifteen pieces of cannon remarkably 
well ferved did much execution. The cannonade feem- 
cd' .principally direSed againft the 36 th regiment, and 
many brave fellows of that corps were either feverely 

wounded 
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wounded or killed on the fpot; Nor did the I^ativc in- 
hintry come oi¥ unhurt. It is impoflible to afcertain the 
exa^l number that fell on this occafion; but, ns the ope¬ 
rations of the detachment were confined to a very (mail 
fpace of ground; as upwards of two hundred men were 
feverely wounded during the day; and, as in a cannonade 
the proportion of the flain to the wounded, is much grea¬ 
ter tha^ in mufquetry, the lofs mull have been very con- 
fiderable. 

The Muflelmen like the Grecians are averfe to warfare 
at night; experience had taught them that the exertions 
of Britons are clogged by no prejudices; and, to the dread 
of the bayonet alone mull be attributed the retreat of the 
Sultaun with the fun. Relinquilhing at once all the ad- 
vant^es that he obtained during the day, he withdrew 
r his guns towards Poongar, and difeovered his motions by 
the hollow found of the Nagger. 

Our infantry lay on their arms; our cavalry at the 
heads of their horfes; the night was exceeding dark, and 
^copious fhowers of rain poured from the heavens when 
at a council of war, held about twelve o’clock, it was 
4 ietermined to move towards Coimbatore without baggage 
<pr followers. 


At 
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At this Council a different opinion was manfully 
fupported. It was propofed that the cavalry fhould 
join Gen^l Medows with all poffible expedition, and 
that the* infantry fhould wait the arrival of the Army 
in thfe fort of Sattimungulum. It was argued that the 
furrendef of that fort would abandon a link that miift 
endanger the whole chain, and thereby fubvert the en¬ 
tire plan of the campaign. This mode of reafoning was 
however over-ruled. Some individual apprised of the 
refolution that had been adopted, direSed a favourite 
fervant to efcape, and hot to attend to the baggage, 
Thcfervzmt told thefecret to his friends! he to another; 
in Qiort it was foon made known to all. A* report of 
this nature never fails to circulate amon^ a people 
kept awake by fear. 

A diligent fearch for artificers in order to repair the 

> • * 

carriages that had been damaged during the day proved 
fruitlefs: very few of them could be found. ' Some Eu¬ 
ropean fbldiers hdwever fupplied the defici^cy, arid di- 
refted by the inventive genius of Brigade-Major Dal¬ 
las, and the experience of die artillery Officers, 
•the whble was rteprirted fervicabfo by one o’clock 
5 ri the mbtning. From an unfortun^ue delay in the

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Avanailiee, near one of the grounds of encampment 
on thjis march, is a well built village, with a fmall 
yet ftately Pagoda, about one hundred and fifty feet in 
height. A'ftaircafe incapable of admitting two men 
abreaft, or even one bulky perfon, winds to its top; and, 
as innumerable fwarms of Batts fly about in every di- 
reftion, the afcent is not lefs olfenfive.than dafigerous 
to the eyefight. A fubftantial wall, twelve feet high, 
furrounds the Pagoda. Three well built fwamy houfes, 
or temples with arched roofs, and doors at one end 
fland, in the enclofure; and, at no confiderable diftance 
fevcral brafs and copper images that had been con¬ 
cealed with much caution were difeovered in a deep 
.cell. Thefe, doubtlefs, in times of peace, occupiedthe 
^temples, aft’d fymbolically reprefented certain attributes 
of the Supreme Being(i), to whom alone Gentoos con- 
fecrate places of worlhip.

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Tn front of this building Hands an obelifk, forty-five 
^et bigh^ on the top of which there is a lamp that is 
only light on certain feftivals. In the fteareft ftrect, 
two unwieldy carriages attrafted the notice of every 
paffenger. Each of them fupported a huge and irregu- 
lar frame of teakwoOd, on which were carved fisiiires 
' of the moft dif^fting appearance,- When the lamp is 
lighted, thefe carriages are put in motion by men and 
bullocks. Bramins and others in the hopes of obtain¬ 
ing remifiion of their fins affift by pulling at the traces, 
and many infatuated females proftrating themfelves be¬ 
fore the-wheels^ meet a death alike certain arjd much 
more terrible than the funeral pile. A clear ft ream that 
empties itfelf into the Noel river feperates the village 
from the fanftuary; butj the communication is ren¬ 
dered eafy by means of a ftrong but inelegant ftone 
bridge. 

From the top of the'Pagoda there is a View that 
can never fail to pleafe;^ the mountains' here, forming 
an immenfe arch. Which flretcRes from the fouth to¬ 
wards the north, of a fudden rife in one grand and 
majeftick wall, that ratriges* at the diftahce of from twen¬ 
ty to thirty miles ; jungles eternally verdant complete- 
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ly over-j^i'eaid the fiirface of thofe mbtihtainsfrbiiEi their 
bale to their fummits, and the plains around as far as 
eye can reach afe fertile in'the extreme(i); Large 
clumps of trees with extefifive fheets of water proteft 


and enrich the country; villages defended by walls, 
hedges and ditches are to be feen itf ^e^elry direftion, 
and however bold the alfertioh, it ft 'hd^^helefs true.

On the march to Avanaflite, Brigade-Major Dallas,

A SKETCH 
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CHAPTER THE FOURTH. 


A LTOUGH the grand army had thus withdrawn 
^ from the Coimbatore country, it docs not appear 
that the primary plan of the campaign had been, as yet, 
altogether laid afide, or that it had even undergone any 
material change, befides tlic union of the centre divifion 
with the main force. The polls occupied in the con¬ 
quered countries were not only continued, but flrcngth- 

ned 
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ned with an addition of troops and of guns(i). TFie 
favorers of the original mode of attack produced many 
arguments in fypport of operations againft the fouthern 
extremity of the enemy s dominions. They reafoned 
thus. 

It was on the diftri£ls of Coimbatore, Erroad, Carore^ 
Diraporam, Pallygautcherry and Dindigul, that the Sul- 
taun had to depend for the principal part of his fupplies- 
both of grain and of forage, and, the degree of cafe 
with which thefe countries are not only prevented 
affording him any alhllance, but abfolutely wrefted out

A foutheni invafion, they infifted, was likewife bet¬ 
ter calculated either to repel the encroachments of the 
Sullaun on the pofteftions of the Company and their 
allies, or to favour our exertions after the junclion 
with the armies of Bombay and Travancore, as the 
operations of the enemy had rendered that meafure ne- 
cclfary. It was faid, too, that “ an invafion by Guzzle- 
“ batty, and the pofteftion of that pafs, allured us an ira- 
“ mediate accefs to the capital of Tippoo's kingdom, 
“ commanding a communication with our new acquifi- 
tions and with the Company’s foulhern provinces. 
“ Befides, as far as tlie fyftem of defending front, flanks, 
and rear, can be extended from the pofltion of an 

army 
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army to the topographical circumftanccs of acountrv, 
it would enable us to fccurethofe territories from any 
eonhderabie irruptions (i).*' Thefe arguments, hov/- 
e\xr, are mere matter of opinion, mere fpccuiations of 
fancy, utterly invalidated by the experience of the eufu- 


ing years. 

From the banks of the Caiiverv, the whole anilv ad- 
vanced on tlie loth, towards Lieutenant Colonel Max¬ 
well, ill the diredion of the Tapoor Pals, marching 
for the moll part on the very road by which the army 
of the Sultaun had proceded but a few days before.— 
Sankcridirgum, the capital of an extenfive diilrid, ap¬ 
peared formidable to a degree on the lecond day’s 
march. Its dihance from the left of the line was 
fcarce two miles. Out of a well cultivated plain of 
confiderable extent, the rock which appears about fix 
hundred )'ards in diameter, and probably fomewhat 
more in height, rifes perpendicular, all around, except 
at a few places where it overhangs it’s bafe, confequent- 
ly it widens towards the top; and although fcarfely ac- 
cellible from nature, it is llrongly fortified, and had 
at that time a numerous and well fupplied garrifon.

Such 
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Such was the high ftate of cultivation at which the 
diflri6ls dependent on this Fort had arrived, that all 
the exertion of the inhabitants aided by a numerous 
army were ’not adequzite to the e{fe6lual concealment 
or fecurity of the grain or cattle. Both were procu¬ 
red in abundance. Whole herds of oxen wandering in 

O 

jungles timongft the haunts of wolves and tigers on the 
tops of the loftieft mountains, difeovered their new re¬ 
treat by their lowings after the more luxuriant pafture 
of the valleys. The perfevering induflry of the native 
troops and followers too, by means of fteel prickers, a!id 
fharp pointed rammers probed the earth, and expofed 
abundance of depofits, notwithHanding the extreme 
caution of the Ryuts in forming deep excavations for 
the fecurity of their hoards. 

Wild and romantic as the Selim \"alley appeared on 
the march of the i2th, few countries of equal dimen- 
fions can compare with it, in real advantages ot pro¬ 
duce, in richnefs of foil, or, as to the beautiful feenery of 
the profpea. The height of the furrounding moun¬ 
tains, notwithftanding their hidden declivity, enables 
the inhabitants of the valley to fill their extenfive rc- 
fervoirs more frequently than falls to the lot ot other 

U fituations; 
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fituations; for, as they range all along the feet of thcr 
mountains, and, as the valley itfelf is of no confiderable 
breadth, they receive fuch an ample fupply of water, 
that the bottom may be flooded<at every foafon of the 
year; confequentiy, fugar-canc, paddy, and choulum, in 
all their different ftages, formed fueli a contraft to the 
rugged jungle and naked rocks that funp^unded them, 
and afforded liich a pleafing relief to the eye that lan¬ 
guage is totally unequal to the defcription.(i). 

Here in a Mud Fort called Wombinellore, fome 
hundred bullocks well loaded and juft ready to ftart^ 
with a confiderable quantity of grain were captured. 
An efcort, probably of the lootykind, were indebted for 
their fafety to the fpeed of their horfes, but, as there is 
reafon to believe that Kumer ul uien Cawn, had 
been left behind by the Sultaun to deftroy what grain 
could not be carried away from this quarter, thefe 
might have been ftable horfe detached from his divi- 
fion* 

Having penetrated feveral defiles which from natural

advantages 
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advantages muft ever admit of eafy defence, the General 
on the 13th reached the lefs pervious pafs of Tapoor, 
and encamped in a cultivated plain, that ^ was barely 
fufficient to contain the army and the ftdres. This 
plain is the bottom of an irregular bafon formed by a 
partial break in a range of hills that run along the 
.eaftern fide of the Barahmahl valley. It is acceflible only 
by the road on which the contending powers marched, 
and, as a narrow pathway, which was all that was 
.made previous to the war, had been widened through 
rocks and amongft trees and jungles, the fatigue that 
the Myforeans muft have undergone before they ac- 
complifhed fo fevere a talk, in fo fhort a time, muft 
have been very confiderable. Near this bottom, there 
is a large piece of water, that receives a Variety of 
rivulets from the furrounding mountains, which it dif- 
charges in one ftream called the Tapoor river. The 
ruggednefs of the country, on either hand, rendered it 
neceftary to raife a road through an arm of tljis re- 
ferv^oir that was from ten to twelve feet in depth, and al¬ 
though tlic entrance from the fouthward has no very 
confiderable afeent, ftill, from its fudden and narrow 
windings, together with its jungly and uneven furface, 

U 2 
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the water is the part of the pafs on this fide that can be 
penetrated with leafl: difficulty. 

The marph of next day was checkered with feenes 
new and mterefting. It commenced by afcending a 
hill of confidcrable height that promifed herculean 
labour when the heavy guns and ftores w^ere taken 
into conlideration. Througout the war no fucli afeent 
again offered to the main army. The length of the 
rife, the fteepnefs of the mountain, and the narrownefs 
of the road feemed to threaten defiance to all exertion. 
The ardour of the troops, the only effe6lual refource 
onfuch occafions, overcame every difficulty; and, about 
noon, the advance guard came to its ground in the Ba- 
rahmahl valley. 

A very fingular occurrence now attrafted general at¬ 
tention. At firfl: it appeared that a few draggling hou- 
fes had been built on the oppofite fide of the valley at 
the bottom of the mountains. By degrees, however, 
this fcene affumed different alpefts; canvafs fprung up; 
feveral flags became vifible; and, the approach of an 
immenfe cloud of dull, evidently befpoke an ar¬ 
mament in motion as well as an encampment on 
fhe rife, Whither this was friend or foe, no indivi¬ 
dual 
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dual could at the time declare. All was conje£lure. 

The, moil obferving men ventured not to form any 

judgement; at lead, they cxprcll'ed nonp for which 
• • 
they could adduce reafonable grounds. All refted in 

fufpcnce. For a full hour, however, canvafs conti» 
nued to rife on both fides. At length, three guns fired 
in our line, on an ill-founded fuppofition, that the 
encampment in fight appertained to the centre army, 
at once apprifed the enemy of his dEinger and’difeo- 
vered to us our miftake. In an inftant his canvafs 
difappeared. His flags were lowered to the ground, 
‘‘ He immediately decamped and haftened up ihe 
ghauts by the Oodeadirgum pafs (1).’* 

E:igerly bent on a junAion with Lieutenant Colonel 
Ivl AX well’s divifion, Major General Me now s ftiii con¬ 
tinued his march toward Coveripatam(2). Although he 
had received early information of Colonel Maxwell’s

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advance into the enemy’s country on the 24th of 
her, near tliree weeks had now clafped without commu¬ 
nication or intercourfe of any kind between the two 
commanders, nor had any tidings whatever of' the centre 
divifion been received in the grand army during that pe¬ 
riod. The nearnefs of the enemy’s principal force, too^ 
added to the anxiety of the General^ and ftrengthehed all 
other grounds of alarm. 

Imprefled with thefe refle<aions^ from Poolamputty, 
the Commander in Chief detached Captain Macalister 
with five fquadrons of cavalry in the direction of Kift- 
naghery, in order to afeertain the exa6l pofition of the 
other army (2). Conducted by that officer, Colonel Max¬ 
well efFedled the much wiflied for junction, on the fol¬ 
lowing d 3 .f* Although greatly inferior in number as 
to infantry, and out of all comparifbn with refpe^t to 
cavalry, watchful^ cautious, and firm, his movements 
tended to provoke rather than to decline an engagement. 
He effedually baffied ,eyer.y iittempt of the Sultaun for

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three fucceffive days, and juftly obtained the approbation 
of his General, in language equally cxpreflive and fincere, 
for conduct, which though ftrongly - marked with man- 
linefs and* fire, was by no means deficient in judge¬ 
ment (3). 

In order to account for the late unexpe<£led appear¬ 
ance of the enemy at Palicode ; to form a clear idea with 
refpe<a to the actual ftrength of the contending armies 
in the neighdourhood of the Barahmahl valley at tins ftage 
of the war; to unite, by juft relation, the operations of 
the centre divifion with tfiofe of Major General ]^e- 
Dows in- one conne<fted chains as well as to enable mi¬ 
litary men when employed on limilar fervices at future pe¬ 
riods to derive fbme benefit from the great experience of 
Lieutenant Colonel Cockerell, it will be neceflary not only 
to detail the progrefs of Colonel Maxwell previous to his 
juneftion with the grand army, but to ftate the equipment 
of his force, and to trace at leaft fome corps of which it 
was compofed to the ftations from whence they were 
originally called forth.

Conformable 
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Conformable to a minute of council in the militay 
department at Fort William (1), the 26th and'2 8th bat¬ 
talions of bengal infantry, received orders from Earl 
Cornwallis to join the detachment deftined for the field 
in the Carnatic, and commenced their march from Ba- 
rampoor on the 27th February 1790. They crofied the 
Hoogly at Ghyretty; advanced towards the Subunre- 
ka (2), and on the fouthern banks of that river they join¬ 
ed the troops then encamped under the command of 
Major Russel (3). 

On the 19th of March Lieutenant Colonel Cockerell 
arrived in this encampment, he afllimcd the command 
of the detachment, proceeded towards the Carnatic on 
the 22d, and was joined at Ballafore by Captain Edward

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Mont AG VE with half his company of artillery and four 
brafs* fix-pounders (4). On the 27th they continued 
their march; forded the Mahanada, and halted at Jag- 
gernaut for two days, in order to indulge the Hindoos pf 
the corps with an opportunity of worfliipping the deity. 

Th^ march of the day on which the detachment 

reached this celebrated Pagoda commenced through a 
pafs of about fix miles in length. Woods, jungle, 
fwamps, and fand-banks render this a barrier of fuch 
hretigth that it can fcarcely be penetrated by any body 
ol troops in the lace of a refolute enemy. An exten- 
hve plain, with feveral irregular clumps of trees, opens 
to tlxe fouthward of tliispals; and, although the Pagoda, 
wliicli Hands in tlie middle of a broad and long ftreet, 
is of confiderable height, it is, from lownefs of fituation. 


In order to av-0:d fl.-its and Hiallo'.vs in ilie roads of Ballafore it is neceflary for fliips to 
ancl)>'r at tl'.e dilfance of altciu fix rnilts from the land, 'i'h:*', tcgetficr wiih a hca\y forf, and the 
violent brt'idicrs that conilaiiily roll over the btr, tenders ti e dibatkation cf tioops or fforcs al¬ 
ways difiiciilr, often d ingcious. Itis onlv at high water th.it a htrgc boat c.'in he, at all get over 
the bar. The dillancc from ti e fca to Hallafore, by the river, is about twelve milts, alihough by 
land it is fcarcely feven. Here, feveral Portuguefe families refiJc, theie is alfo a French faftory ; but 
the trade of both nations in this quarter is very inconfiderable. However, «ith therfliflance of 
rents that arif- from feme tiifling grants of land, they contiivc to fupport a church with all the 
ncceflary efiablifhmcnt. Sannabs and other coarfe cloth are manufa^iured at Ballafore, but grain 
and fait arc the ciiicf articles of conmicrce. It would appear, that the Eaft India Company keep 
a Refideiit heie more f>r political purpofes than with a view to trade. The inhabitants, chief¬ 
ly Hindoos, .Tie fubjedt to the Phoufdar of Cattack, and as they p.iy no fealty to the Erglifii, 
articles cf ccnl'uinptiou cunno: be procured without confiderable difficulty.

Thefo, however, typify certain attri¬ 
butes of the Deity according to tlic Theological tenets 
of the Hindoos; and, like the crucifix ‘and other 
images of the Papifls, they ferve to awaken emotions 
' that too often require fuch incitements. 

The. houfes of Jaggernaut are chieily of Hone, and 
generally from four to five (lories in height. The Hrects 
are neither fo wide as thofc at Edinburrh. nor fo narrow 
as the lanes of Benares. They hold a medium be-

tween thefe extremes. The wretched appearanco of 
the lower clafs of inhabitants, as well as the mifcrable 
huts they dwell in, befpeaks the utrnofl degree of po¬ 
verty; and fwarms of mendicant zealots, tliat macerate 
their frames by innumerable mortibrations, crowd c\ ery 
a\ cnue that leads to the Goal where their pilgrimage 
mull e’lJ, 

Amongft the^ many grievous extortions of the Bra- 
inins, one that they pra6licc here is equally irreconcil- 
ahlc to true religion and repugnant to huinanit)x 
After the ]>il.piin has, with the moil inflexible icfo^ 
lution and ’pcrfcvciencc, undergone every necellary 
probation, his body is feized and call into a dungeon 
until he delivers up all the money of which he is pof- 

W 2 felled. 
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fefled# If poverty has fallen to his lot, and that 
nought is left him to bellow, he is doomed to confnic- 
ment, until death, halleried by want of fullcnancc, puts 
a period to his exiftence* 

The prifon made ufe of by thefe dreadful inquifi- * 
tois, for they have totally perverted the inllitutions of 
Brama, is furrounded by a walled (pace, or court, of 
confiderable extent. Here, in fcattered fragments, the 
remains of innumerable viftims ferve to heighten the 
mifery of confinement, by conllantly reminding the 
unhappy devotees of the fate that muft ultimately ter¬ 
minate their fufferings* Juft as the detachment paffed 
the gate of this enclofure, three bodies that thefe mi- 
nifters of'horror conveyed to fome diftance, together 
with the difmal lamentations of the furviving prifoners 
attrafted the notice of the Hindoo fepoys; and, not- 
withftanding the utmoft attention to difeipline, it had 
nearly been productive of fatal confequenccs. The 
eagernefs difeovered by the troops to liberate the un¬ 
happy fufferers, together with the humane interceftion 
of Colonel Cockerell, procured the enlargement of 
a confiderable number. It was through a miftake of 

the guides that the detachment witneffed thefe feenes. 

Some 
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Some other a£ls of oppreflion, daily prafticed here, are 
of a’nature by far too Ihocking to lay before a chrilUan 
reader. 

Towards the middle of April the whole again pro¬ 
ceeded; they crofTed the Chilka-lake (i); forded the 
Godavery river; halted about ten days at Ellore ; again 
continued their march; and, after fording the Kiftnah, 
they were joined by Captain Barton ^^ith his own 
company of artillery, which at that time efcorted ten 
llx and two twelve pounders. This compau)' had been 
fent from Fort William to Mafulipatam by fea. 

From the banks of the Kiftnah the detachment fet 
out on the 22d June, and reached Poonamalee after 
a march of nearly thirty days (2), Here,- they were

throughout every quarter of the Carnatic. "I lie uncer¬ 
tainty of property; the unfettled hate of th coiintiy; 
the fears of the inhabitants; and, the conlequent 
negle6l of cultivation, threatened a d rirth ot the ne- 
cefifary fupplies, and cncreafed tlie wonted d ependence 
on Bengal. Repeated defnitory inroads by t e enemy’s 
horfe, although checked with Ipirit and fuccei , (i), con¬ 
tributed alfo to render the hardlhips of th ‘ r:;nes Oill 
more grievous to the inhabitant''., and to heighten the 
dependence on foreign fupplies. 

Anxious under thefe circumhances, and in orde. to 
calculate yvith exaclitude the daily confumption of 
provifion, Colonel Kelly on the 2ill of the ii.onth, 
j^id ged it incumbent on him, to dinjinifh the nnmlxtr 
of followers, and to fix a pofitive handard beyond 
which no rank or flation throuo'hout the armv rhouf

On the co-operation of the two armies much expe6la- 
tion was founded; equal in numbers and difeipline to 
the centre force in the Carnatic, the army under Ge¬ 
neral Abercrombie, on the Malabar Coaft, ftrencvthencd 
every hope of fuccefs; and, as the allies now preffed 
on the enemy from all quarters, appearances again 
promifed an early termination to the war, if not the 
^otal overthrow of the Sultaun.

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Although the fpii'it of wifdom (hat dictated conci- 
Jiation of the natives to the Company^'s Government 
xippears to have been well comprehended by thole 
entruhed with the management of alTairs in the Eah, 
at former periods, the advantages which refult from 
llie praclice of lenient mcafurcs, and from polTefling 
die alfeclions of that people, have not licenfclt in full 
force until the prefent times. Obllaclcs formerly' con- 
ildercd infurmountable are now" become as coiltinoen-

cics ever attendant on w'arfare. The piejudices of 
.the fepovs to expeditions by fea appear for a time fub 
giendcd, if not altogether laid afide. It ison-this prin¬ 
ciple, too, that the pacific demeanour of thofewho in- 
liabited the borders of the Myforean Empire, whether 
on the hills or in the vallies, can be bell reconciled 
to reafon, or accounted for with moll: probability of 
eorrc6lnefs. 

If the principles and condu6l of Chriflian Governors 
arc lefs calculated for the happinefs of the natives than 
thofe of Mahomedan or Hindoo rulers; if the oppref- 
fions and extortions perpetually charged on the fer- 
\"ants of the Eafl India Company have any foundation 
dn truth, it is fomewhat remarkable, that on the en- 

X 2 trance 
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trance of our armies into the dominions of the ene¬ 
my, the inhabitants of the borders, fliould in geneiral, 
feem to difcpver but little apprchenfion for the fafety 
of their perfons, or for the fecurity of their property, 
and but flill lefs concern at a change of mailers. 

On the advance of Colonel Maxwell into the l^arah- 
mahl valley (i), the fields covered with plentiful crops, 
were nowhere abandoned by the peaceful cultivators ; 
the herdfman, as if confeious of the invader’s honour and 
the mildnefs of his fupremacy, attended his numerous 
flocks; the weaver continued at his web, regardlefs of 
the calamities that the reftlefsnefs of its ruler had broiicrht 

O 

upon the ftate; and, the tivaricious Bazar-man expofed 
his whole Jlores to the foldiery without apprchenfion 
of injuftice or deceit. Whilfl the line of condu6l adopt¬ 
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cd by Colonel Maxwell, was well calculated to ccjii- 
lirm the conlidence of fuch as continued their occu ¬ 
pations, it tended aifo to recall thole* .that from d- 
niidity took flight (a). 

The pofTenions of the Sultaun in this quarter, pre¬ 
vious to the war, were feparated IVoin thole of the 
Eaft India Company by a hedge and ditch incapalde 
of defence, and intended Iblely as a boundary ; \dini- 
ambaddy, Sheagur, Tripatore, with various other in- 
confidcrable mud forts, were abandoned at the ap¬ 
proach of the army, or delivered up to detachments 
without oppofition; and, beacons that blazed on the 
mountains, as fignals of an approaching foe, were view¬ 
ed with liftlefs indifference bv the Ryuts, and com- 
municated concern to thofe onlv who bore arms.

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Altlioi'ioh confidcrablc quantities oF grain had been 
captured in fevcral forts already fiirrciidcred to the I'ri- 
t-ilb troops ; although a quantity fliil greater liad been 
jnirchafed in the villages that lay on the route of the 
army; and,, although much had been alfo procured by 
difeovering concealments in the earth, didrcls lell upon 
the followers, who, notwithflaixling every precaution to 
the contrary, fliil fwarmed around the camp, d’hc troops 
.lro^\'cvcr v/ere enabled 'to provide abundant fupplies 
-witliQut recourfe to the original flock. In themlehcs 
of no material import, the forto were readily entrufled 
to friendly Polygars at their own carnell requells; 
]'addv, pepper, Ere arms, ammunition, with public 
ilores of c\ ciy defeription were fecured for the bene¬ 
fit of the troops or their employers; and, the agents 
Appointed to take charge of property captured had a 
line for their conduH diflin6lly drawn, and pointed out, 
fo as tp become vihble to .the mo ft moderate capa- 
cily(i).

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the troops on the top of the hill was at a dillance too 
conhderable to promife material advantage, but, as 
the poll is now in polTeflion of the Company, minute 
defcription may not be flriftly proper. Blue lights 
blazed on the ramparts at night; a few Ihots were fired 
on the engineers that reconnoitred the works; and, as 
the army marched on the 3d of the month, fome guns 
opened without effe6l upon the line. 

It was not until the 9th that any enemy whatfoev^cr 
offered materially to difturb the advance of the centre 
divifion; an elephant and fome bullocks were carried 
off by Booties on that day; feveral followers were 
miferably mangled; and, various teftimonies corref- 

ponded in confirmation of the Sultaun’s near approach.

Captain Vigors of the Madras Ellablifliment, had 
b^en fent back towards Amboor on the 4th of the 
month, with twelve companies of fepoys, in order to 
cfcort a quantity of provihon for the army; and, as 
his return was daily cxpc6led about this period, the 
danger to which he was expofed, gave rife to much 
alarm; however, having obtained corre6l information 
of the enemy's approach, he changed the dire6lion of 
his march, and by a circuitous route, he joined the

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army on^ the eleventh wiih his convoy in fafv^ty, 
Jtill as Captain Vigors retorned the enei/:y’s irre- 
“ gular horfe having driven viff fome a*tlle iiom the 
“ front of the camp, where they w .'re gra/hng, the ift re¬ 
giment of cavalry imprudently purfued them through 
a narrow pals, on the other fide of which three thou- 
fand horfc regularly drawn up immediately attacked 
“ them. Under tliefe di fad vantages, however, the re- 
giment made good their retreat, but not without 
“ confiderahlc lofs. Lieutenant Fonulanque, Cornets 
Hoare and de Morgan, with fifty men and horfes,

News of thefe untoward circumflanccs having reach¬ 
ed the encampment, Colonel Maxwell iffued im¬ 
mediate directions to form the line- In order to cover 
the cavalry in their retreat he advanced towards the 
pafs with every expedition that the reduced {late of 
of his cattle would admit; but, as the enemy had fuc- 
ceeded, probably beyond their expe£lations, and, as

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night approached faft, they difcontinued the pUtfuit and 
retired to their encampment. Various accounts fay that 
the horfe employed on this ambufeade were fupported 
by a ftrong battalion of infantry. 

It was' now evident that the Suitaun oppofed the 
centre divifion in perfon with his principal force. 
A choice of difficulties afforded Colonel Maxwell but 

little room to hefitate. To retreat nnifl have been

lefs difgraceful than dangerous. To advance, not lefs 
hazardous, than inconhOent with inf!:ru 61 icns. The rc- 
fult of mature deliberation, which di 61 ated ref:fiance 
of the enemy’b approach in the pofition moff cap Tie of 
defence, appears to have been f<)unded on tlie heft 
principles of rcafon, and to have been executed with 
much taelical fleill. 

In full expe^fation of an attack; the Commanding 
Officer of the centre army, on the moruing of the 12th, 
eroded the Panaur river, leaving his encampment in 
charge of the iff brigade. After reconnoitring he 
took every poffible advantage of the ground. He ex¬ 
tended die line from the 7th Bengal battalion on the 
right with his Majeffy’s 76th regiment, the Coiifl repo)'Ss 
and the 4th Carnatic European regiment. 'Fo (he left 

ancf 
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and nearly at right angles with the line, the greateft 
part, of tfie 28th Bengal battalion were ftrongly polled 
with a rock on either Hank and padfields with a 
deep fwamp in front. In the rear of this divifion the 
cavalry were completely concealed from the enemy ; 
and, on a rifing ground wliich commanded a view of 
the country all round, and iituated about the centre 
of the 1 ine, the co nmanding officer with two compa¬ 
nies of the 28th battalion, and one twelve-.pounder 
continued for the day. 

In this htuation, the Sultaun, repeatedly lowered on 
Colonel M AX WELL. Alternatelv in front, and on the 
left, about fix thoufand horfe fuppoited by a confider- 
able body of infantry, with elephants and guns, threat¬ 
ened an attack. The nearer the MyTorcan approach¬ 
ed his antaf’onift, the lefs he was fatisfied w iih his 
pofition. By various manoevres, he in vain attempted 
to decoy Cc^ionel Maxwell from his llrong hold. 
Towards three o'clock, he formed for the Lift time on 
this day at the bottom of the hills to the right; and, 
after Ihewing a line of more than three miles in length 
he reln6lantly withdrew to his camp at funlet. Covered 
by the 28th Bengal battalion, the Biiuih troops ni the

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evening quitted their well chofen pofition, and recrof- 
ling the river, they occupied their for ler ground. 

As the enemy did not appear on the 13th, in 
force fuflicient to require that the troops fliould Hand 
to their arms, it is likely that a ‘ Onfidcrable part 
of their infantry and guns had not a; yet arrived. 
Their formidable appearance on the i:uh, howc\ er, 
muft have occafioncd confiderablc ala.m: and, it was 
from thence, probably, that an ilTuc of b c days rice 
to the army and the followers at tliis p. iod took 
its rife. On the appearance of the AI; bn ^ ans clofe 
to our camp early in the morning oF ilic 1 Ith, 
orders were ilTucd to form the line. Laree bodies of 
horfe followed by heavy columns of infant’*;/ and 
fupported with abundance of guns advanced in regu¬ 
lar order. Our line, which confilled of Uic 1 ft and 2d 
brigades, changing front to tlie left, drew up acrofs 
the valley with -the hills ranging on either flank; the 
baggage covered by the r ^erve was thrown in the rear; 
and, three companies ent ifted with grain in Coveripa- 
tam had no fooner been withdrawn than the Sultaun 
who remained on the oppoiae fide of the river, fent 
to occupy the poll. 


Swarms 
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Swarms that advanced in front of our left appa¬ 
rently meditated an attack, but they were deterred by 
the fire of a gun and mufketry. Agaiilft our rl^nt 
their attempts were equally unfuccefsful. Foiled in 
their firft defign they croilei the river and thronged 
in front of this quarter. A gu:i that opcr ed with ex¬ 
cellent aim, together with the determined countenance 
of the line, recalling to their remembrance tiie con- 


du6l of the galfint detachment at Sattimiingulum, 
darkened every gleam oflucccfs and awakened all their 
fears.

of judgment and feientihe kuDwiedge, the enemy with¬ 
drew from tlie centre aiany; and, the veracity of the 
hircarrah that reported the death of Colonel Kelly 


in the Myforean camp, becoming now doubtful, it is 
faid, that his life, was facrificed to the higli opinion 
entertained of that ofllcer by the Suliaun 

It lias been* already flicwn, that Tippoo appear¬ 
ed about noon, on the 15th of this monlh, before Ma¬ 


jor General Medows, on the weftern fide of the Ba- 
rahmahl Valley in full force; it is well known that his 
fear ; conducled him rapidly from thence not lefs than 
fifteen miles in the direftion of Oodeadirgum without 


one 
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one halt; and, as the fun had nearly fet on the 14th 
before he withdrew from Colonel Maxwell at Cove- 
ripatam, he. mull have performed a journey of at leall 
forty-five miles in about twenty-four hours, notwith- 
flanding every incumbrance of cannon, provifions 
and all the neceffary equipments of an army. Mis 
judgment^ too, in the pofitions that he occupied and 
in tJie arrangement of his marches is ccpially entitled 
to admiration as tlic wonderful celerity of his motion. 
The ground on which he intended to encamp at Palli- 
code, was not only well calculated to fecure a retreat 
to Myfore by a Pafs the mod eafy of accefs, but it 
would have placed him from eight to ten miles bc\’ond 
the line by which the Englifb troops could befl ap^ 
proach each other. 

^ Until the arrival of the armies at Poolamputty, it docs 
not appear that the original intention of entering My¬ 
fore from the Coimbatore country had undergone ei¬ 
ther fufpenfion or change. With a force, now, far 
fuperior in numbers and equipment to any that Great 
Britain had affembled in India at a former period, 
and “ fulficient (in the General’s opinion) to fecure his 
“ convoys and to keep open the communication with 

“ Paligautcherry 
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Paligautcherry and Coimbatore, he meant forthwith 
to 'proceed up the Coveriporum Pafs, and to ta^ke 
poft at the head of the Guzzlehatty, unjtil the bat- 
‘‘ tering train expe6led from Bombay fhould join, 
“ and enable him to proceed to the (iege of Serin- 
gapalam (i).’* The idea of invafion by this route, 
lafling but for a fhort while, was, from an uncxpc6l- 
ed movement of the enemy, in its turn laid afide for 
the original plan of operations* 

Inflead of any attempt to defend the kingdom of 
M , fore againfl the grand army thus re-inforced, and 
doubly fenfible by the jnnflion of Colonel Maxwell, 
of his incqn.'dity to face Major General Medows in 
the field, the Sultaun, in order to give alarm for the 
Company's p()frcriions upon the Coafl, and for the fafe- 
t)' of their garrifoits in the conquered countries, deter¬ 
mined to rctnrp of a fiiddcn to the cafhvard. By 
carrviivr the war into tlic heart of the Carnatic, he

expefled to withdraw the attention of the EngUlh 
Commander, from his intended invafion, to the defence 


of Ids own polfeOions; by pointing towards Coimba¬ 
tore, he tlircatcncd tlie fevcral fTarrifoiis, as well as the

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numerous fupplies, colle6lcd in the diftri6ls that had 
been lately acquired; and, by defcending thiough 
the pafs of Tapoor, either, or both, of thefe operations 
lay perfcftly at his option. For a time his fuccefs was 
equal to the boldnefs of this defign. 

Although the two Britilh armies were in readinefs to 
aft colleftively againft the enemy in cafe of emergency, 
they continued to march and encamp in feparate divi- 
fions for fome days after they approached Poolamput- 
ty.. Wade of time in this fituation of affairs would 
not have been confident with the known charafter of 
either of the oppofing commanders. By break of day 
on the 18th, both powers were in motion in order 
to put their refpeftive plans in execution. The Sultaun 
had, with deep defign, fhewn a decided intention to 
afeend the Ghauts at Oodeadirgum; yet, relying on 
our want of intelligence, he doubled back from Palli- 
code, and re-eroding the Barahmahl Valley, fome 
miles to the fouthward of Darampoory, his advance 
entered the Tapoor pafs before noon. Major Gene¬ 
ral Medows, leaving Colonel Maxwell to follow in 
two or three hours with his divifion, moved alfo to¬ 
wards Tapoor on his way to Coveriporum*

As our army approached the pafs, fwarms of horfc were 
feen’io front evnd on the right flank. A fcorching fun 
Hionc with uncommon heat; not a breath of wind was 
from the heavens; and, immenfe clouds of dull that 
darkened the flvy not only befpoke an armament in mo¬ 
tion but llrongly indicated flight, terror, and confufion 
at the entrance into the jungle. The Jvlyforean horfe, 
however, betrayed no figns of fear. Their mofl formi¬ 
dable body, probably about two thoufand, drew up on 
a rifing ground in the centre of the Barahmahl Valley. 

With much difplay of fuperior difciplinc, our cavalry 
approached this force in open column of march, from the 
right of troops, preferving intervals to form the line. The 
General headed the brigade in perfon; guns flrengthened 
either flank; yet the enemy difeovered no apprehenfions 
of danger, no tokens of difmay. With a firm countenance 
they threatened^ to oppofe our advance; unequal to 
that, they attempted to inveigle our. Geneial from the 
principal obje6l of purfuit; and, when ftratagem could 
not prevail, bodies pofted for the purpofe, covered 
their infantry by a manful difpute of the heights. It 
was to cannon well ferved by Lieutenant Mackie, of 

the Coalt cftablilhment, that they gave way; and, as if 

20 ftruck 
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flruck with excellence of clifcipline more than prowefs, 
regardlefs of our martial appearance, they waited the 
Ihock of a ‘charge, and relu6lantl)^ yielded each high 
groilnd to the melTengers and not to the thunder of 
our guns. 

The column in the centre of the valley retreated in 
a we fieri V direction in order to attra6l the attention of 
the Englifh commander from the pafs. In this they 
did not fucceed. The brigade wheeled gently to the 
left; advanced in excellent order; and, as the artillery 
opened afrefli the horfe fucccflively fell back to emi¬ 
nences in their rear. Still bent on covering the infantry, 

and, alternately fecuring the retreat of each other, as 

* 

one party gave way another prefented a new front: Nor 
did they ceafe thefe exertions until the nature of the 
country would no longer permit them to a6l. 

The day was far in the decline; the crowds in the 
pafs hurried along by their fears gained ground on the 
purfuers; our troops exhaufted by a march of nineteen 
miles in a burning fun, felt much occafion for reft from 
their fatigues; and, as the Myforean horfe broke off 
in different direftions ours returned towards the valley. 
The laurels acquired at Tapoor fell ftiort of expefta- 


tion. 
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tion (i). To indulge a vein or conjcclure 011 probable 
coiiHng'cncics, in tlic event of further purluit, iniglit 
grofsly miflead the reader, prove conten-ptuous of the 
General’s judgement, and bear a conllru^tion of imper¬ 
tinence to the whole army, and poffibly of irnpofition 
on thjc public at large. To conneH a true relation of 
fa6ls, in thcmfelves highly important, was the intention 
of this flvetch at the beginning; the original defign gains 
llrength with the progrefs; and, from his firll principle 
the writer is determined not to deviate one fingje jot 
throuHiout the work.

brought the war to fo happy an iflue; the piincipa! 
at:l:orj would.fpurn, at the expence of another, tliat to 
which he is, of himfeif, fo jnhiy entitled by every rule 
of right; the brilliant fucceffes above the Ghauts re¬ 
quire no foils from the plains to fet them olT; and, al¬ 
though Major General Mroows was not enabled to 
force the enemy to a decifivx engagement, each meeting 
brouiilit jrladnefs to his heart, whilft tliat of the Sultaun 
was frozen with fear. 

Wherefoever rocks, jungles, or other obflacles nar¬ 
rowed the padage on the march of the 19th, carcales 
of horfes and bullocks blocked up every path; frag¬ 
ments of tumbrils and gun carriages. Hill burning, w ere 
fcattered all over tlie principal road; and quantities of 
Ihot with various other articles diOiciilt of conveyance, 
itrewed in every direclion, furniflicd evident proofs of 
confufion and terror. Unincumbered ‘with baggage, 
Major General Medows difentangled his troops from 
the jungles in one day, but the divilion of Colonel 
Maxwell, detained by the flores and the train, en¬ 
camped in the middle of the pafs, on the ground oc¬ 
cupied by the grand army the 14th of this month. 

About 
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About tw.o hundred iind fifty horfe polled at the foutli 
call extremity of Tapoor, haftened to acquaint the Sul- 
taun, then at Dyafundrum, with the apprbach of the 
Britifli forces, arid the confequent fuccefs of his de- 
figns. 

Here a march of about forty miles furniflies another 
confpicuoLis inftance of the rapidity with which the My- 
forcan moved, of his dexterity in the management of 
an inferior army, and of the facility with which lie 
could avoid action, or efcape from purfuit. If in ad¬ 
dition to thofc already adduced, more inftances fliould 
be neceffary to prove tlie inutility of chafing this enemy 
v/ith a force equipped like ours, his firfl march from 
Dyafundrum would fully anfwer the purpofe; on that 
day he paffed over a country of at leall thirty miles. 
In truth, as to the movement of an army with expedi¬ 
tion, he appears to have attained a pitch of perfe6lion 
unheard of in other countries at any period. 

The jun6lion of Colonel Maxwell's divilion, with 
that of Major General Medows on the 20th (i), was im-

The fevere fatigues that the enemy had of late un¬ 
dergone, and the degree of fecurity that he acquired 
by the rapidity of his marches enabled him to

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move with more leifure in the vicinity of Sankeridcr- 
gum, and to provide himfelf with all necelTaiy fup- 
plies from that ftrong-hold. Againft the polls in the 
conquered countries he abandoned every defign. The 
danger that mull have attended his crofling the Cauve- 
ry gave fecurity to that quartei', and as the troops 
that formerly protected the Carnatic, withdrawn from 
thence, were now fome diftance in his rear, he was 
certain that whilft he laid wafte that country but little 
opppfition could be made to his progrels.

T he necellitics that di6lated a temporary fufpcnfion 
of the Nawob’s authority over the revenues of the 
Carnatic (i), introduced, at the fame time, a claiiji on the 
Eafl India Company, which although in itfelf appa¬ 
rently juft, was on confideration deemed utterly inad- 
miirible, from its tendency to injure many relpe 61 ;able 
fubaltern officers, , Commandants of Sebandy and 
other corps, in the employ of his Highnefs, who 
formerly depended on certain diftriefs for their fub-

their men, to find employment on the ufual allowances 
of the Madfas eflablifhment, following after the young- 
eft captain in rank. 

Much diftrefs brought on meritorious individuals at 
the expiration of aftigned revenue on a lormcf occa- 
fion(i), pointed out the propriety of non-compliance 
with applications that muft have led to fimilar evils 
whenever the prefent aftumption fhould ceafe. The 
expence neceflariiy attendant on taking whole corps 
with their full compliment of commiftioilted’ and non- 
commiffioned officers into pay, prefenteS alfo an in- 
furmountable bar to this application; cfpccially, as 
men perfe6fly qualified for that duty might be found in 
a large eftablifhment of native invalids already main¬ 
tained on the coaft. Under thefe circumftanccs it was 
judged advifable not to admit any of the Nawob’s offi¬ 
cers into the Company’s fervice with rank above that 
of enfign, conformable to a principle which had been 
laid down for the military appointments at the com¬ 
mencement of the war.

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It was direfted by Major General Medows that wliat^ 
cver'numbcr of troops Ihould be judged necellaiA' tor 
the colle6lion of the alTiimed revenue, fhouJd be form¬ 
ed into corps in the fame manner, and on tlie fiiiic 
principle, as the eight battalions already oriploycd on 
that rervice('2). Refides the vakeels and nccelfary llafr 
appointments, each battalion was to confifl ol one 
European invalid commklioned officer, three European 
invalid non>commiffioned officers, five fubadars, five 
jemadars, twenty-fiv^e havildars, fifteen naicks, with eigh¬ 
ty fepoys, the whole to be taken from the invalids al¬ 
ready on pay. The new levies, on their being- formed 
into battalions by the officcis commanding at the fla- 
tions where their ferviccs would be of mofl- adx antage, 
were to have their proportion of invalids drawn from 
the neareft garrifons; and, the fix corps, each confifling 
of five hundred and twenty privates, beginning at nine, 
were to be numbered upw-ards in fucceffion. 

After the advance of Colonel Maxwell into the 
enemy’s dominions, it does not appear that any officer, 
in particular, affumed the command of the troops in 
the centre divifion. The commandants of the feveral

How¬ 
ever’ the formidable appearance of the Sultaun ar 
Munfapett towards the latter end of No\^eitiber tliicaten- 
ed an intention to befiege Trichinopoly; and, although 
Colonel Bridges, then commandant, difcovered no ap- 
prehenfions of danger, the importance of that pofl (5) 
unavoidably fummoned. the General to its defence.

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Whilft the army lay at \^eyloor the enemy's horle* 
hovered on the fkirts of the encampment. Here a Raj-' 
poot of high caft, belonging to Captain MTeod’s bat¬ 
talion, exhibited a wonderful inftance of the refolution 
juftly aferibed by feveral writers to that extraordinary 
people. He was a Subadar by rank, and had with him 
on this occafion a fepoy of the fame corps. They un^ 
guardedly advanced fomc liundred yards in front of the 
out-centries, in order to perform ablution, wlien eight 
looties who lurked in a jungle darted out and felling the 
Sepoy commanded the Subadar to furrender. Unaccuf- 
tomed to this language, the Rajpoot, although unfup- 
portedtook poll at an adjacent tree and drawing his Tul¬ 
war he refufed to fubmit. As there were no fire arms on. 
cither fide fwords were the only weapons for fome time 
made ufe of in this apparently unequal contefl. I’he 
Subadar made fo manful a defence that the looties were 
neceflitated to defill Or appeal to another mode of at¬ 
tack. One half their party difmounted and with ftones 
levelled their antagonift with tlie ground. They mang- 
led his body in a mo ft inhuman manner and leaving* 
him weltering in blood returned to their encampment, 
A Rajpoot Sirdar in the ferviee of the Sultaun, on. 
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hearing the gallantry of his countryman obtained the 
relcafe of the Sepoy and inftantly charged him to haf- 
tcii to the afliftance of his friend. This Sul^adar is ftill in 
the army, but his recovery was deemed a prodigy, not- 
withftanding the extraordinary cures performed on the 
natives in confequence of the abftemious lives they 
• conflantly lead. 

To Mugganore, the Sultaun fent another overture to¬ 
wards accommodation with much apparent importuni¬ 
ty ; on the 5 th of December 1790, two hircarrahs 
brought a letter into Camp addrefled to Major Gene¬ 
ral Medows, of which a tranflation follows:—‘‘ Meer 
Mahomed Sadick Dewan,with Assuff and Ally Reza 
and AppAGEE-RAM,formerly Vakeels, offer their wilhes 
for your profperity. They hope that Captain Evans 
“ who was taken at Darraporam, has made known to 
your Excellency, the purport of a particular conver- 
fation, which* took place between him and Meer Ma- 
“ HOMED Sadick.** 

“ The exifting treaties between our mafter and the 
** Englifh nation, have not been infringed on, on his 
** part. Unfortunately, however, from the mifrepre- 
" fentations of felf interefted and treacherous perfons, 

Bb our 
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our friendfhip has fufFered a furpenfion, this fulpen^ 
“ lion is produ£liv€ of many evils; the poor are driven 
» from their habitations and the bulk of the people are 
“ reduced to extreme mifery and wretchednefs. 

Confident of your anxious wifh to avert thefe cala- 
mi ties, and trufting in your endeavours to revive our 
friendfiiip, we propofe to lend fome men of rank and 
“ confidence, to confer with thole, whom you may 
think proper to appoint y and. to meet wherever you 
** m^y dhedf, in order that the matters in difpute be- 
tween us may be dilcufled and equitably fettled. We 
kttpw that on a reference of the fubje<fi: to our mailer, 

V he will accord his affent. Favor us by a fpeedy anfwer 
<< —What can we lay more.” 

After the ufual compliments from Captain M’Aulsy 
4 idrde-Camp to Major General Medo.ws, the follow-

“ The Governor General of Bengal, Earl Cornwallis, 
“ who is known to be as as he is brave; is expecl- 
ed every day at Madras, and will immediately take the 
‘‘ field with a confiderable reinforcement from Bengal; 

when every finew will be ftretched and every nerve 
‘‘ ftrained in the Englifli Empire to bring the War to an 
“ honorable conclufion. From the affiftance of our i^llicsj 
“ but, above all, from our own refourees, and what we 
havefeen, little is to be dreaded from the war, though 
from found policy, as well as humanity we wifh for 
Peace—What can I fay more.” 

Conftant rains, and a confequent rife of the river 
about this period, prevented a confiderable part of the 
fick, ordnance -and ftores, that were intended for Car- 
rore from croffing; communications that intimated 
the intention of Earl Cornwallis to take the charge 
of the war in perfon, determined Major General 
Medows to abandon every idea of invafion for 
t time; and, as he returned with the airfny towards

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the Carnatic the fupplies expefted from Carrore were 
ordered in the direftion of Trichinopoly (i). The 
8 th brigade, however, was left to ftrerigthen our acqui- 
fitions to the fouthward, and one battalion dire£led 
to proceed to Madura, was to follow the inflru6lions 
of Major Sale (2)* 

The approach of the Britifh army within one march 
of the Sultaun, proved, as ufual, his hgnal for departure^ 
Moving from Munfapett on the 8th, in the direflion 
of Oottatore and Volcondah, he threatened the fiege 
of Tiagar; and expefted, as in the times of his fa¬ 
ther, that a commercial people adluated by intereft only.

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rather than continue an expenfive war, would liften 
to overtures for accommodation when propofed in the 
heart of their dominions. It was thus that Hyder 
diftated a peace in the vicinity of Fort’ St. George 
when the vidorious Smith threatened the ftrong for- 
trefs of Bangalore. 

A blind adherence to the principles by which our 
predeceflbrs have been governed in all their momen¬ 
tous concerns, though highly dangerous, is by no means 
uncommon in the prefent age. In whatever degree 
the early part of Tippoo Sultaun’s military career may 
furnifh arguments in contradicbon to this opinion, fome 
conlpicuous inftances of its mifchievous tendency to¬ 
wards him appear in different ftages of the late war. It 
is obfervable, however, that whilft the Mahomedan is 
lefs affeaed by this evil than the Hindoo the Chrif- 
tian fuffers ftill lefs from it than the Mahomedan.r 

Until military operations diftin£l as to rime and 
place, can be pointed out, that exaiElly tally in the 
moft minute circumftances of their origin and pro- 
grefs; that have been carried on in countries interfea- 
ed by rivers perfeSly fimilar, indented by bays no¬ 
way different from each other, where all mountains 

trend 
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trend in one and the fame direftion, where the hills 

are of equal dimenfions, culminate completely alike, 

. and are fortified exaftly in one manner, where lakes, 

woods, moraffes, equipments of troops are the fame, 

and, in Ihort, until countries where all nature and art, 

correfponding in every inftance are pointed out, no 

fixed rule can poffibly be laid down for the conduft of 

a general, far lefs can the operations of one army be 

dire6led by the movements of another, or appreciated 

by any comparative ftatement of circumftances.^ 

From the neighbourhood of Tiagar, Tippoo Sultaun's 

Dewan, addreffing Captain M‘Auley thus, again propof- 

ed to open an accomodation:—“ Your letter has been 

“ received, and its contents are underftood. You in- 
« 

“ form me that General Medows has powers from 
« Bengal to enter into a treaty with the Sultaun, I 
“'have made this known to the' Sultaun, and by his 
“ direftions I again write, and acquaint you for the 
purpofe of reconciling the two Gircars, and for the 
“ quiet and happinefa of mankind, ah AmbaSador of 
“ eonfequence fliall be fent-from this place, when the 
“ points which require adjuftment may be perfonally 
difettffed. Yon will pleafelesorn'the OeneRkl'^inten- 

“ tions 
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** tions upon this and inform me. The General being 
“ a man of rank and wifdom, will certainly be inclined 
“ to a reconcilement, and to confidcr the comfort and 
“ happinefs of the people—^What can 1 fay more/’ 

Of this letter, which was received on the 14th De¬ 
cember, whilft the army lay in the vicinity of Trichi- 
nopoly, Captain M‘Auley communicated the contents 
to the Commander in Chief, and immediately difpatch- 
ed an anfwer in the following terms:—I am ordered 
by the General to acknowledge the receipt of your 
^ letter, which he underftands, you have not complied 
with hisrequeft of having fome perfon or place of con- 
“ fequence, put into his hands to enfure the Sultaui/s 
“ being in earneft. Although.the General has full pow- 
“ ers from Bengal to treat, yet as Earl Cornwallis is 
“ every day expelled, he declines ufing them; Earl 
Cornwallis will, in every particular, as General 
^ Medows alfo would have done, a£l in concert with' 
our faithful allies—What can I fay more/’ 

It has been advanced in India and in Europe, that 
TiPPOO Sultaun had a juft claim to be confidered an 
enlightened as well as a powerful prince. Whilft the 
language of Msjor Gener^Ji Med.qws l^ads to a different 

conclufion, 
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conclufion, various other truths flxongly contradifl the 
opinion. In every inftance during the late war where 
a gallant defence was made by any of our garrifons or 
detachments, when fortune has been ultimately in fa¬ 
vour of the Sultaun, he has invariably infli^led indig¬ 
nities on his unhappy prifoners; whilfl, on the con¬ 
trary, when pufillanimity or want of experience contri¬ 
buted to make the conqueft eafy, fuch have been treated 
with uniform attention. Hiftory is replete with in- 
ftances of applaufe bellowed on individuals for gallant 
difcharge of duty, by generals and princes in fame, 
power, and civilization, confelTedly the firft in the 
world, but, it remained for the Sultaun alone to chc- 
rifh incapacity even in an enemy, and to reward cow¬ 
ardice in a foldier^ 

Widely different was the fyftem of this prince 
amongft his own fubjefls. Rendered powerful from 
the immenfe bequefts of his father, from multitudes of 
enthufiafts attached not lefs to his principles than to his 
perfon, from a degree of difcipline hitherto unknown 
amongft the native princes of the eaft, from conlider- 
able territorial acquifttions obtained by a fword but 
little acquainted with its flieath, as well as from an 

economical 
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<3economical and judicious arrangement of vafl refoui ces, 
he cherifhed engineers witli artifans of every defcrip- 
tion; and, alluring men of abilities to Ips intereft, lie 
watchfully obferved their purfuits and fixed tlicir af- 
fe6lions by an afifiduous attention to forward their ])ro(- 
pe6ls in life. 

Whilfl he thus prepared to revii^e Mahomedan fu- 
premacy and to eftablifh the Koran throughout the 
Eafi, nothing could be better calculated than the poli¬ 
tical fyflem that was carefully oblerixd over all his 
dominions, the warlike preparations that he ever)' 
where carried on, and the profound fecrecy. of his 
councils. At the time that all intercourfe witli neigh¬ 
bouring powers was ftritlly forbidden, ftrong fortrefTes 
rofe up on every adv^antageous ground; at well con- 
firui:led founderies, in the neis:hbourhood of all his 
mines, able artifts from Europe were maintained in 
con Pant employ; and magazines well loaded with am¬ 
ple it ores of provifion and ammunition were ready 
to fupporl his ambitious proje6ls (i). Cautious not to 
otfend, and but little defiKous of extending their terri-

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toriai pofleflfions, the European nations that traded to* 
the Eaft could fcarcely be apprehenfive of danger 
whilft their views were folely confined to commerce 
and the degree of fecurity for which they ftand in¬ 
debted to Great Britain is, even at this period, per¬ 
haps, not thoroughly underftood by themfelves. 

The Ipirit of valor with which the Britifh polTeflions 
in India had been originally acquired and all along 
maintdiined, feemed alive on the imagination of the fe- 
veral garrifons throughout the Carnatic, at the appear¬ 
ance of the Myforean force. The encomiums juftly 
bellowed on Lawrence, Clive, Smith, Coote, and the 
Heroes of their times Hand unfullied by one fymptom of 
fear at Trichinopoly (t) by one apprehenfion of danger 
at Tiagar. Perhaps it was to the fwoln (late of the river 
that Colonel Bridges was indebted for the departure 
of the enemy without any attempt on the former: and 
although no fuch impediment protefled the latter, all 
their efforts even againll the Pettah, proved ineffeftuaL

After fiiffering a repulfc, on two diftin6l occafions> 
each attended with confiderable (laughter, the Sul* 
taun ^abandoned evxry defign on this fortrefs, and ap* 
proached Trinomaly. 

Here, neither rcfpe6l, for the grandeur and antiqui¬ 
ty of their temples, nor veneration for tlie (acred rites 
of a religion whole origin no time records, proved 
any protc6lion for the perfons or property, even of 
the hrll Bratnins. Their pagodas, breached with fa¬ 
ct ilcgious cannon, were forcibly entered, their altars 
defiled, their valuables feixed, their thvellings reduced 
to a flies, and the devaftation was rendered (fill more 
horrible by the fc^ttered remains of men, women and 
children, mangled beneath a murderous fword, whet¬ 
ted on the blo’ody Koran (3). To contraft this feene 
of barbarifm, even with the moft deteftable that ever 
difgraced proteftant invafxons, would (lamp the cruelty

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of Mahomedan fiiperllition and ftrongly mark the lli- 
perior humanity of the chriihan perfuaOon. ‘ 

From Trinomaiy the Sultaun proceeded to Chiaa.- 
pet, Wandiwalh, and the Gingee hills. Thence he 
moved immediately towards Permacoil, a poll in the 
neighbourhood of Pondicherry, which had been tal^en, 
difmantled and blown up in the courfe of the Ibrmcr 
war. Here, a company of fepovs under the com¬ 
mand of Lieutenant Br unton was polled. It would 
appear that this officer, had inflru6lions from the 
board, to retreat on the approach of an enemy in force, 
but Gingee being only about twenty miles diilant 
from Permacoil, the Sultaun furrounded it with the 
principal part of his army, and compelled the garrifem 
to capitulate. The fubadar who commanded the na¬ 
tives at this poft was not true to his truft. Taking 
the company along with him, and abandoning Lieu¬ 
tenant Br UNTON to his fate, he quitted his llation, 
and in a manner not lefs unmanly than unmilitary he 
went over to the enemy. 

Immediately after the furrender of Permacoil the 
Sultaun moved with his whole force in the dire£lion of 
Pondicherry, and pitched his encampment on the 

red 
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hills. Whether fear or policy, or both, induced 
the ^principal French inhabitants at this period to vifit 
the Myforean Prince, time only can dilcover. It is 
certain howev^er, that he received their adulations 
with much fatisfaftion; and it is faid, that they parted 
with mutual profellions of adherence to ancient friend¬ 
ship, confirmed by the*'ufual interchange of prefents. 

The power that rules in the call, however ii peri- 
or in reality, if exercife of its funflions, are for a 
moment fufpended, the adherents of Brama, protect¬ 
ed by that power, throwing afide the garb of hypo- 
crify, at once appear in their true colours. The Ra¬ 
jahs, the Polygars, the Ryuts, all according to their 
fituations and circumllances, ready to benefit by every 
confufion, take advanta^re of the times. Under tl-e 
plea of inability, and various other frivolous pretences, 
the Rajah evades payment of liis liipulated Peifli- 
cu(h;. the lefs traClable Polygars denying allegiance, 
where protection is imperfeCt, fly to an appeid at 
arms; and, the Ryut after careful concealment of his 
grain, in the bowels of the earth, prepares for indif- 
criminate plunder*

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When the reafoning faculty is employed to contro¬ 
vert any received opinion, elpecially where the prin¬ 
ciple may tend to operate againfl the caufe of huma¬ 
nity, however the attempt may be founded on jufticc 
and truth, it muft always prove an irkfomc and pro¬ 
bably an arduous talk. The genuine cliara6ler of the 
Hindoos is fo grolsly mifreprefented in Europe, to 
anfwer the purpofes of wily politicians, that a fearch 
for the leading features of the pi6lure in the heart 
fOf Hindoftan is fruitlefs as an attempt towards making 
a rope of fand. 

Abftinence, fobriety, induflry, refpe^l for fuperiors., 
attention to the ceremonials of religion, when weigh¬ 
ted in a jufl; balance againfl theft, lying, fwearing, 
cheating, ufury, perjury, extortion, difregard of e»- 
gagements., a total unacquaintance with gratitude, in 
fhort, every Ipecies of low and vile cunning, the beam 
afFe£led by a moft uncommon difproportion of pref- 
fure, declines without the polTibility of return to its 
level. Search for monopolies in times of famine, 
brought on by invafion and rapine, you will find them 
,ainongft the “ harrnlefs Hindoos,” that you cherilh

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and protecl (i). Enquire after combinations, deftruc- 
tive of cyery focial tie, you will find them amongft 
the Bramins of the firlf order, whom you cherifh and 
prote6l. (2) Seek for men ready to take advantage 
of every occafional derangement in ftate concerns, 
you will find them in every clafs amongft the Hindoos, 
from the Rajah to the Ryut at the time you moft che- 
rifh and prote6l. In fhort, greedy and unjuft in their

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the neighbouring powers in every dire8ion from the 
hearjt of his dominions, in order to fccurc his Ryuis 
in the abfence of a {landing army, Dropgs, of them- 
lelvcs inacceiTible, were ftrengihencd with much care 
all over the kingdom of Myfore. The connefliou 
maintained between the fcvcral links that compofed 
each chain, fupported by the Droogs, was kept up with 
a corre6tnefs and precifion, not lefs admirable on mili¬ 
tary principles, than the fyftem of fupply in a political 
and oeconomical point of view. 

A flock of grain fully fufiicient for the confumption 
of its garrifon was invariably renewed in each of 
thefe ftations every third year; but, when purpofes 
ol ambition were to be anfwercd the quantity increafed 
according to the importance of their objc6l. Nor does 
it appear that any confiderable cxpence attended the 
fupport of thefe eflablifliments, which, ambition apart, 
mull in all flates, and at all times, be produ6live of 
numberlcfs adx antages. 

The grains of Hindoflan, efpecially of the hilly 
countries, if treated with proper attention, continue 
found for at lead five years; by means of agents the 
quantities hoarded up at each of thefe ftations were fold 

D d to 
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to traders on the arrival of every frefli fupply at a 
moderate price; and, as in all abfolute governments, 
and in particular throughout the eaft, the dealers, more 
efpecially thofe that trade in grain, inuft ever accom¬ 
modate their commercial concerns to the meafures of 
each ftate, fo, the confumption of the inhabitants being 
conftantly with the dealers, all grain from the garrifons 
was brought into immediate ufc.

Befides the ample fupply that thefe granaries muft 
invariably afford for the fwarms that accompany am¬ 
bitious warriors, an arrangement on this principle, in 

times of fcarcity, want of feed, or any other emergen¬ 
cy, fecured immediate and certain relief to the lower 
clafs. 

Even a glance at thefe circumflances, could not fail 
to Jlrike Earl Cornwallis, and Sir.ARCHiSALD Camp¬ 
bell, with the propriety of adopting a fimilar fyflcm. 
But, whether judicious arrangements wliich are merely 
imitative, or thofe that flow from qualifications inhe¬ 
rent in themfelves, redound moft to the Honour of 
flatefmen, if the enquiry is at all neceflary, the expe¬ 
rienced and difeerning can bell decide* 


At 
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At whatever ftage the Britifh Generals received 
imprelholis on thefe fubje6ls, it was towards the clofe 
of the year 1787 that the firfl material change took place 
on the coaft with rcfpe^l to preparations on the principle 
juft deferibed. About that period mealures were taken 
to fupply the garrifons and in peirticular thole on the 
frontiers, with provifions, cannon, ammunition, and all 
kinds of warlikc-ftores fufficient for the confumption of 
at lead twelve months. 

The difeernment that wifely dire6led to complete 
a lyftem fo clTential to the peace and profperity of the 
Carnatic, at a time when Tippoo Sultaun was not lels 
confpicuous for determined enmity than for over¬ 
grown power, required to be fpeedily fpllowed up 
to fecure its obje6l, whether corifidered with refpe£l to 
the prefervation of peace 01 the profecution of mili¬ 
tary operations with vigour and fuccefs. 

In conftdermg the means by which our forces might 
be fupplied, with provilion for defence or for the 
purpofe of moving into Myfore, Ihould fuch a mea- 
fure become necelfary, Wandiwafti being demolifhed, 
Arnee and Tiagar prefented themfelves as ftations, 
where magazines would be of moft advantage, and 

D d 2 proteftion 
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proteClion moft complete. The Changama pafs, too, 
at that time confiderecl the heft inlet into the domini¬ 
ons of the Sultaun, is centrical to thofe flations; and, 
as the diftrids in their vicinity’ are not only more 
unprodu£live than our fouthern and northern provin¬ 
ces but at a greater diftance from the enemy, fupplics 
were collefted there with a lefs moderate hand. 
But enquiries into the befi: regulations of pafl; times, 
however conne6led with the late military operations 
mufi: give way to meafures that are more immediately 
objeEls of this work. 

The motives that happily induced Earl Cornwal¬ 
lis to take the charge of the war upon himfelf, ha\ c 
been recorded witli fo much perfpicuity, in a Minute 
of Council at Fort William (i), that any abridgement 
or alteration of language would be equally improper 
in itfelf and injurious to the reader. That “ the 
“ prefence of the Governor General .in the feene of 
“ aftion would have been confidered by our allies, 
“ as a pledge of fincerity and of confident hopes of 
“ fuccefs againft the common enemy (2),” appears to

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6th December 1790, embarked on board the Veftal 
frigate, landed at Fort St. George on the 13th of that 
month, and immediately alTumed the fupreme com¬ 
mand.

produced a confpicuous inftance of the unlimited con¬ 
fidence repofed by that people in the wifdom of their 
ruler as well as in the eftablilhed fupericu-ity of Great 
Britain. 

In a fettlement where embarkations efpecially of na-^ 
tives have never been attempted on fo extenfive a fcale, 
and where there were no boats calculated for a fervice 
of this nature, the various difficulties that attended the 
procuring fupplies from fo many different departments, 
the providing Hoops and fmall craft for convening to 
Diamond Harbour, Culpee, Ingelee, and Saugur, from 
three to four thoufand men with horfes, bullocks, pro- 
vifions, {lores, and baggage in fo fhort a time, particu¬ 
larly as many of thefe duties were clogged by hindran- 
ces(3) unknown in other countries, could only be fur- 
mounted by the m<jft a6live zeal, indefatigable induftry, 
and uncommon patience and perfeverance. 

The arrival, 'however, of the reinforcement at its 
place of deftination without a fhadow of complaint, 
without the lofs of one fighting man from amongft

E e about 
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about eighteen hundred natives, is a teftimony of abi¬ 
lity in deiign, and fuccefs in execution, equal to the 
innumerable,encomiums of fuperiors(i). Such exerti¬ 
ons, in defiance of all fearch, will ever be found, as in 
the prefent inftance, to take their rife from the moft 
pure and difinterefted motives, and, on any other prin¬ 
ciple, the bell fubordinate arrangements,‘fhould fimilar 
fer\'ices occur, muft fail of the defired efl'eft. 

Although the tributaries to the government of Fort 
St. George frnothered their ill grounded difeontents, 
whilft the Sultaun was occupied in the defence of his 
Myforean dominions, their tempers naturally prone 
to fedition, broke out into open violence on his in- 
vafion of. the Carnatic.

You will readily fee that information of the above 
nature is neceflary for the General in a public letter 
from you before he can confiftently order a milita- 
ry force to be employed againfi the tributaries in 
“ the prefent fituation of the army. The Tondiman 
Poligar in particular has been fo long faithfully at- 
tached to the Company’s interefts, and is at the fame 
time fo ftrong from the nature of his country and 
“ the number of armed adherents, that it will, I ima- 
“ gine, be proper in you to be very minute with ref- 
“ pe 61 ; to his concerns.” 

Even thofe leafi inclined to difturbance among the 
fouthern tributaries, abandoning their lands through 
force or fear, laid claim to remiflion of engagements. 
In a feene where the wanton depradations of a cruel 

enemy 
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enemy rendered it necelTary for the inhabitants to fly 
from, their* dwellings and to take flicker either under 
walls of forts that ftrengthened the country, or at the 
principal ra 61 :ories along the fea coaft, every exertion of 
colle6lors could neither fupport the fpirits of the ryuts 
nor prevent their flight; far lefs could they expert rents, 
whilll the crops on which payment of thefe rents muft 
ever depend, were reaped by flrangers, openly at war, and 
rendered kill more mifehievous by religious feuds. 

At a time when fwarms of horfe deflroyed all grain 
and defolated the lands in the vicinity of Trichinopoly, 
but little could be expefted even from the diligence of 
hlr. Andrews; the abilities of Mr. Floyer could 
prove of no advantage to the Co mpapy,^ whilft the 
whole force of the enemy fubfiked on the fouth- 
ern diftrids of Arcot; and although, the center dh 
vifion of that country was not fo much the immedi¬ 
ate feat of war, flill, notwithflanding Mr. Landon’s ex¬ 
ertions, the threats of the enemy operated in a high 
degree to the prejudice of colledion. Nay at this 
jundure “ the danger had fo effedually deterred people 
from offering for the frontier diflrids, that it was 


found 
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« found impoffible to procure renters for Changamah, 
“ Trinomaly, or Andoormungalum (i)/* 

Intimidated by the invafion the people forefaw a 
repitition of horrors, whofe fatal effe£ls were ftill alive 
on their imaginations, and as the changes that had of 
late taken place, rendered the renters doubtful of their 
fituation, they neglefted the tillage of the laud and 
the neceflary attention to the advantages from water. 
It does not appear, however, that this diftrefs had ex¬ 
tended either to the northern Circars or to our fouthern- 
moft poflellions. Under the dire£lion of the feveral 
Colle6lors, the former diftri6ls, unmolefted by the ene¬ 
my, yielded as ufual, whilft Mr, Macleod, with equal 
fuccefs fecured- revenues of the latter. 

As Major General Medows fell down along the 
Caiyvery ( 2 ) towards Trichinopoly, .the rains poured 
with fuch violence, that all aftive opperations being, of 
neceflity, fufpended, time and leifure offered for adjuft- 
ment of dilputes in the feveral dependencies as well as

It- does not appear that the point of attack on Mv- 
fore had been determined immediately on the arri\ al 
of Earl Cornwallis at Fort St. George, yet, that die 
intention of entering the enemy’s country by any of 
the paffes to the Ibuthward had been abandoned by his 
Lordfhip, at an early period, is a conclufion warranted 
by various concurrent teftimonies (i).

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A body of horfc of no repute, probably about two 
hundred, ftill hanging on the fkirts of tlie army, conti¬ 
nued to deftroy and carry of confiderable quantities of 
t>aggage, and to wound and otherwife difirefs many fol¬ 
lowers. Repeated inftances of this infnlt, dav after da\', 
occafioned an attempt to cut them off by anfourcade, 
but although planned with much judgment, and with¬ 
out fault in execution, it was not attended with fuccels:

Still moving towards the prcfidency. The army 
reached vellout (1) on the 27th January, * and on 
the 29th, after being reviewed by Earl Cornwallis, 
received a warm teftimony of approbation (2). 

Wiien exalted and illuftrious chara6lcrs whofc \'ir- 


tucs have gained the confidence and efteem of man¬ 
kind, forfaking fituations of cafe and comfort, ftep

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forth upon arduous occafions, on the pureft principles 
of patriotifm, to encounter danger and fatigue, it is 
wonderful to contemplate the efFe6l that the example 
has upon the minds of the people. This perhaps was 
never more ftrongly illuftrated than upon the Gov^ern- 
or Generars announcing publickly in Bengal his in¬ 
tention of going to the Coall; to take upon himfelf 
the charge of the war, 

Whilft all ranks of men were loft in admiration 
of the noble fpirit that di6lated this refolution, the ar¬ 
my feemed affe6led by it in a peculiar degree. Ap¬ 
plications by the European officers for the indulgence 
of being enrolled amongft the chofen few that were 
to accompany his Lordfhip followed each other from 
every part of the country; Staff and other appoint- 
rinents were of no confideration when put in competi¬ 
tion with this favourite obje6l; and, whofoever could 
obtain permiffion to be of the number, even by fuch a 
facrifice, confidered himfelf peculiarly fortunate. 

That this fpirit fhould have prevailed among the 
European officers is not fo much to be wondered at 
as that the fame cnthufiafni fhould have diffufed itfelf 
among the native troops fo forcibly as to overcome 

all

all prejudices of education, habit, and religion. A 
teftiniony of attachment fo pleafmg and new, whilft 
it marked, more ftrongly than language 'can exprefs, 
their confidence, could not fail to be highly gratifying 
to* the Britifh General. 

The orders (3) that required fo many volunteers to 
accompany Earl Cornwallis to the Carnatic, were 
no fooner made known at the different military ftations, 
than the number was in readinefs; and had thGufands 
inftead of hundreds been wanted there can be little doubt 
but that complement would foon offer, as even whole 
corps are faid to have turned out upon the occafion. 

The feveral commandants bcinsc emulous of doinor 
credit to their battalions by the excellence of their drafts, 
the detachment was compofed chiefly of grenadiers, 
and for the number exceeded, perhaps, in appearance, 
any body of native troops that ever allembled in India. 
Nor did their conduft in a£lion or otherwife through¬ 
out the war diferedit that appearance. 

The fpirit which thus pervaded the Bengal army 
aftuated, alfo, the troops in the Carnatic. Every 
corps of that eftablilhment whofe turn of duty obliged

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them to remain in cantonments or garrifon lamented 

« 

the neceflity that prevented a participation in 'thofe 
honours which the high reputation of their new 
leader feemed to promife^ efpccially, now, that no 
fecret was made of his intention of pufhing dircflly for 
the enemy’s Capital. 

Although much had been done by Major General 
Medows to diftrefs theSultaun, and although many folid 
advantages refulted from the Campaign to the South- 
waxd, yet, as it was not attended with any of thefe bril¬ 
liant events that give eclat to a General or fame to an 

army, diiratisfa6lion and difcontent evidently relied on 
the minds of the people. A thorough acquainiancc 
with the great fuperiority of our equipment and the total 
inability of Tippoo to cope with fuch a force, when we 
'firll took the field, raifed the public expe6lation to fuch 
a pitch that nothing fhort of the Capture of Seringapa- 
tarn in a few months could pleafe. 

However unreafonable thefe expeftations, a difap- 
pointment of them was fenfibly felt, but in proportion 
to the deprclfion that enfued fo was the elevation of 
fpirits from the vigorous preparation now going forward 
for the Ipeedy accomplilhment of the favorite objeft. 

In 
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In addition to the elTccl wliich his Lorduiip's ar¬ 
rival at Madras had upon our own Settlements, it inoh. 
.aCTuredly liad that alfo, fpecifyed in the Minute of 
Council at Fort William “ his prefence in the feene of 
a6lion was confidercd by our allies as a pledge of fin- 
cerity, and of our conlldent hopes of fuccefs againfh 
the common enemy, and by that means operated as 
an encouragement to them to continue their exer- 
tions and to aVnde by tlicir flipulationL” 

Nizam Ally and the Marattas, altliougli their armies 
kept the field, had as yet rendered no fcrvicc that coilld 
materially contribute to the p-cncral eaufe. I'hcy can- 
tioufiy awaited the event of our operations, that fliould 
fuccefs attend the Britifli arms they might benefit by the 
alliance ; but fliould adverfe foutune iall to our lot, they 
had determined not to tranfgrefs beyond the poflibility 
of a fpeedy adjuftment of differences with the Sultaun. 
Both powers had. upon former occafions acknowledged 
his fiipcriority by concefiion of extenfive countries. 
Confeious of weaknefs therefore, they were now afraid to 
penetrate fo far into his country as would expofe them 
to an attack ere we had reduced his ftrength by fome 

dccifive blow j for although, at prefent in the Carnatic 

watching 
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watching the motions of the Britifli army, they weH 
knew that by the rapidity of his marches he could foon 
appear in any part of the Myforcan dominions where his 
prefence would be of moft advantage. 

On that account their operations hitherto had been 
confined merely to defultory excurfions with fmall bodies 
of horfe, without one attempt to befiege any of the firong 
holds (Dirwaar excepted) that guarded the frontiers. 

a 

The energy of their meafures from this period, therefore, 
can only be attributed with any probability of corre6tnefs 
to the'prefence of Earl Cornwallis at Madrafs, and, to 
the vigorous preparations going forward in that quarter. 
They plainly perceived that the Britifh army muft attra 61 
the whole attention of the Sultaun and inevitably deprive 
him of leifure or means fufficient to oppofc the progrefs 
of invafions on the northern extremities of his country; 
but as their operations will be given at full length 
in due time any abridgement at this'ftage would prove 
but little fitisfadlory to the reader.

The Nawob Alfuf jah, being furninicd with two battalions of the Ilono i- 
rable Company’s forces, Pundit Purdaun fhall have an option of being 
joined by an equal force on the fame terms during the prefenr war againll 
Tippoo. The pav of the faid battalions to be m.ide good to the Honoura¬ 
ble Company by Pundit Purdaun, in like manner as fettled with the Nawob 
Afl'uf Jah. 


ARTICLE V. 

On the fa'd two battalions joining tlie Marratta army. Pundit Purdaun 
agrees to allot 2000 boric to remain and a6t in concert with them. But in 
the event of urgent fcrvicc, on which cavalry alone can be employed, 1000 
of the faid cavalry may be detached thereon, 1000 remaining conflantly with 
the battalions; whofc pay will be defrayed regularly* in ready money, every 
month, in the army, or in Poona, at the option ot Mr. Mallet.

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Whenever three copies of this treaty confiding of eight articles, fhall be 
delivered by Tippoo Sultaun, bearing his feal and fignaturc, accompanied 
by three fchcdnics alfo under tlie feal and fignature of the faid Tippoo 
Siiltaun, fpecifying vhe detail of the countries ceded to the three powers, one 
to the faid Company with the fchcdule, one to the faid Nawob Afluf Jah 
Uahaudur with the fchedule, and one to the faid Row Pandit Purhdaun 
Bahaiidur with the fchcdule, three counterparts thereof and of the fchcdiile 
fhall be delivered to the faid Tippoo Sultaun by the allies, that is to fay,

jPEACE and friendfhip fhall immediately take place between the laid 
Company and the Nawob Tippoo Sultatin Bahaudnr, and their friends and 
allies, particularly including therein*the Rajahs of Tanjorc and Travan- 
corc, who arc friends and allies to the F.ngliih, and the Carnatic Paycn 
Ghaut; alfo Tippoo Sultaun’s friends and allies, the Biby of Cannanorc, 
and the Rajahs, or Zemindars, of the Malabar Coafl, are included in tliis 
treaty. The Englifli will not, dirctlly, or indlrcBly, afTift the enemies 
of the Nawob Tippoo Sultaun Babnudur, nor m;.ke war upon his friends

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and allies; and the Nawob Tippoo Sultaun Bahaiidur will not, dirc^lly 
or indirctUy, afiTdl the enemies, nor make war upon the friends 6r allic< 
of the hnglilh. 


ARTICLE IL 

Immedeiatcly after figning and foaling the treaty by the Nawob Tippoo 
Sultaun Bahaudur, and the three Englilh Commiirioncrs, the laid Nawob 

lliall fend orders for the complete evaculion of the Carnatic, and the 
relloration of all the 'forts and places in it, now pofTcIfed by his troops ; 
the forts of Amhoorgur and Satgiir excepted : and fuch evacuation attd 
rcfhjration ihall aClually and cireftually be made in the Ipacc of thirty 
days, froin the clay of figning the treaty. And the faid Nawob fhall alfo, 
immediately after figning the treaty, fend orders for the releafe of all the 
perfons who were taken and made prifoners in the late war, and now alive, 
whether European or native; and for their being fafely condii8cd to and 
d-Iivercd at fuch Englilli fort, or fcttlcment, as fliall be neared to the places 
where they now arc, fo that the faid releafe and delivery of the prifo¬ 
ners fliall afiually and cITcflually be made in thirty days from the day of 
fifning the treafy. The Nawob will caufe them to be fupplied with pro- 
vifions and ccmvcyances for the journey, the expence of which fhall be 
made good to him by the Company.

All perfons what foe ver, wdio have been taken and carried away fiom 
the Carnatic Payen Ghaut, (which includes Tanjore) by the late Nabob 
Ilyder Ally Cawn Bahaudur, who is in heaver., or by the Nawob Tippoo 
Sultaun Bahaudur, or tOtherwife belonging to the Carnatic, and now in 
the Nawob Tippoo Sultaun Bahaudur's dominions, and willing to return 
(hall be immediately allowed to return with their families and children, 
or as foon. a.s may be convenient to themfelvcs; and all perfons belonging 
.he Venkitagherry Rajah, who were taken prifoners in returning from the 
fort of Vellore, to which place they had been fent with provifions, (hall 
alio be rcleal'ed, and permitted immediately to return. Lifts of the prin¬ 
cipal perfons belonging to the Nawob Mahomed Ally Cawn Bahaudur, 
and to the Rajah of Venkitagherry, (hall be dilivered to the Nawob Tip¬ 
poo Sultaun's Minifters; and the Nawob will caufe the contents of this 
article to be publicly notified throughout his country. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Tnis being the happy period of general peace and reconciliation, ahe 
Nawob Tippoo Sultaun Bahaudur, as a teftimony and a proof of his friend- 
fhip to the Englifti, agrees, that the Rajahs, or Zemindars, on this coaft, 
who have favoured the EnglKh in the lat^ war, iliall not be molefted on 
that account.

for hisexpcnces: and the Peifhwah on his part engages, that if Ragon;iut

The Hon’ble Eaft India Company and the Peifliwah Madhoo Row Pundit 
Purdaun having the fullcft confidence in Maha Rajah Subadar Madhoo Row 
Scindia Bahaudur, they have both requelled the faid Maha Rajah to lie the 
mutual Guarantee for the perpetual and invariable adherence of both parties 
to tlie conditions of this 'IVeaty : And the faid Madhoo Row Scindia, from a 
regard to the welfare of both States, hath accordingly taken upon himfelf the 
mutual Guarantee. If cither of the parties fhall deviate from the conditions 
of this Treaty, the faid Maha Rajah will join the other party, and will to the 
utmon; of his power, endeavour to biing the Aggreflor to a proper undcr- 
ftanding.

It is hereby agreed, that whatever TerritoMcs, Forts, or Cities in Guzc-

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rat were granted by Ragonaut Row to the Englifti, previous to the Treaty of 
Colonel Upton, and have come into their poffeflfion, the Reftitution of which 

was flipulatcd in the 7th Article of the faid Treaty, fhall be reftored agreea¬ 
ble to the terms of the faid Article.

the prefent hour beft fuiied for fettling and arranging, by a jull and

XII. 

It is cxprefsly uuderllood and declared, that fo loon as the expences in- 
curred by the war are paid off and difeharged, the fupcriutcmlants and re¬ 
ceivers fliall be immediately recalled; and it is further cxprcfdy declared, 
that the Xlih article lhall not have any reirofpeft to the expences of any war 
.antecedent to the date of this treaty,

That after the termination of luch war, and during the application of the 
faid giofs revenues to the debts and expences thereof, the lid, Illd, IV'ih, 
Vth, and Vlth articles this treaty, fhall be and remain dormant, and be of 
no cifcB, but lhall recommence and regain their full force and validity from 
tfnd immediately uher all the debts and expences of fuch war fliall have been 
fully and proportionally paid off and difeharged. 

XIV, 

In cafe his Ilighncfs fliall at any time have occafion for any number of 
troops for the fecurity and collcflion of his revenue, the fupport of this au¬ 
thority. 
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thorliy, or the groJ order and government of his dominions, the faid United 
Company fhall and will furnif]! a fuflicient number of troops for that pur- 
pofe, on public reprefcntaiion being made by his Highnefs to the PrcHdeT^t 
in Council of Fort ,St. George, of the ncceffity of employing fuch a force, 
and the objcfls to be obtained thereby: In cafe of the inarch of fuch troops, 
the additional batia and cxpences attending their movements, will be an¬ 
nually difeharged by his Highnefs at the end of each year. 

XV. 

Whenever the Company fliall enter into any negociations, wherein the 
interefts of the Carnatic «nd its dependencies may be concerned, the Prefi- 
dent in Council of Fort St. George fliall communicate the proceedings to 
his Highnefs the Nawob of ilie Carnatic, as the firm ally of the Company : 
and althoiigW the direflion of the combined force of the country is commit¬ 
ted eVitirely to the Honourable Company, or their reprefentatives, it is never- 
ihelcfs underfiood, that his Highnefs fliall be informed of all mcafurcs which 
fliall relate to the declaring of war, or making peace, with any of the princes 
and powers of Hindoftan, fo far as the intercfl of the Ca^’natic may be imme¬ 
diately concerned therein; and the name of his Highnefs fhall be inferted 
in m.]\ treaties regarding the Carnatic; and his Higluicfs will not enter into 
any political negociations or controverfics with any flatc or power, without 
the confent or approbation of the Prcfidtnt in Council at Fort St. George. 

XVI. 

Nothing in this treaty contained fhall be underflood to injure the claim of 
his Highnefs the Nawob to the Tanjore country.

Should there be any efifential failure in the crops in time of peace, owing 

to 
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to the want of rain, or any other unforcrecn calamity, a doduclion fliall he 
made in the Nav^ob’s kills to the extent of the injury which the revenue's

to whom his Mighnefs grants full power and authority to appt)int one or 
more fuperintendants anxl acconij)tants to inlpect and examine the cutcher\' 
rec^eipts of all the countries and didricls of Ids llighncfs live Niwob of the 
Carnatic, ft)r die pnrpofe of afceriaiiiing the amount of fuch dcd.iclion, wiiich.

Treaty of Peace between the Honorable the Englijh Eajl India Company^ and the 
Maratta State—Concluded at Poorunder the \Jl 'day of March 1776, or the 
iptb of Mohurum and Tear \ 1^0 of the Mahomedan Hegera, or the Year 
1176 Bejaporee, Aiiljhahk. 

fT^REATY between the Honorable the Englifh Eafl: India Company and 
the Marratta State, Poorunder ift day of March 177b. 

Whereas differences have arifen amongd the Chiefs of the Maratta State, 
and the Government of Bombay having taken apart tlicrcin by fending for¬ 
ces into the Marratta Dominions, which the Honarablc the Governor Genc/al 
and Council of Fort William difapprove, and being defirous of conciliating 
thefe differences, have determined accordingly to enter into (iich nicafutcs as 
may mod effeftually contribute to fo dcfireable an end. They have for this 
purpofe therefore authorifed, deputed, and given full powers unto Lieute¬ 
nant Colonel John Upton, in the fcrvice of the Honorable the Eaft India 
Company to conclude a Peace between the Government of Bombay and t!.c 
Marratta State, and Colonel Upton having accordingly arrived at Poorunder 
has concluded a folid and firm peace on the part of the Englifli Company with 
the Minillcrs SccaranPPundit and Ballajee Pundit on the part of the Pcidi- 
wali Madeurow Pandit Purdaun and all the Marratta Chiefs, and the 
following are the Articles of Convention which they have engaged into. 

ARTICLE I. 

Peace fhall be eftablifiicd and take place from this day between the Ho¬ 
norable the Englifh Eaft India Company in general, and the Government of

ARTICLE I. 

The Treaty concluded between the Government of Bombay, and Badjec- 
row Pundit Purdaun, or lirll minifter of his Serene Highnefs of the Saw-rajah 
in the year 1739, or 1140, of the Mahomedan Stile, and that con¬ 
cluded on the part of the Government with Ballajee Badgarow Purdaun, 
dated the 12th of Oftuber, 1756, or of the Mahomedan Stile, 17th of Mo- 
hurrum, 1179, are hereby ratified and confirmed in their full extent, accor¬ 
ding to the full and true intent, and meaning of them, in the fame full and 
ample manner, and in the fame light in which they have hitherto been ever 
conducted. 


ARTICLE II. 

All other agreements fubfilling between this government of Bombay, and

ARTICLE VIII. 

Ragobah alfo engages faithfully to make good to the Company for ever 
ihe fuin of feventy-Hve ihoufand (75,000) Rupees, annually, from his fhare 
of the Revenues of Occlafier, which fum is to be paid by bis Pundit, in 
two different payments, at dated periods. 

ARTICLE IX. 

Ragobah engages to pay in full for the charges and expencesrof the body 
of forces with which he is to be afRdecl, confining of two thouland’ five 
huiulrcd tnen witli guns and ammunition, the fum of one hundred and fifty 
thoufuul (150,000) rupec.s monthh', and every month, which :he llonot- 
able the Governor and Council agree to accept without further ac¬ 
count, and is to commence the day the forces Lave Bombay, but as the 
whole number of forces, will not as yet pmcccd, he is only to pay a pr »- 
portionable monthly fuju, 'till the whole if necelToy may be lent to join 
him, he engages to pay this dipend monthly, and as fecurity for the fane 
’till his affairs will <;nable him to furnifli money, which he promifes to do 
as foon as poffible, he afligns by thefe prefents the Revenues of the follow¬ 
ing places, viz.

Uc fu:il er engages not to make war, or commit 
an. dq)rcd,itions in the Carnaf’c, fo long as the laft treaty fubfifiing betweert 
the two Covciinncnts is adhered to by the Nawob. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

In cafe it fliould happen fwhich God forbid) that any of the Company's 
Shins or Vilfeis, or the Ships Vefl'els or Boats of any perfon or pcrl'ons, 
!r,ul>ng under their pr('tetli()n fhould be (hipwrcckcd on any part of the 
Liiiatia Coall, every aflillance (hall be given by the Government and Inha¬ 
bitants to favc as nnn h as potlible, and the whole that may be faved, 
fliall be returned, all reafonablc cxpcnccs being paid by the owners.

All the places ceded for ever to the Company by this treaty are to be

Earl CdrnxvaUls to Jlis Highnefs the Nizam, the yth of July 1789. 

Y our Ilighnefs’f letter, containing ftrong expreflfions of friendfhip, wa»- 
prefented to me by Meer Abul Conim, and has afforded me the mod 
incxprcffible fatisfa£lion. I have perfefclly underftood all the matters in¬ 
truded to the verbal corr.munication of Meer Abul CofTnn 1 and the fincere 
and friendly fentiments which I have difeovered your Highnefs to be impref- 
fed with towards me, have induced me to fhew the confidence I place in 
your Highnefs s declaration, by candid and explicit convcrfaiions with Meet 
Abul Coflim on fubjefls of the highcfl importance, and as they all of them 
have tendency to flrengthen and encrcafe our friendfhip, I fliall communi- 
eate, without referve,to your Highnefs what has occured to me relative to them; 

r 

It was with no fmall concern I found, on my arrival in charge of the con-- 
troul of all the Compan)’s affairs, that one of the eventual and rnoft effcntial 
points of the treaty of friendfliip and alliance, made in 1768, between your 
Highnefs and the Company, remained unexecuted on both fides, viz. The 
furrender of the Guntoor Sircar to the Company and the regular difeharge 
of your Highnefs s demand fur the Pcifhcufh from the Company ; anxious 
notwithftanding, that by urging the due performance of this Article, I fliv-'uld 
not intrude on your Highnefs while engaged in purfuils of importance, I 
poftponed all negociaiion on the fubjefl, until I was convinced that your 
Highnefs uninterupted by war, had full leifure to confidcr the propriety of • 
the performance of this Article of the treaty; and until you might have had 
fufficient opportunity to put implicit confidence m my affurances for the punc¬ 
tual difeharge of the Peifhcufli for the Noriherp Circars ; I then deputed 
Captain Kennaway to your Highnefs’s Court, with inftruflions, to make 
the demand of the Guntoor Cir^iar, by virtue of the treaty of 1768, to affure 

your 
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your riiglmcfs of my firm intention to difeharge the balances, upon fair 
ilaicti\ent, due to your Ilighncfs on account of the Pciflicufli, and to imprefs 
you with tlic fincerity of my intentions for its regular p!iyment hereafter. I 
have already expreffed my fatisfaflion at your^Highnefs's immediate com- 
plianco to otdiver up the (^untoor Gircar to the Company, and have afTured 
Iligluiels of mv firm intention to perfevere in a fit iCl fy (lorn of faith 
to cng.igemen's : and nov;, with fueh a jiroof of the fecurity of your Iligh- 
nels s fiienddiip and good faith; I have, from a defire to teftify to your 
Iliglinel, tliat I am imprelTed with fimilar fentiments, entered into a full dif- 
ei 'ii^.n of eve ry Artiele with Nicer Ahul Coffim, ii; order that fueh parts of 
it as are undefined, and bear an obfeure and doubtful meaning, may be fo 
cxplaii'.ed as iitall preciade every ncceniiy of future difcuffion, remove all 
gr(ni:id of mil'undi'i flanuiiig, and give liability and peimanency to* that 
fricndfhip which iioa’ fubldls between us. In adopting this rule of condiifl, 
I do no moic I’lnm fuiiil lire intention of ilic King of ’bingland, and 
tlielbiiifli nation, who, by the fyUem lately c(l:.^bli{hed for the Govern¬ 
ment of this Country, liad iti view the impoi tan end of giving efficacy to 
tin- evifling treaties between the biiglifh and the powers of Hindoftan, 
and ih'i'Vcuiing a due performance tnereof in future. * This communication, 
I am peiAuded, will fully fatisfy your Ilighncfs of the propriety of mv dc- 
dining the propofals of Mecr Abul Collim, for entering into a new fecurity 
for the dlfch.ugc of the Pcifficufli, by mortgaging a portion of the Circars, 
conridering, as Id), the faith of the Englifli nation already pledged for the 
due payment of it. In proof of the fincerity of my intentions that the treaty 
fhould be carried into full effecl, agree that in the 6ih Article ofihe treaty, 
the woids " whenever the fituation of afifairs will allow of fueh a body of troops 
“ to march into the Decan ” ffiall be underftood to mean, that the force 
engaged for by this Article, viz. two battalions of fepoys and fix pieces of 
cannon, manned by Europeans, fliall be granted whenever your Ilighncfs ffiall 
apply for it, making only one exception, that it is not to be employed

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againfl any power in alliance with the Company, via. Pundit Piirdaim, 
Madajec Scindia, and other Marratta Chiefs, Peifliwa Ragajec BKnofla, 
the Nawob ofArcot|’and Nawob Vizier; Rajahs of Tanjoreand Trcvaiicurcr 
that the battalions at prefent not defined in number fhaH not confifi of lefs 
than 800 men each : that the fix field pieces fhall be manned with the nu n- 
ber of Europeans which is ufual in time of war : that the cxpencc to be 
charged to your Highnefs, fiiall be no more than the exaft fum which 
it cofis the Company to maintain a body of that force when employed 
on fervicc in the field, that this cxpencc be as per feparate account; 
that this detachment fhall march within two months, or fooncr if poffibic 
after it is demanded, and your Highnefs fliall be charged with the expence 
of it from the day it enters your Highnefs's territories, until it quits tlicun 
on its return to the Company’s, with the addition of one month, at the 
avefrage calculation of the whole amount, in order to defray the charges, 
the Company muft neceffarily incur to put fuch a force in a flate fit for 
fcrvicc. I have fo fully difeufied the articles of the treaty that lelaie 
to the Nawob of Arcot, and the Carnatic, on the reprefentation of Mecr 
Abul Coffim, that a mere reference to the articles themfelves will inform 
your Highnefs of the full force of my arguments; and although the h>ng 
exffling friendfliip between that Nawob and the Company might be uiged 
as further ground for declining the propofal of Mcer Abul Coffim, Ids 
right to the polTeflion of the Carnatic Payen Ghaut is fully eftablifhed and 
admitted by the 7th and 8th articles, and papers appertaining to them, 
there can therefore be no ncccffity for troubling your Highnefs witli other 
rcafons. In regard to the articles relative to the Dewanny of the Car* 
natic Balia Ghaut, your Highnefs mull be well convinced that circumftances 
have totally prevented the execution of thefe articles, and the Company 
are in the full enjoyment of peace with all the woild, but (hould it here¬ 
after happen that the Company fhould obtain poflcfiion of the Country 
mentioned in thefe articles, with your Highnefs’s afliflancc, they will finally 

perform 
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perform the ftipulaiions in favour of your Highnefs and the Marrattas. Your 
Hightj^cfs inuft, be well allured, that while treaties of peace and fricndfhip 
exill with any chief, ncgociations that tend to deprive that chief of any 
part of his poflelfions, unprovoked on his part, mull naturally create fuf- 
picions in his mind unfavourable to the reputation of your Highnefs, and 
to^the chara£\cr of the Company, Gnce the only grounds on which fuch 
ncgociations could be carried on, reft on a treaty exifting upwards of 
twenty years, the execution of which is yet unclaimed, and fince no provo¬ 
cation has. hitherto been made to juftify a breach in the prefent peaceable 
and amicable underftanding between each other. 

As I am at all times dcfirous that fuch circumftances as carry with them 
impediment and hindrance to good order and government, without bearing 
the finallcft advantage to either fide, fhould be fo changed a*s to produce 
the good circtls expeckd from treaties, and as the affairs'of both parties 
might fulnir great injury from being excluded from correfpondmg with 
the other powers of the Decan, I agree that in future either party, without 
a bleach of treaty ftiall be at liberty to receive or fend Vackeels, and 
eorrefpond with any powers in the Decan, in fuch manner as may be ex- 
{.edieiit for the benefit of their own affairs, under the condition that the 
objed of fuch intercourfc or correfpondence be not hoftilc to either of the 
governments. T have in many inftances, as well through Captain Ken- 
naway as to Mcer’Abul Coffim, an*d the firft part of this letter, declared 
my firm intention to execute the treaty of 1768, and to live in perpetual 
amity and friendfhip with your Highnefs j and your Highnefs will be con¬ 
vinced from the explanations I have given to thole articles in the treaty 
of ambiguous and obfeurfc meaning, that I am earneftly defirous of the ad- 
juftment of every matter on grounds fair and liberal; but it is neceffary, 
in confideration of the fubjefts of converfation* with Meer Abul Coffim, 
that I ftiould point out to your Highnefs, that unlefs juft caufe Ihould be

.givQji for entering into new treaties, the laws of my country, the injunc¬ 
tions of the King and Company of England, as well as the faith and honor 
,of the Englifli, prohibit me from entering into any negociation, to make 
new treaties, and I have confined my conferences with Mccr Abul Coffim* 
to the explanation of that* made in 1768, with a view to a more pcrfcCl 
execution of it. On this account I have not judged proper to comply with 
fuch requcfls as have been made by Mecr Abul Coflim, that in any fhnpc 
tend to alter the fpirit of that treaty. A further argumeut to iinju-efs 
your Higlinefs with the propriety of this determination is, tlu! fanBion and 
fnpport of Ills Majcfly and the Company of England to ihofe meafures that 
coincide with their inllthBions, I have mentioned this circumflancc merely 
to affure your Ilighnefs of the Ihcngth of my airertious, aiul the value 
of my engagements in regard to the Guutoor Circar, and the ether articles 
of the treaty; and I trull that this clear explanation of t!ic ambiguous ar¬ 
ticle; of the treaty will render it ctfeelual, and will afi’ord your Ilishncfs 
a convincing proof of the Cfimpany’s determination to adhere to thc^' ^'i 
of it. Although I have not agiecd to enter into a new treaty with >, »ir 
Ilighnefs tlirough Mecr Abul Coffim, for the rcafon above alligncd, yet 
your Highnefs, in confideraiion of the authority veiled in me by the King 
and Parliament of England, will confider inv letter, though merely pur¬ 
porting a clear explanation of the leyeral articles in ilie treaty of 1768, 
lirong and clFecicnt upon the Englifli (Eivcrnrnent in India, cqnally fo as 
a treaty in due form could be, fince. the members of the Council, have 
given their chearful acquiefence to its contents. For further particulars 
of my fentiments, I beg leave to refer your Ilighnefs to Mccr Abul 
Coffin*, whom I have confidercd during this negociation as faithfully at¬ 
tached to your Ilighnefs, fully acquainted with your Ilighnefs's intcrefts, 
and your moll confidential fervant impowered to fettle any agreement for 
the mutual benefit of the two governments. I have accordingly communi¬ 
cated to him, without referve, all that has occurred to me on the fubjeft of 

the 
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tKc elucitlitioi* of the Treaty of 1768, in the fame manner as if your High- 
nefs were prefent. Neverthelefs as your Highnefs’s concurrence are nccef- 
fary to give a firml fan8ion to the articles difeuffed, I have thought proper 
to mention them in this Letter; for the reft your Highnefs may have the moft 
alTurcd confidence, that 1 will moft faithfully abide by all the engagements I 
have entered into on the part of the Company.

Honourable Sir, 

W E have received your letters, dated the yih and 9th inftant, with thbir 
different enclofurcs; and we mud acknowledge that the contents of 
them have given us the moft ferious concent. 

It has ever been as much our earned inclination and difpofition, as we 
know it to be the wifli and defire of the Britilh nation, and of the Honour¬ 
able Court of Diretlors, that the Nawob Mahomed Alii* fliould, in all pub¬ 
lic and private tranfaQions, be treated W'ith every degree uf lihcrallity and 
delicacy which could be expeDed by an old friend and ally of the Company, 
who has with them experienced great viciffttudes of fortune duiing the long 
period of their mutual connexion ; and from thofe confidcrations we (hould 
perhaps, on any common occafion, conceive that we fliould not commit a ve¬ 
ry unwarrantable breach of our public duty, by expofing.the Company’s In- 
terefts to the rifle of fuffering feme moderate pecuniary lofs, rather than give 
a fanQion to any mcaftire, which we had reafon to believe would violently 
fhock the private feelings of a refpe6lablc old Prince, who has probably now 

but a few years to live. 


I’orced^ 
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Forced, however, as we have been into an expenfive and dangerous war, 
with the mod inveterate as well as the mod powerful enemy that the Britifii 

nation and the Nawob have ever had to contend with in Lndia, and in the 

« 

event of which the future fafety of his Highnefs’s own dominions is as deep¬ 
ly flaked as the eflential intereds of the Honourable Company, we plainly 
perceive that w’e could not gratify the Nawob’s private fenfations, by for¬ 
bearing to take efficient deps to exa6l the performance of his engagements to 
the Company, without being guilty of a flagrant neglcft of the attention, 
which is due to the honour and intereds of our country, and no lefs to the 
fecurity of bis Highnefs's own dominions. 

We need not conceal from you, that the rcfources of Bengal, exhauded 

r * 

as they .are by drains of various kinds, during a long feries of fucceffivc years, 
could nQt, even with the aid of the utmod puniluality in his Highnefs’s pay¬ 
ments, cither according to the terms of the treaty concluded with Sir Archi¬ 
bald Campbell, or of thofe of the propofitions made to him by the Court of 
Direftors, to which he has lately acceded, long fupport fuch expcnces as 
thofe w’iih which the prefent war mud unavoidably be attended, without being 
reduced to great extremity of didrefs, but we mud freely declare, that, un- 
lefs the whole ora great part of the heavy arrears, which arc at prefent due 

by the Nawob of Arcot, and the Rajah of Tanjore, can be recovered, and a 
punaual difeharge of the flipulated proportions can be fecured in future, f^ 
the general good, we need not o^nly forefee great immediate cmbarrafTmcnt 
to the Company s finances, but alfo much ground for apprehenfion that the 
ultimate fuccefs of the war may be greatly endangered. 


Under ihefe impreffions, and being at fhe fame time perfcaiy perfuaded. 
that in giving your opinions you arc aQuated folely by a regard to the fub- 
ilantial intereds botjr of his Highnefs and the Company, as well as convinced 
libat your judgement cannot be erroneous, on the impoffibility of obtaining 


in 
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i»i fuiure the ftipulated proportion of the Nawob's revenues threu^h the me¬ 
dium of ^his HigUnefs's own managers, (which mud alfo preclude all hopes of 
your being able to recover by thofe means the immenfe amoont of his prefeni 
balance) we think it our indifpenfable duty to authorife and direft vou to take 
eircQual mcafurc'', in as delicate a maimer as may be poflible, to put the’ 
Company into immediate poffellion of the management of his Highnefs’s re-- 
venues and country, in order that the total amount of :he collections may be 
, applied with fidelity and oaconomy, in the proportions that have been already 
fettled, to defray the exigencies of the War, for the general benefit of ther 
Parties, and to fuppott his Uighnefs's own family and d.ignity. 

We fincerely lament,that your endeavours to prevail upon the Nawob by- 
argumentif atid pcrfuafion, to facrifice his ideas and private feeling, refpeffc’- 

ing itis own pcrfonal dignity and importance, to the real and fubdantial good

of his fubje£ls, and for that purpolc to make a voluntary furrender to the 
Company of the management of his country, daring the continuance of the 
prefent War, have proved fo fruit!efs and incffeflual ; bccaufe it has been 
with tlie utmod reluflance that we could bring outfelves to indru£l you to 
take any dep which would give his Highnefs the lead uheafinefs or mortifica¬ 
tion. 

We truft, however, that before long, his Highnefs will be fully fendble of 
the intereded and criminal motives of the advifers by whom he has been in- 
fluenced to refid your folicitatiohs; and that he will foon fee, that whild his 
people will be treated with juftice and humanity, a liberal fund will be fccu- 
red for the fupport of his own dignity, and the maintenance of his family ; 
and that the remainder of"the revenues will be referved from the hands of 
extortioners and ufurers, and honourably applied to the defence and’protcc- 
lion of his fubjeds and dominions but at the fame time we repeat our di* 
regions,. that every delicate and conciliatory means that fugged themfeivcs 

K * to 
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to you, and which will not counteracft their cIFcottal purpofes, .fliall be made 
ufe of with his Ilighncfs, in carrying our infl.ru6tions into e.^ecution. 

Your ftatements of t:;c account between his Highnefs and the Company 
appear to us to be corrcQ, and your reafonings in fupport of the different 
Articles charged againft him, feem to be folid and jull; but no pains muft 
be fpared to give his Highnefs the minute and full explanation of all the par¬ 
ticulars of which the account confifls, and of the general principles on which 
it is formed in order that he may, if poffible, be convinced that the Com-, 
pan3''s Governments arq incapable of making demands upon him that can¬ 
not be fupported by the clcarefl; and mod obvious tenor and meaning of fpe- 
cihe.agreements. It muft likewife be fliewn and proved to his Highnefs, 
in the moi^ fatisfatflory manner, that his receipt of his proportion of the 
Revenue will be completely fecured, by the officers that may be appointed 
by him having the moll free and uninterrupted accefs, not only to obferve 
the general condudl of the Company's fervants that may be employed in 
thofc collc6lions, but to infpe6l and examine all accounts whatever of Re¬ 
ceipts and Diffiiirfemems that relate to them, during the time that his coun¬ 
try fliall remain under the management of your government. 

We cannot entirely abandon the hopes, that upon a more mature reflec¬ 
tion on Tippoo's infatiable ambition, and his perfonal inveteracy to him 
and his family, on the many infults and injuries that He has already fufforccl 
from that Prince, or from his Father, and on the danger to which the Car- 
natic has long been and is at prefent expofed from that powerful chief, his 
Highnefs may at lad be inclined to lend a more favourable ear to your 
arguments and perfuafions; and it would be highly gratifying to us if the 
indifpcnfable point of putting the collections into the hands of your officers 
could be carried, without your being obliged to proceed to any aB which* 
iliould bear the lead appearance of violence ; that if his Highnefs fliould, 

inftead 
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kidcad of receiving one fifth part of the net realised revenue, prefer your 
acquiefcence to his retaining in his own hands a part of the coaniry eUima- 
.ted at one fifth of the amount of the grofs revenues the Cai natic, and 
would on that condition make a voluntary furronder of the remaining four 
fifths to the management of the Company, during the continuance of the 
war, and until his prefent arrears lliall be difehirged, although wc b'. luve 
that it would not be fo advantageous as the other mode, for the intcrclls ci¬ 
ther of the N^awob or the Company, yet, if it would tend to render the ef* 
feft of our inftruftions lefs painful to him, we fhall be happy to give the 
meafure our entire approbation. 

Ilis riighnefs cannot lament more than we do, that a neceflity arifen 
for our adopting the detenidnation, that we have directed you to cNcJrutc, 
but you will have it in your power to prove to him by a variety of unan- 
fwerablc arguments, that confident with an honourable difeharge of our 
public duty, it was cntiiely unavoidable. 

In your difeuffions on this fuhjefl, our wiflies, that the failure on his 

Jlighncfs's part, in the performance t>f his treary wiih*the Companv, may be 

made perfectly and undeniably clear, by the llatemonts and explanations of 

the accounts; though we defire that the moft gentle a id moderate language 

may be made ufe of to himfelf pcrfonally, at the time that you communicate 

• * 

• the prefent inflruflions to him. 

In order likewife that he may fee, in the mofl diflinfl point of view, that 
the preffing exigencies of public affairs, which have driven us to the nccef- 
fity of requiring a painful facrifice from him, have originated only from cau- 
fes in which he is at lead equally concerned with ourfclves, we particularly 
direft, that you will be at pains to bring to his notice and rccollcClion, that 
the prefent conted has no fort of concern with European politics, and has 

K 2 not 
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not in the finaJleft degree been occafioned by difputes or alicrcaiions between 
m and any other European power ; that, from an averfion iq war. we have 
diflemblcd our fenip of Tippoo's failure in the performance of fevcral ftipu- 
lations of the laft Treaty of Peace, as well as many infuhs and injuries that 
he has offered to us in the courfc of thclaa three or four years ; and that we 
fliould have defecvcdly incurred the contempt of all mankind, if. inatteivivc 
to the diaates of Itonour, and the evident principles of political felf-defencc, 
we bad tamely allowed an arrogant and inveterate enemy to fee the laws of 
the mofl facred treaties at defiance, and aggrandize and prepare himfelf to 
aa in a fhort time, with more efficacy againfl ourfeivcs, by the dcftruc- 
*tion of a neighbour and faithful Ally, whom we were .bound by the mofl fo¬ 
reran errgagements to protca and defend, without making a manly effort at 
theprefentjunaion to curb his infoicnce, and to exaa fignal reparation for 
>thc many injuries that we and our Allies have fuftained from him* 

As an additional means of encouraging the Nawob to fubmit to feme tem¬ 
porary inconveniences, and of reconciling him to the arrangements that have 
rbeen dirccled, you will alfo ftate to him the fatisfa£lory grounds oii which he 
may found reafonable expc£lations, that fhould our arnts, and thofe of our 
Allies,^ be completely fuccefsful in the prefent war, his Highnefs’s Family 
ancf fubjeQs might then look forward to the profpeft of engaging the bleflT- 
•ings of Peace for a long feries of years to come. 

The Rajah of Tanjore having alfo failed in the mofl flagrant manner, in ’ 
the performance of his engagements to the Nawob and the Company, the 
balance*now due, and the pun6luality offujture payments mufl be fecured to 
the Company, by your taking poffeffion of the management of hit> Country 
and Revenues, in the fame manner, and for the fame reafons, as thofe 
which have obliged us to authorife you to poffefs yourfelvcs of the manage- 
tnent of the territories o'f the Nawob j and though the Rajah's claim upon us 
for delicacy and indulgence is in no refpeft equal to his Highnefs’s we di- 
(tcB. that, in carrying our inflruaions into execution, you fhall take the 

greatcR

rgreateft care to treat him and his family with every poflible degree of decen- 
cy, moderation^ andjnitice. 

We cannot conclude tnis difagreeablc fubjeft without 'again recommend¬ 
ing in the moft jarneft manner, that your own behaviour to the Nawob of 
Arcot, and the Rajah of Tanjore, may be uniformly calculated to foficn the 
cfFecTl of meafures which in themfclvcs will at firft be unpalatable, and that 
yovi may be particularly careful to make a feleQion of Company's fervants 
fqr carrying them into execution, who from their known chara6lers for ho- 
'nour, integrity, and mildnefs of manner, may afford you good grounds to 
believe that they are fufficiently qualified to fulfil ouf inftruBions and expec¬ 
tations.

tween the Company's dominions and the dominions of His Excellency the 

Vizier, feuing forth the Ioffes and inconveniencies which they fuffer, as

well from the heavy duties colIc6lcd on their merchandize, as ficm the 
mode of levying the fame. His Lordfhip, on the part of the^ Honorable the 
United Company qf Merchants of Ungland trading to the Eaft Indies, and 
his Excellency the Nawob Vizier, &c. with a view to remove the evils com¬ 
plained of and to promote tlie welfare of their refpe< 5 tive ftarcs, have agreed 
upon the following Articles, which fhall be binding on themfelvcs, t^eir 
heirs, and fuccefTors, 


ARTICLE I. 

The contra£ling parties fliall not claim any exemption from duties, either 
for themfclves, their fubjefils or dependants, or any other perfon dr perfons, 
of whal<«?er country or nation. 

ARTICLE ir.

His Excellency the Nawob Vizier, &c. agrees to grant Rowannahs or 
Cuftom-Houfe paffes, under the S.als and Signatures of his Officers for all 
Goods exported from his dominions to the dominions of the Company, fpe- 
cify ing the quantity of the Goods, and the valuation on which his own ex¬ 
port duties fhall have been levied. The Right Honorable Earl Cornwallis in 
like manner engages that fimilar Rowannahs or Cuflom-Houfe palTes, fliall 
be granted for all Goods, exported from the Com{)any's dominions (com¬ 
prehending the provinces of Bengal, Bchar, Oriffa, and the dillti6l of Bena¬ 
res) to the dominions of His Excellency the Vizier, fjfccifying the quantity . 
of the Goods and the valuation on which the duties fliall have been levied in 
the dominions of the Company. 

ARTICLE TIL 

His Excellency the Vizier, &c. agrees to levy the duties on all Goods im¬ 
ported into his territories from the Company's dominions, upon the valua¬ 
tion fpecifled in the Company’s Rowannah.

A. HE Court of Direflors oftheEafi India Company having taken into their 
ferious confideration the great.advantages which may he attained by improv¬ 
ing the bleflings of peace, now happily re-eftabliflied on the Coaft of Coro- 
mandel in the Carnatic : and the country of Tanjore, and confidering the 
prefent hour bell fuited for fettling and arranging, by a jua and equitable 
Treaty, a plan for the future defence and proteElion of the Carnatic, the 
Tanjore Country and the Northern Circars, on a folid and lotting foundation, 

have 
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have communicated tliefc their fcntiinenis to his Excellency the Rajah of 
Taujore, who being fully imprefled with the propriety and'wifdom of fuch an 
arrangement, hath for Himfelf, his Heirs and Succcflbrs, adjufted and con¬ 
cluded a folid and ptmianent Treaty with the Honorable Eafl India Company, 
upon, the principles atid conditions herein after-mentioned ; in confequence 
whereof it is ftipulatcd and agreed, that due provifion fhall be made for the 
military peace cftablifhment, and aifo, that for difeharging the expene’e of 
war, in the event of war breaking out in the Tanjore Country, or in the Car¬ 
natic, or any part of the Coafl of Coromandel, ceitain contributions, or pro¬ 
portions of the Revenues of the contra6ling parties, fliall be united into one 
common ftock, to be applied for their mutual fccurity and defence ; and as it 
is ncceffary that the application of the faid contributions, both for peace and 
war, fhout’d be repofed in the United Company, or their reprelentaiives, to¬ 
gether with the direction of the war, the command of the army, magazines of 
{lores and provihons, wiih full power to occupy or difmanlle fuch forts as by 
them fltall be deemed neceffary for the general fccurity : the faid contra8ing 
parlies do hereby foleinnly engage and agree, for thcmfelves and their fuccef- 
fors, to and with each other in the manner fallowing : that is to fay :

The annual contribution of four Lacks of PagocJ.is to be paid by His Ex¬ 
cellency the Rajah of Tanjore towards the army peace eftablifhn^ent is pro¬ 
portioned to the grofs revenues of his country, eftimated at Ten Lacks o/ Pa¬ 
godas, and it is hereby ilipiUated and agreed, that whenever the atinual grofs 
revenue of the Country (liall rife above Ten Lacks of Pagodas, the annual 
contribution of His Excellency, in time of peace, fliall likewife be en- 
creafed, according to the fame fcale and ftandard. 

ARTICLE IV. 

In cafe of failure in the punftual payment of the four Lacks of Pagodas 
already mentioned, to the extent of fifty thoufand Pagodas, for the period 
of one month after the fu n fhall become due. His Excellency the Rajah 
agrees that the Company fhall have power to enter upon anv of the diftrifts in 
the Tanjore country, that fliall appear to them neceffary to difeharge the 
amount of the fum in arroar : and that the Company fliall have power to ap- 
point Superintendants or Receivers, to colled and receive from the Rajah’s 
Renters, Managers,and Aumildars, all the Rents Revenues, Duties and Cul- 
toms of the faid Diftrids ; and ihcfe Superintendants and Receivers fhall ex- 
creife all neceffary authority for colleding fuch Rents^Revenues, Duties and 
Cuftorot of the faid Diffrids, giving regular receipts for all the monies which 

* • may 
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may be received by the Hiid Siiperintendants, who (hall have full power to

ARTICLE VI. 

That the exercilc of power over the faid dillrifl, and fai hv virtue 
of jbe conditions mentioned in the 4th and 5th articles, in caic of laiu.rc 
in the payment of any of the Kills, fhall not extend, or be conllrued 
to extend, to deprive his Excellency the Rajah of 1 anjore, or his fuccef- 
fors, of the civil government thereof, or the honor and dignity of lus fami¬ 
ly; but the fame lhall be preferved to him and them inviolate, faving and 
excepting the powers in the articles No. IV. and V. exprefled and mention¬ 
ed.

Tliat in the like event liis Excellency the Rajah of Tanjore fhall pay into 
the trsafury of the faid United Company four-fifths of his revenues to 
tiu' general cxpcnces of fuch war, to be applied in fuch manner as the faid 
United Company, or their reprefentatives, fhall* find neceffary for their 
common fafety and interefis, as alfo for the interefl; of their^llies in the 
Carnatic, and on the Coaft of Coromandel, and it is moreover agreed, 
that his excellency’s proportion of the debt and cxpenccs incurred by the 
war, fliall henceforth be fettled at one-fifth part of the whole amount thereof. 

ARTICLE IX. 

Uor the more cffcclual fccurity of the payment of rour-firths of the reve- 
ii'ics of his Exccllencv annually to the military expcnces of the war, and 
to remove every doubt on the part of the Company of any fecrerion or 
divcrfie.n of the faid revenues from the purpofe afore laid, the Prefident ill 
('ouncil of Fort St. George, in behalf of the Company, flial) have full pow¬ 
er and autliority ifuring fuch war, to appoint one or more irifpedlors or

accomptants, to infpep and examine all country and Cutcherry accounts 
and receipts of all the coung-ies and difiritls id' his Excellency, as well as 
all other revenues, duties or cuftoms, colicQcd by or for the ufe of his 
Excellency ; and in cafe the faid four-fifths of the revenues, or any part

That the Paid annual four fifths, payable from the revenues of his Excel¬ 
lency the Rajah of Tanjore, fhall, after the termination of the war, con¬ 
tinue to be applied to the difeharge of all debts and expences that may be 
incurred or aiife during the courfe of the war, until his proportion of 
one-fifth part of the whol5 expt nee is paid off and difeharged. 

ARTICLE XL 

It is cxp'refi.ly underfiood and declared, that fi Toon as the expences 
uicurred by the war, are paid off and difeharged, the fuperinieiidants and 
receivers (hall be immediately recalled. 

ARTICLE Xir. 

That, during the application of the faid proportion of four-fifths of the 
faid grofs revenues to the difeharge of the debts and expences incurred 
in t^me of war, the 2d, 3d, 4th, and 5tli articles'of this treaty fhall be 
and remain dormant, and be of no efFoQ, but (hall recommence and regain 
their full force and validity, from arid immediately after all rhe debts and 
expences of fuch war have been fully and proportiouably paid off and dif¬ 
eharged.

The private t)cbVs of hi's ^Excellency not being as yet accurately afcfcr* 
laihed, it is hereby agreed, that the debts due to Britifh fubjeQs fliall bd 
forthwith examined, adjufted, and fettled, for which purpofe the credilora 
fiiali be called upon to deKver their demands to the Prefident in OouncU of 
Madras, ftated with fim'ple interell at the rate of twelve per cent, per aTinfum, 
Co the twelfth day of July *787, which accounts will be examined by agents 
to he appointed on the part of the Rajah, and by the Governor in Cotrn'crl’ 
on behalf of the crediors, after which they will be laid before hi^s 'Excellen¬ 
cy, and on receiving his final approbation they fhall be claffed amongfl; the ‘ 
reft of his private creditors, and become emtded to. a fhare or rateable pro¬ 
portion of the faid fum of eighty ihoufand pagodas, agreeable lo fuch equU 
table arrangement as may he 'formed by the Governor in Council, for the be¬ 
nefit of the Rajah and the Creditors; and it is agreed, that fo foon as the-

count of the Nawob of the Carnatic, the whole annual appropriations to 
his Highnefs Ipecified in the 14th article, upon the Prefident and Council of 
Fort St. George indemnifying his Excellency for the amount of all fuch 
monies as they Iball receive on that account. In like manner the Company 
fliall be accountable to his Excellency, on account of the money received in 
behalf of his creditors.

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Minute of the Governor General in Council, at Port William Hn Bengal, dated the 
^tb November, 1750, ftgnifying his intention to proceed to the Coajl, in order to 
take^^o^himjelf the conduH of the War,. 

0 

TT KNOW that the other Members of the Board participate in my anxiety 
concerning the prefent Bate of the War with Tippoo Sulraun, and 
Equally apprehenfive that the late cccurrences in the country of Coimbatoie* 
rrray be attended with feveral difadvantageous coitfcquences to the public :n« 
icrcft. 

The general fuccefs of the operations of the Southern Army fincethe* 
commencement of Hoftilitics, and particularly the fpeedy reduflion of the 
important Fortrefs of Dindegul and Palagaicherry, and the gallant behaviour 
of the detachment under the command of Colonel Floyd, have undoubl'tdVy 
occafioned great detriment to the enemy, and in the opinion of all v;hoa:e 
candid, and know the trutii, have done angular honour to the Briiifli arms. 
It cannot, however, be denied, that the retreae of Colonel Floyd's corps, 
and the lois of the attil’cry which Ire was obliged to abandon, have furnifhed 
the enemy with plaufiblc sneans of impofing upon his own f.ihjeds, and upon 
our allies, by laying claim to a vicloiy ; and the rfol interruption that has 
been given to the Collcflioaof Provisions, and i!ie lofs of Magazines that 
has “been furtained by Tippoo’s irruption upon ihat ocCiidon, will, I am much 
afraid, be attended with the bad cflfefls of preventing our army From enter¬ 
ing the M y fore country before the commencement of tlie Carnatic rains, 
and confequcntly of reducing* it to a Hate of entire inaclivity till ih.e month 
of January next. 


I have 
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.1 have the highefl: opinion of General Medows's zeal for the Public good, 
as well as of his profeflional abilities ; and I am perfeftly tonvinced, that no 
exertion would be wanting on his part in expediting every arrangement 
which may be neceffary to continue without interruption, or to refume 
without delay, the execution of our plan of olfenfive operation, which can

alone produce an Honourable Termination of the War. But if u.'foitu* 
nately our Armies in the Carnatic, fiiould not be able to a£l before the be¬ 
ginning of January next, we Ihould not only be under great diiricuUics to 
account for the delay to the fatisfaQion of our Allies, but we flioulJ alfo 
have the moft ferious grounds for apprehenGon that Tippoo would avail him -

fclf of that opportunity'to turn his whole force againft the Marattas and i!ie 
Nizam, and endeavour cither to weaken their power, or to intimidate them 
into a negociation for a feperate Peace.

‘ Under thefe circumGances it has appeared to me, that cxclufive of every 
meafurc that may be adopted for promoting our offenfivc operations agaii.G 
the Myfore Country in the beginning of January, it may be of great conle- 
quence to the Public IntereG, that fonie immediate Geps fliould be taken 

whicl) may tend to animate and encourage our Allies to pcrfcverc with firm- 
nefs in the favourable dirpofiiion wliich they have lately Gicwn to perform 
th^ir engagements ; and although I am not vain errough to fuppofe that tl.e 
military operations would be conduced more ably, or with mote fuccefs by 
m\ fell than by General Medows, ytt from the Gation which I hold in this

Enjoying, as I do, the high fatisfaSlion of living on terms of cordiality 
and fricndfhip, both public and private, with my colleagues in oflice, and 
well acquainted as I am with their earned dehres to fupport my endeavours 
for promoting the public profperity; I could not entertain a d nibt, even if 
I had not formerly on a fimllar occafion been flattered with the mod liberal dc- 
Maratlons of their confidence, that the meafures for the internal government 
•of Bengal which I have hitherto purfued, and in the. fuccefs of which my 
fhaVe of refponfibilty is^fo great, will during my abfance be uniformly fup- 
ported, and punQually executed.*^ 

The completion of the fculcment of the Revenues upon the principles 
which have been already adopted, an adherence to all Regulations that have 

been cftabliflicd, and a ftriA regard to oeconomy in all branches of the

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public expenditure, arc amongfl the principal objcils which, I trufl, will 
command the attention of the Members of the Board, and .from my know- < 
ledge of their diljoofiiion, I liavc the mofl implicit reliance on their com-' 
municating with me uppn all points of internal bufinefs in the manner that' 
will bed tend to promote* the public good,, and to preferve my»'’"fhoriiy in 
this government. 

The Members’ of the Council may on the other hand be affiired, that I' 
ihall correfpond and communicate my fentiments to them with as much 
punflualiiy and expedition as the nature of the fervice on which I am going 
will allow, and that I fliall not only give an accurate detail of any material 
tranfaflions and occurrences that may happen, but alfo endeavour to render 
a falisfaflory account of every part of my public conduct. I fliall likey-ife 
on ail occaGons receive their advices and fuggellions with ail the attention 
and deference which is due to private friends, and to the afting Members of 
the Supreme Government.

Governor General has fully exprefled, in his minute of the 5th 
inftant, the fentiments we enrertain on the prefent ftale of the war 
with Tippoo SuUaun.*' Hii Loidftiip’s fummary of the late occurrences in 

the 
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:thc Coimbatore'country, and his reflcflions upon them, appear to us to cf!a- 
ijjljih upon clear and convincing arguments the urgent expediency of his 
Vefolution to proceed to Madras, and to take upon himrelf in perfon the 


diretliori of the war; nor have we any doubt that the public, at large 
will equally with us feel it to be a ineafure peculiarly called for at the 
prefilft crifis. 


Among thefe s'-guments there is one adduced by the Governor General 
of particular weight, and that we therefore think it ncceflary to diftinguifh 
fsom the reft.—It is that “his prefence in the feene of aflion would be 
“ confidered by our allies as a pledge of finccrity, and of our confident 
“ hopes of fuccef. againft the common enemy, and by that means ^perate as 
“ an encouragemctit to them to continue their exertions, and abide* by 
their ftipulations.’' The full force of this argument will be felt by thofe 
who have had opportunities of experiencing the dirpofiiions, and becoming 
acepuainted with the political views and condufl of the native powers, and 
who arc tiicrefore capable of appreciating the effefl of the Governor Gene¬

.Wiiii rcfpefl to the inconveniences that the Governor General is aware

'dined to iiopc that they will not be many, as it is our firm determination 
lha*t hi.s auih -rity fhall iq every poftible ca!..', be as efi'cflual during his ab¬ 
fence, as it would be while he %>;as picfcnt; nor is this determination crea¬ 
ted by the high fitisfaftion we feel in the knowledge of his favorable fen- 
liincnts of us as Members of Council, or by our wifti to indicate how much 
wc arc gratified as individuals by the cordiality of the declarations with 
which he honours us. Exclufivc of thefe pcrfonal incitements, we are fin- 

N n « ccrcly 
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ccfely and deliberately of opinion, that the interefts of the Public require 
the entire prefervation of his authority. In proportion as tjiis can be made*,

manifeft, the idc? of a change of Government will vanifh, and we Ihalr 
cafily attain the very important obje^ of giving confidence to the natives of 
Bengal as well as to our more political conncBions, thc'Viaier, v'^^^tlMada- 
jec Scindia, in the permanence of the meafures and principles at j^efent 
cllabliflied. We cannot therefore too ftrongly inculcate by overt a£is, that 
the power of the Governor General will be in no rcfpcfl diminrfhed by his 
departure. It fliould be generally known, that in every praQicable cafe his 
opinion will be prevjoufly afleed, and in particular in that of appointments'

to offices. 

Wc obferve with the Governor General, in explicitnefs of the cxifting 
laws in deferibing what powers may be delegated to him by the Supreme 
Board during his abfence from the feat of Government, but we cannot feel 
any apprehenfion on this fubje£f. The public good, which requires the 
meafures, juftifics the means, and we therefore declare, that we fhall with 
great readinefs and pleafure unite in inverting his LurdHiip with whatever

tion of the war, or to avail himfelf with promptitude and effeftof any favour¬

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geo'us and honourable peace, and alfo to provide for, or upon any exi¬ 
gencies which may arife and require his diredions, interference, or controtd,.

HE ift Regiment of Cavalry is to be immediately augmented to fix 
troops, of the prefent ftrength in the following manner, a draft of men

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and hoifcs from ilie 2d Regiment to the number of 140 each is to be fdc/^cd 
'd/y' Caj^fain Frith under the immediate infpe&ion of the Commanding Oiiiccr 
at Futtyghur, and 1,0 be turned over to the 1 ft, and the deficiency is to be 
fnpplied by new levies and new purchafe of horfes. .The three firft Jemma- 
dars bali^gingto the 2d Regiment of Cavalry arc to remain with it, and a 
fair proportion of the promotions which will be required in the fcvcral xanks 
of commiftioned and Non-commiirioncd Officers to compleat the ift Regi¬ 
ment, is to be made from the Officers and men of the 2d Regiment. The 
.men and horfes are to go completely equipped in arms and accoiKremcnts, 
3 nd befides the Saddles and Bridles for the number of horfes drafted, Capt. 
Frith is to be allowed to take from the 2d Regiment, as many fcrviceable 
Saddles, Bridles, and Accoutrements as he may think proper towards equip¬ 
ping the new levies. Lieutenants Gordon and Scott, are removed from* the 
2d to the ift Regiment of Cavalry. ThciftRegt. of Cavalry, is to pro¬ 
ceed to the Coaft and as it is of the utmoft confequence to get it around in • 
good order and with the greateft celerity, the men and horfes are to be con¬ 
veyed by water to Calcutta and from thence to be tranfported by water to 
Madras, on veffels which will be provided for the purpofe, whatever public 
Boats there may bo at Futryghur and Cawnpore, are ib be employed in con¬ 
veying the Rcgt, to Calcutta and the Deputy Quartcr-mafter General and 
Captain Frith will take immcdi ite fteps for providing as many more Boats as 
Inav be ncceffiry for the purpofe, in which the commanding Officers at Fut-

The ftaiiori of the 
ad Regt. is for the prefent to be at Futtyghur. The charges for the purchafe 
of horfes and provifion of accoutrements are to be made upon hosuyfaiK^s pre^ 
feribed by the General Orders of the 21ft of Oflober 1787, and the Vay* 
niafiers are direBed to advance money on account of this fervice as well as for 
the expcnce of Boats. Lieut. Thomas Wharton of the 6ih, and. Lieutenant 
Peter Black of the ift Battalions of Native Infantry are removed from thofe 
Corps, and appointed to the 2d Regt. of Cavalry. A body of Sepoys to the 
number of 1400 being required to. accompany.the Commander in Chief to 
the Coaflt .where on their arrival they will be incorporated into the Bengal Bau 
talions on fervice.

ten days, tiiat fome perfons whom they may fclecl will be allowed to fuper- 
•intend tije laying in their own ftock of water and provifions, that the greateft 
attention will be paid to their comfort and conven*ience on board the Ihips 
on wliich they will proceed, which will be Indiamen, and that \vh#n they come 
back to ihefe provinces, they will be permitted to return to the Battalions 
from which they were drafted or to remain in ihofe, in wiiiCh they may 
have been incorporated as they fhall prefer, as fome of the drafts may be de- 
firous to have part of their pay applied to the fupport of their families 
through the means of their friends in the battalions to wliich they at prefent 
bel ong,. the Commanding Officers of the Battalions are defired to take a lift 
of thefe men, previous to their being detached fpccifying the fum which each 
individual defiires to be paid to his family,, a counterpart of which lid is to be 
fent with the drafts frcmi every battalion to be delivered to the Officer who 
may be nominated to the charge of the whole, when the drafts fiiall be dif-

The Commanding OfTicers of the Battalions in Bengal, from 
which the men may be drafted are to draw the above allowance in a feperate 
abftraft and to difburfe each man’s proportion according to the dirc£Hons he 
may have left behind, and alt cafualtics arc to be regularly noti(Je(4,to them 
by the Commanding Officers of the Battalions into which the men have been 
incorporated in order that in fuch cafes they may ccafe to draw the allowan¬ 
ces. If any of the. men ffiould prefer that mode of leaving ftipplics of money 
for the ufc of their families, which was laid down in the Minutes of Council, 
gd of March publifhedin General Orders 20th April 1790, they aie to be 
indulged therein and Com>manding Officers of Battalions arc direded (o give 
their affiftance accordingly, or fliould they prefer making remittances to 
their families by means of drafts, the Paymailcr of the Bengal detachment 
will be dirp6led to furnifh them on application with bills not only for funs 
of money which tiicy may pay into his Treafury, but for any part of the ar¬ 
rears that may be due to them, wdiich bills may be drawn on any of the Pay- 
mafters of ftaiions, on any of the Colledors or on the refidetu at Lucknoy 
or refident at Benares.

A Treaty c/ perpetual Friendjlnp and Alliance, made and concluded at Fort Sr. 
George, between the Honourable United Company of Merchants of England, 
trading to the Eajl Indies, in ccnjunHion with the Naweb JValajau, Omdet^ 
ul Mtilck, Ummeer ul Iltnd, Serajab Dowla, Aneweruldeen Cawn Bebaudur, 
Menjoer Jung, Sippa Sardar, of the Carnatic Payen Gha^t, on the cne part, 
and the Great Nawoh, high m Jlation, AJfuph Jau, Nizam ul Mulch, Ni- 
seam Ally Cawn Bebaudur, Putty Jung, Sippab Cardar, Scuba of the De- 
can, on the other part, by the honorable Charles Bourchier, Efq. Pjefident and 
Governor of Fort S/. George, and the Council thereof, on behalf of the faid 
Englijh Eajl India Company, the Navoob JValajau, Omdet ul Mulch, on be¬ 
half of himfelf, as Nawoh of the Carnatic, and the Naweb Rue cun ul Doii^lab 
Fewan, invejled with full powers, cn behalf cf the Jaid Nawoh AJfuph Jau, 
Nizam ul Mulch, bis heirs and fuccejfors, as Soul ah of the Decan, done on the 
23^/ day of February, in the year 1768, cf the Cbrijlian ara, and on the \tb 
of the moon Sbevaul, in the year of the Hegira 118 

THE TREATY. 

HEREASon the 12th of Nov^ember, in the year of the Chriftian 
Tn, 1766, or on the 9th of the Moon Gcmace-^dufruny, in the year of the 
Hegyra, x x8o, a Treaty* was concluded at Ilydrabad,* by and between Gene¬ 
ral John Caillaud, inveiled with Vull powers, on behalf of the Englifli Eaft 
India Company, and the Naweb Afluph Jau, Nizam ul Mulck, &c. on be¬ 
half of himfclf, as Soubah of the Decan, with a defign to eftablifh an hon¬ 
ourable and lading friendfliip and alliance, between the two contrafling 
powers; and whereas fome mifundcrllandings have fince arifen, which 
shave perverted the intent of the faid Treaty, and kindled the flames of 

war; 
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war: now be it known to the whole world, that Nawob Walajau, has en¬ 
tered into anothcTr .Treaty, of the ftri6keft friendfhip and alliance, on the 
following conditions. 


ARTICLE I. 

'The exalted.and illiiftrious Emperor of Indoflan, Shaw Allum Padfha, 
having out of his gracious favor, and in confideration of tlie attachment 
and /erviccs of the Englifli Eafl India Company, given and granted to them, 
for ever, by way of iniam, or free gift, the five Circars of Muftephana- 
gur, Rajahmundry, Siccacole, and Murtezanagur, or Condavir, by his 
Royal firmaund, dated the 12th Aiigufl, 1765, or on the 24th of the moon 
Suphier,in the 6th year of his reign, and the Nawob Affuph jau, Nizam 
ul Mulck, as Soubah of the Dccan having, by the fecond and third Arti¬ 
cles of the afore-mentioned Treaty, ceded and furrendered bj Sunuds, un¬ 
der his hand and feal, to the Englifh Eaft India Company, for ever the 
afore-mentioned five Circars, it is now further acknowledged and agreed, 
by the faid Afluph Jau, Nizarn ul Mulck, Soubah of the Decan, that the

faid Company dial I enjoy and hold for ever, as their right and property, 
the faid five Sircars on the terms lyereafter mentioned. 

ARTICLE ir.

By the afore-mentioned Treaty of Hydrabad, it was ftipulated, that the 
Nawob Afluph Jau, Having given the Sircar of Murtezanagur, as a Jag- 
hir, to his brother the Nawob Ummeer ul.*Omrah Soujah, ul Mulk Behau- 
dur, Bazalet Jung, the Company fliould not take pofleflion of the faid Cir¬ 
cars, till after the death of Bazalet Jung or till he broke the fricndfhip with 
the faid Company, ]}y railing dillurbances in the country of Nizampa- 
tam, or die Carnatic, and though the Company might juftly claim a right 

to |ake pofleflion of the faid Circar, from the late condu£l of Bazalet Jung, 

yet 
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yet in confidei^tion of their friendfiiip for Affuph Jau, and his family,

and that they niay not diftrefs his affairs, by obliging him to provide his bro* 

ther Bazalet Jung with another Jaghire, the Company do^gree and confent,

that Bazalct Jung Bill hold the Circar of Ivj^urtezjnagur, o© the aforefaid 
conditions, »or till h be the pleafure of Affuph Jau, that the Company 
fliould take pofTcflion thereof, provided that the faid Bazalet Jung returns 
immediately to his own country of Adony, and neither keeps with, nor re- 
ceives from Hyder Naigue any Vakeel or correfpondence, but lives in peace 
and harmony with the Englifh Company, and the Nawob Walajau, and 
• gives no proie( 5 lion or afliftance, whatever to the faid Naigue or any of his 
people, nor to any other enemies of the Company, or the Nawob Walajau, 
but if this Article fhall at any lime be infringed, the Company* lhall be at 
liberty, by virtue of this Treaty to take pofTefTion of, and keep the Ciijcaf of 
Murtezanagur, in the fame manner as the other four, and the Nawob Affuph 
Jau, engages to affift them therein with his Troops, if neceffary. 

ARTICLE III. 

1 fort of Condapillec, with its Jaghire, fliall forever hereafter remain rn 
potfeffion of the EogliOi Company, and be garrifoned with their troops, un¬ 
der thei^r own officers only, notwithflanding any thing to the contrary ftipu- 
lated in t||||i2th article* of the treaty of Ilydrabad. 

A R T I C L E IV. 

Narraindoo, one of ,»he Zemindifrs of the Circar of Siccacole, having late¬ 
ly raifed difturbanccs in the Itejsapore country, and refufed (as he alledges, 
in conformity to the Nawob Affuph Jau s orders) to pay his rents, or obedi- 
cncc to the Company, the Nawob Affuph Jau agrees, on the figning and 

exchange of the prefent treaty, to write letters, not only to Narraindoo, but 
to all the Zemindars, in the Circars of Ellorc, Muftephanagur, Rajahmun-

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dry; and Siccacole, acquainting them, that they are in future, to regard tha 

Englifh Company as their fovcrcigns and to pay their rents and obedience to

encourage ©r proteB, in raifing troubles or difobcdiencc, any Zemindars, 
Renter or Servants, of the Englifli Company, or the Nawob Walajau, 
who on their parts engage the fame to His Highnefs Afluph Jau. 

ARTICLE V. 

It has been the conftant defirc and endeavour of the Englifh Company,

the facac; and though the operations of war have lately obliged the Compa- 
ny to fend their troops towards Hydrabad, and to take pofleflion of the 
Circars of Commamet, and Worangolc, yet as a proof of their fiicnd- 
fhip for the Nawob Afluph Jau, &c. Soubah of the Dccan, on the fign- 
ing and exchange of this Treaty, the Company's troops fliail be recalled 
to the fort of Commamet, from whence, they fhall alfo retire in their own 
Circars, fo fooii as the Soubah with his army, has crofled the Killnah, lea¬ 
ving the fort of Commamet to the Soubah s deputy ; and, as a further proof 
of the Company*s fincerc defire to preferve a friendfliip wtd||||||^e Soubah 
of the Decan, they agree to bury in oblivion what is paft, and to pay hi in 
annually, for the fpace of fix years,* to be computed Vrom the ill of Japu

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the Circars, during the aforefaid term of fix years, and the Soubah gives 
them no trouble, they will pay annually, from the ift of January 1774, the 
fum of Five lacks, in two equal payments as before expreffed or of feven 
lacks, if Condavir be then in their pofleflion \ but in cafe the Soubah, or the 
Marattas, b^ his inlligation fhouid invade the Circars or Carnatic, or they, 
or any ocher power, fliould conquer the Circars from the Englifli Company, 
the payment of the faid fums (hall be fufpend^d till peace and the Circars 
are reftored to the Company, 

ARTICLE VI.. • 

It was flipulated in the former Treaty, made at Hydrabad, that the Com¬ 
pany and the Soubah fliould mutually affill each other with their troops, 
when required, and their own affairs would permit, but it bcing,apprlKend* 
C(1 at prcTent, that fuch an agreement may fubjeft both parties to difficuU 
ties, and that mifunderllandings may arife on that account, it is now agreed 
only, that a mutual peace, confidence and friendfhip, (hall fubfifl for ever, 
between the Englifh Company, His Highnefs AflTuph Jau, and the Nawob 
Walajau; the enemies of either fhall be regarded as the enemies of the 
other two powers, and the friends of either be treated as the friends of all; 
and in'eafe any troubles (hould arife, or any enemies invade the countries, 
. under the government of either of the contracting parties, the other two 
flrall give no countenance, or afliftaijce, to fuch enemies or invaders; the 
Company and the Nabob Walajau, willing, however, to flicw their volun¬ 
tary attachment to thd Soubah will always be ready to fend two battalions 
of fepoys, and fix pieces of lAttillery, manned by Europeans, whenever 
the Soubah fhall require them and the fituation of their affairs will allow 
of fuch a body of troops to march into the Decan, provided the Soubah 
^ays the cxpence, during the time the troops are .employed in his fcrvicc.

The exalted and illuftrious Emperor Shaw Allum, having been plcafcd, 
out of his great f^vor and high efteem for the Nawob Walajau, to give 
and to grant tahim, and his ^Ideft fon, M-eycn ul Mulck, Omdetul Om- 
rah, anji their heira, for ever, the Government of the Carriatic Payen 
Ghaut, and the countries dependent thereon, by his Royal Firmaund, bearing 
date the 26th of Auguft, 1765, or the 27th of the moon Zuphur, in the 
6th year of the /aid Emperor's reign, and the Nawob Afliiph Jau, Nizara- 
ul Mulck, &c. having alfo, out of his affcQion and regard for the faid Na¬ 
wob Walajau, rcleafed him, his fon Meyen ul Mulck, &c. and their heirs 
in fuccelEon, forever, from ail dependence on the Decan, and given him 
a full difeharge of all demands pad, prefent, and to come, on the faid Car¬ 
natic '{'ayen Ghaut, by a Suned, under his hand and feal, dated the 12th of 
November, 1766; in confideraiion of the faid Nawob Walajau, having 
paid the Soubah five lacks of rupees, it is now agreed and acknowledged, by 
the faid Afiuph Jau, Nizam ul Mulck, that the faid Nawob Walajau, 
and after him his fon, Meyen ul Mulck, and their heirs in fucceffion, (hall, 
enjoy, for ever as an Ultumgaw, or free gift, the Government of the Carna¬ 
tic Payen Ghaut, in theVulleft and amplefi manner; the faid Nawob Afiuph 
Jaw promifing,. and engaging, not to hold or keep up any kind of corref- 
p#ndcnce with any perfon, or perfons, in the faid Carnitic Payen Gaut, or 
in the Circars before and now ceded to the Englifh Company, except the' 
faid Nawob Walajau, or the faid Englifh Company; by the means of 
their Frefident and Council of Madras, who on thejr part, in conjun6lion 
with the faid Nawob JValajau engage likeyife not to hold, or maintain 
any correfpondence with any perfun or perfons in the I>ccan, except the Na¬ 
wob Afiuph Jau« his dewan,^ and the fecurities/ whofe names are hereunto 
iSihferibed.

The Nawob Afiuph Jau, out of his great regard and aflPeftion, and from 
other conliderations having been pleafed to grant and confer on the Nawob 
Walajau, and his eldeft fon, Meycn ul Mulck, ,Om^etul,Omrah, feveral 
Suneds, viz.. An Ultumgau Suned for the whole of the Carnatic. An Ultum- 
gau Suned foe the whole of the purgunnah of Imungundela, with the Gudda 
of Ghunpoora.

future, on account of the Carnatic, &c. It is Hereby agreed, that all and 
every one of ihefe Suneds Ihall be regarded, equally binding wUh any other 
article of the treaty, and be as duly obferved, by the Nawob AITupl^ Jau. 
as if entered here at full length. 


ARTICLE IX. 

Hyder Naigue, having, for fonie years pafl:, ufurped the government of 
the Myfurc country, and given great difturbanccs to his neighbours, by 
attacking, and taking from many of them their poficlfions, and having alfo 
lately invaded, and laid wafte with fire and fword, the polfeliions of the 
Englifli Company, anti the Nawob Walajau, in the Carnatic, it is ccr- 
»tainly necefl'ary for their peace, andtor the general benefit of all the neigh* 
bouring powers, that the faid Naigile fhould be puniflied and reduced, fo 
that he may not hereafter have the power to givfc any perfon farther trouble j 
to this end, the Nawob AITugh Jau hereby decUi^|||)^itnd makes known to 
all the world, that he regards the faid Naigue as a rebel and ufurper, and as 
fuch divefts him of, and revokes from him, all Suneds, honours and dif- 
tin8iions, conferred by himfelf, or any other Soubah of Decan, becaufe the 
faid Naigue has deceived the Nawob AITuph Jaii, broken his agreement, 
and rendered himfelf unworthy of all farther countenance and favour.

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ARTICLE X. 

That the Englifli Company may hereafter carry 6n their trade peaceably, 
on the coaft of Coromandel, and alfb on the coaft of Malabar^ and that

they, with the tNawob Walajjiu, may hold the Carnatic, and their other 
poffeflions in peace, it appears neceffary, that the countries of Carnatic 
Balagaiit, belonging to the Soubahdarry of ViJiiapour, now dr lately pof- 
lefled by Hyder Naigue, fliould be under the management, and proteftion, 
of thofe who will do juftice, and pay obedience to the high commands from 
Court; it is therefore agreed, by the Nawob Alfuph Jau, that he lhall re- 
linquilh^ to the Englilh Company, all his right to the Dewanny of the fakP 
Carnatic Balagaut, belonging to the Soubahdariy of Viziapour, and that 
the Company fliall prefent an Arzee, or petition to the Royal prefence, to 
obtdinx from the Emperor Shaw Allum, a Firmaund, confirming and ap¬ 
proving their right thereto; but that the Nawob AiTuph Jau, as Soubah of 
the Decan, may not lofc his dignity, or the revenues arifing from the faiJ 
countries, the Englifh Company agree to pay him annually, out of tiie 
Dewanny Colle^ion, from the time they are in pofTeflioii thereof, the fum 
of (even lacks of Arcot Rupees, including Durbar charges, being the fum 
annually paid heretofore,' in two equal payments, at the fpace of fix months 
jfrom each Other, provided the faid AfTuph Jau, Soubah of the Decan^ affifU 
chewfaid Company and the Nawob Walajau in pufiifhing Hyder Naigue^ 
and neither receiv^^ from^ or fends citl^r vaokcels or letters to him.

* HAT all hoftilities fiiall immediately ceaPe on the conclufton of this 
Tr.caty, which is to be perpetual, or as long as the Company may exift, that 
peace and frh ndfhip fhV.l take place between the co<itra<fting parties (parti¬ 
cularly including therein the Hajjh of Tanjore, the Malavar Ram Rajah, 
and Morari Row, who are f;iends and allies to the Carnatic Payen Gaut}« 
alfo all others, the friends and allies of the contracting parties, provided they 
do not become the agg^efTors, againft either of them, but if they are aggreC- 
fors, they arc not to be affifted by cither party.

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the late equipment, informed me that the Military Pay-mafter Generjil had 
been diretted,*io employ his Deputy Mr. Elliott, in the feparaie duty of pay¬ 
ing and keeping a didlnCl account, of-the cxpencc ; to be adjufted, and paff- 
ed when the fervice fliould be over. 

Agreeably to this information, I addrefled orders, to Mr. Elliot for the 
payment, to individuals, of fuch fums, as become due to them, cither for 
freight, for the coll of articles fupplied, or for the balance of particular ac¬ 
counts, which had been palled, by your Lordfliip, in the courfc of the lalt 
Icrvice. 

Mr. Elliott having now delivered in his accounts made up,,agrccably to a 
plan, with which I furnilhed him, 1 have the honour, to lay them before ‘your 
Eordlhip, togetlicr with a copy, of Mr. Elliott’s letter to me, dated the 4th 
current, relative to them. 

The firfl is a general account, of his di/burfements, exhibiting the whole of 
the .expenditure in one view accompanied bv the vouchers. That general 
a- count is niaikcd with the letter A. and it amounts to the him of (Current 
Rupees Current Rupees fix lacks fifty-eight thoufand one hun¬ 

dred aiul thirty-five, enght annas, and four pie, part of this him, was paid from 
the treafury direfl, and not upon any order from me, but the furns were tranf- 
ferred to M’. Elliott's Debit, and included in his accounts for the purpofe of 

.bj:)gregating the cxpencc.

As the veflels employed were hired at various rate.*!, and each of them, 
unavoidably,.carried mixed cargoes the charges for the feveral component 
parts of which, were referable to dilferent heads of account,, it became nc-

cefTary, to annex certain fixed rates of freight, to be chargejl to the other 
Prcfidencies, for articles of pofitive fupply, leaving the balance, to be put, to 
the debit, of the Military charges of this prefidency. 

f'or this purpofe, Mr.*Elliott has prepared the four accounts marked li. 
C. D. and F. containing the reparation, of the aggregate amount, of the ge¬ 
neral account A. into the heads of Fort St. George, Bombay Military chargci 
on account of the Kihgs troops and Military charges, of this jjreliJency. 

The rates, for the various articles, of mixed cargoes, were affumed, in thefe 
accounts, upon medium calc^ulations of what I was informed would have been 
charged by fliip owners for tranfporting the articles by the bag, ton, maund, 
&c, ,and where the whole tonnage of veflTels was not taken up, the rates 
charged to the other prefidencies, are the aSual rates paid.

The greateft part of the money, having been ifliied, by my order, on re¬ 
ceipts of the fcvcral perfons, to whom firms were refpetlively due, I dc.cin it 

more regular to fubmit Mr. klliott’s accounts at large, to the infpcclion of

your Lordfliip in their pr^efent ftage, than to pafs them riyfclf as Military 
Auditor General, I (hall therefore wait the honour of your Lorddiip's Com- 

mand^bcforc any further ftep, be taken in the bufinefs ; but I wifh it* may

be convenient to the Board to examine them early in order that they may 
be included on the books of the official year 1790-91, which arc now under 
adjuftment, previous to their ])eing finally clofcd. 


Your L-ordfliip was pleafed to authotize me, lo employ fudi agents and 
inftruments, as I might think proper j and I cannot doubt, tlpt you would 
alfo have approved of my affigning a reafonable reward to any perfon, fo em¬ 
ployed ; but I have not availed myfclf of this licence excepting to the extent, 

of 
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of forty Sonaut Rupees, to a ferjcant, who went to Fort St, George in charge 
of two hundred and twenty bullocks and forty two hoiTes on board the fhip 
H enry, and of whofe good conduB, I Tcceived a ftrong Certificate from Cap¬ 
tain Whcatly, affer his return. 

Mr. Rohf^rt Sherriff, the gentleman, who has written for me throughout the 
whole of the late fervice, has not received any reward for upwards of feven 
months labour, which was fometimes excelTivc, during particular periods of 
the embarkation he was often employed with me, from fix o clock in the 
morning till midnight, and in every ftage of the buhnefs he has difeharged 
his talk, to my rdtisfa6lion, I therefore beg lcav« to recommend, that I may 
be authorized, to order the payment of Sicca Rupees two hundred and hby^ 
per month to Mr. Sherrill’for the time pad, and whilfl I may have occafion 
to employ him, in this fort of fcrvicc. 

When the bunnefs prelfed mofl, I had alfo occafion to employ Mr. Mur- 
docii Mackenzie, an aflillant in my office, he had much extra writing for 
three months, I therefore beg leave to recommend, that he be allowed, a 
gratuity of Sicca Rupees three hundred. 

It will appear from Mr. Elliot’s accounts, that Sicca Rupees 4,000, were 
advanced, to Captain North, of the fliip Fricndniip ; but he only loc^k in 
freight equal to Sicca Rupees 3,000—The Board has been already appri¬ 
zed of the lofs of that fhip which induces me to confidcr the rhoufand Ru¬ 
pees as a defperate-debt, and for this reafon, if is included in the propor¬ 
tion of the aggregate cxpence of the equipment propofed to be written off 
to the debit of the military charges of this Prefidency. 

With Mr. Elliot's accounts, I lay before your Lordfhip a general view 

or abftraB, of the freight aftually paid for the country Ihips, with a ftate- 

ment 
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mcnt of the troops, cattle, public (lores, and fupplics tranfpojied on them,

compared with a flatcment calculated at a medium rate of freiglu for the 
fame articles—Tliis flatement was prepared merely for my own information 
and I now funmit ii to vour LorcKliip’s inl'pcclion, under the idea that it will 
prove fatisfaBory to Government to fee that Miis fervice has been accom- 
pliflied, at an unextravagent cxpence, notwitnflanding the pre/Ture of the 
occafion, and the fudden demand there was, fora great quantity of tonnage.

^ j[ ^HE Honourable the Court of Dirc6lors will, r > doubt, be defirous to 
receive, by the ftiip V .lliarn Pitt, now on the eve ( '' her Jeparture, ibmc in¬ 
formation relative to difpatchcs of the reinforcements ft Fott St. George, 
and it ^ould afford me great fatisfaflion to be able to lay b<-rorc Government, 
in ordci to be tianfmitted to the Honourable Court, a detailed account of 
the proceedings relative to the equipment, but my lime is fo fully occupied by 
my endeavour^^.. to'e^erform the remaining part of this fervice, and by vari¬ 
ous public duties^ihat it is, impoffible for me to furnilh that detail at prefcnl. 


I mud content myfelf therefore with giving a very brief, and general, out¬ 
line of the bufmefs, from the date of the Governor General's departure, and, 
indeed, that is, perhaps, ah that the Honourable Court would defire, for, the 


narrative 
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Tiarrat’ve of a irpublefome detail, cannot be very intcrcfling to them, though 
I fliall think it njy duty to prcfent it to Government at a convenient feafon . 

Lord Cornwallis left this place on the 6th of December 1790. His Lord- 
fhip’s fulicitade for the health of the troops, at the apprehenfion of bad wca- 
ther, on the Coafl in the month of December, made him defirous that the re¬ 
inforcements fhould not be dirpatchet’ u’l that month fliould be far advanced.
